witb faoUltlea for every mortal 
to acquire 
an 
education; ;vith 
institutions 
closing 
to 
none 
tbe avenues of fame 
or 'any bless­ 
ing of fortune that may be coveted; 
with 
freedom of tbe pnipit, the press and tbe school; 
with a revenue flowing into the national Treasury 
beyond tbe requirements of the government Hap­ 
pily harmony la being speedUy restored within our 
own borders. Manufactures hitherto unknown In 
our conntry are springing up In all dlrecuons, pro­ 
ducing a degree of national independence unequoUed 
by that of any other Power. These blesalnge and 
conntlese ethers are enirustod to your care and 
mine for eafe keeping for tbe brief period of our 
tenure of office. In a short time we must each of ne 
retarn to tbe ranks of the people who have con­ 
ferred upon OS onr honors and uccunnt to them for 
our Btewardehip. I earnestly desire that neither yon 
nor I may be condemned by a free and eulightened 
consUtnency nor by onr consciences. 
FBOGBBSS OF REGONSTKUCTION. 
Emerging from a reoelllon of gigantic magnitude, 
•ided as It wae by the sympathy and assistance of 
nations with which we were at peace, eleven Htaies 
of the Union were lour years ago left without legal 
Btato government; a national debt had been eon- 
uacted, American commerce woe almost driven 
from tbe seas; the industry of one half 6f the coun- 
try bad been takevfrom the control of the capitalist 
and placed where all labor rlghtfuUy belongs, m the 
keeping of the laborer. The work of restoring Slate 
governments loyal to the Union, of protecting and 
fostering free Ubor, and providing means for 
paying tbe interest on 
the public debt, has 
received ample atteutlon from Oongreei. Although 
your efforu bave not met wlib tbe success 
In aiL partlonlara that might bave been desired, 
yet, on tbe whole, 
they 
bave been more 
sncceeefnl than could have been reasonably antici­ 
pated. Seven States which passed ordinances of 
secession bavs been fully restored to tbelr places In 
tbe Union, tbe eighth (Georgia) held an election, at 
Which Bhe ratified ber constitution, republican in 
form, elected a Governor, members of Congress, a 
Btate Legislature and all other offlcere required. The 
Clovornor was duly insialled and the Legislature met 
and performed all the acts then required of them by 
tbe reconstruction aoU of Congress. Subsequeutly, 
bowevsr. In violation of tbe ooustitntlon which they 
had Just ratified, 
as since decided by the 
Bupreme Court of 
the 
State, 
they unseated 
the colored mombere of the Leglslatnre and admitted 
to seats some members who are dl squahfied by the 
third clause of the fourteenth amendment to tue con- 
■ütuuon—an article whicu they themselves had con­ 
tributed to ratify. 
Under these olrcumstances 1 
would submit to yon whether it would not be wise, 
vnthout delay, to enact a law autborislug the Gov­ 
ernor of Georgia te convene tbe membete originally 
elected to the Leglel atore, requiring eacu member to 
take tbe oath by tbe reconstruction acU, and none 
to be admitted wbo are ineligible under tae third 
clause of tUe fourteenth amendment 
The freedmen, under the protection which they 
- bave reoelvw, are making Hpld progrem in leam- 
ug, and no oomplalntt are heard of lack of Industry 
on their part When they received fair remnneraUon 
for tbelr labor. 
The means provided for paying tbe Interest on the 
pnbllc debt with all other expenses of the govern- 
ment are more than ample. 
Tbe loss of onr commerce Is the only result of tbe 
late rebellion which has not received eufflcient at­ 
tention from you. To thiainbjeot 1 call your earnest 
aitenuoo. 1 win not now suggest plans oy which 
this object may be effected, but will. If necessary, 
make it the subject of a special message during tbe 
session of Congress. 
TUX KLBCTfOMB IM TfROIKIA, MISSISSIPPI AND

REVENna MATTERS—FRAffDS ON TBE BEVENtnk 
The report of toe Commissioner of internal Revenne 
respeotluUy oommended to tbe attenUon of Con- 
gresa Since tbe appointment ot the present Com- 
mtasloner the admlntatratlon of tbe offioa has been 
oonstantly improving. The IncreaM of reoeipta for 
the first five months ot the preaant flsoal year In 
sum 01 tl4,46l,8>3 over tbe amonot eoUaetad la tha 
first five moata of toe last fiscal year In eatMChetory 
tesumony to the ebiuty and mtegmy of the fctngaa 
employed m that branoh Of tha pnbUe aervioe. Hw 
amount paid by warraata for eoUecttag tba rnveoaa 
during the flaeal year ending 
June 30, isee, was $«,378,886, and for tha year and- 
but Jane S(L isee, |6,87e,7a8. showing a deereaoa ot 
$1,001,047. The decreoM in the ooM at eoiieotlng 
revenue has not been attended byanylpaaof 
efficiency m tbe Mrvlce. On toe other hand, it la 
believed toat the means for tbe deteetion of smug- 
gung are better than ever before, and that the 
custom Doom tervlca is also constantly Improving. 
It ought to be understood that the oblef means of 
coliectlag tos revenue and enforolng the revtaana 
lawi must be found In the admlutatrauoo of tbe 
■ppraUer’e department. The frauda and loaaesartalng 
from aotual smuggUng are unimportant when 00m- 
pared with the loHea enstamed through Ineompotent 
or dlshoneat examiners and spprataers. Aasumlng 
honest men may be obtained lor thoM impor­ 
tant pomuoDB at the present ealstles, it ta yet true 
toat an incompetent apprataer or examiner nay 
dally subject the government to losses far exoeedlug 
the amount of his salary. Under existing laws oer- 
lain revenue officers and other peraons appearing 
SB loformers are eutlUed to shares in fines, penalties 
and forfeitures. During tbe fiscal year l8ao-« toe 
Treasury Department distributed the sum of $286,073 
to such offlcera and to liUormera In the vartous 
ca3CB aruing under toe customs and revenne lawa 
A large addiUonal som was also paid through toe 
internal revenno office.

On the 1st of n ex t m onth 4oo volunteers from the 
First battalion of M atauzas will leave lor the Al- 
dam a sugar estates, where they wtU be quartered 
to guard the same, staff and headquarters at the 
“Santa Rosa,” which la a magniUcent plautótlou. 
Ttie rising of tlie negroes at (íuemados (Caraimtas), 
which Trius, the Oovernor of Sagua, pretends to 
have discovered, has taken place upon the followmg 
estates, viz.:—San Islilro. belonging to .More A 
AJuria; Lugardlta, to Vattellano; Santa Teresa, to 
CopplPger; Esperanza, to A tenso; San Francisco, to 
tbe uount u ’Reilly; M argarita, to FraucUco Anncn- 
teras; Uapnepo, to Bias Muro, aud the Eco, to 
Stocker, which, H.geiher, contain about 1,700 ne­ 
groes. All the hands, both iFeo and slaves, upon 
th o eight estates roforred lo liave been horribly 
flogged, and afterwards made to give tiieir evlUenco 
at the Santa Teresa. 
Throe of the numtier were 
S h o t, one was flogged on threo different occasions, 
receiving in all 800 lasjjes; and one of the best ne­ 
groes on the place, a vigorous mao, was whipped 
alm ost 
to 
death, 
and amid 
his sufferings, 
wlnlo repeatedly fainting and falimg to the ground 
from sheer weokuess, was made to delaro w hat he 
knew. Another, upon recelvlog the order to lie 
down and subinlt to be tied and receivo punishment, 
tell senseless. Nevertheless he received 1,090 lashes, 
without giving the slightest sign of life. A creole 
negro, Ba8;>ected to be, though not, im plicated In 
tho plot, received l ,-200 lashes. 
The bands of tho estates were collected together 
npon the Esperanza, and there. In tho presence uf 
2,000 negroes, tbe rluglcsdors of tbej conspiracy 
wore flogged m gangs of twenty-one at a tim e—two 
for each victim. At the 
, and in tho punlshmont 
made between free and 


executioners being detailed for each victim. At the 
same place nine were shut, aud in the puulahmon 
Id dieted nodlsitucUon 
slave. 
A cartload of the chastised freedmen arrived at 
Sagna la (Jraude, headquarters of the district, and 
were throw n into Jail, lying with their faces down, 
because their wounds proveutod them from assum- 
iDg any other position. The lu ad ph.rsictan ot the 
C hanty Hospital called there to see them aud de­ 
clared th at It was useless to treat tholr wounds, 
because he was sure that t.iey would all die, aud 
added th at It they were carried to tho hosplial it 
would only bo to soU the wards.

corroborailug my statem ents by tbe lesliniony ot 
wunoascs, and the belief that any narrative 1 luighi 
Indulge lu would be unattenucd with benefit in a 
legal point ol view, X aw ait lor my vindication the 
impartial trial guaranteed to me by the laws ot the 
State. My accuser yyiii then be confronted wiib mo, 
and the forms wisely created for Uio com pletado- 
velopnieut of truth will then be observed, and ihe 
result will then be declared by a Jury of my peers. 
W bile I fully appreciate my iltiiaLiun and regard tne 
luluro with becoming coniorn and solicitude, it may 
bo that time will dem onstrate that the sanctity and 
saiefy-ol more social and moral interests depend on 
the Bucce.ss of uiy dulcnco then Idcniliy or connect 
tliemsciros wlih the m aintenance of the prosocn- 
tioii.” 
The prisoner waa then committed to await the ac­ 
tion <jr 111* Grand Jury, and was removed to the 
Tombs.

The President’s Message is before our 
readers. Marking * new departure in the 
government it is a message of surpassing 
importance. As the first ñdl and deliberate 
exposition of the views of General Grant, 
broadly defining the landmarks of his adminis­ 
tration on our domestic and foreign affairs, we 
think it foreshadows in our great soldier our 
first statesman of his day. It is the message 
of an honest, earnest, clear-headed, practical 
man, fully inspired with the grandeur and 
glorious destiny of tho country; but fully alive 
also to the necessities and precautions sug­ 
gested from the present oonditluna of our 
domestic and foreign relations. 
Uis opening on the abounding prosperity, 
the comprehensive resources and immeasu­ 
rable capabilities of the United States, is a 
magnificent picture, and well calculated to 
inspire universal confidence in the glorious 
future of the “great republic." His specifica­ 
tions and suggestions cover a great number of 
subjects, which in detail it is needless here to 
reproduce. On the leading questions of the 
day, however, his opinions and propositions 
to Congress are of such importance as to chal­ 
lenge our immediate attention. 
First, with regard to Southern reoonslnic- 
tion, while advocating the admission of ’Vir­ 
ginia aud hoping that Mississippi and Texas 
will come out all right, be recommends that 
Georgia be required to say her lesson over 
again, inasmuch as she has not conformed to 
the terms laid down by Congress and the four­ 
teenth amendment. He recommends a bill 
providing for the meeting of the origjnal re­ 
construction State Legislature of 18G8, includ­ 
ing the negro members turned out by a 
majority of the whites of the two houses, and 
that they all be hold to the oaths enjoined in 
the terras of reco'nstruction, Jbo. The bill 
already introduced In the Senate will doubtless 
be passed without unnecessary loss of time, 
and in the interval Georgia may be considered 
an outside State. In this business General 
Grant simply looks to the execution of the 
laws.On the national finances, pleading for the 
funding of the debt at four and a half per cent 
interest, aud a gradual return to specie pay­ 
ments and a steady extinction of the debt, the 
judicious and carefully considered opinions 
of the Message will, wo doubt not, command 
the general approbation of the country. As 
they arc the views, however, of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, to which 
we have devoted a separate article, 
we need not enlarge upon them here. 
It is gratifying to see from the Message that 
of all questions that to which General Grant 
has given the most thoughtful attention, and 
that in which he is most deeply Interested, is 
tho money question and its earliest practicable 
settlement, without disturbance, upon a broad 
and solid foundation. In connection with tho 
funding of the debt he suggests the postpone­ 
ment till next session of any general modifica­ 
tions of the tariff or internal tax laws, except 
a reduction of the tax ou Incomes to three per 
cent—a coucesalon to the taxpayers wblsli we 
expect will be granted. 
On Cuba tho Message is non-committal, 
except in the matter of our international obli­ 
gations, on which it Is very clear. It is pro­ 
bable, however, that on this subject the Presi­ 
dent prefers to leave the initiative to Congress, 
with which department the question of peace 
or war. In all its phases, properly belongs. 
Let Congress act, then, and the President will 
execute the law. 
On the Alabama claims the Message holds 
substantially to the argument of Senator 
Sumner’s great speech ; but in consequence of 
the terrible commotion excited in both coun­ 
tries by that speech, with the indignant rejec­ 
tion by the Senate of the Johnson treaty, nego­ 
tiations have not yet been resumed. Tho 
Pre.ddent is waiting for tho opportunity, which 
he thinks is coming, for a satisfdctory and 
comprehensive sattlcment. 
The Message disapproves tho project of 
Canadian reciprocity as a scheme for tho 
benefit of the Canadians at tho expense of our 
own i>coplc and public treasury, which Is the 
correct view. The Quaker Indian policy, with 
Indian reservations for tlioso unfortunate 
people. Is warmly delcnded; the repeal of the 
Tenure of OHice law is urged, and we suspect 
it will have to bo repealed; the movements 
entered upon for the survey of tho Isthmus of 
Darien, in view of an interocoanic canal, are 
referred to; the repor.s of the several execu­ 
tive dopaitmonts are drawn upon to show their 
operations respectively and llieir condition; 
the raonopo'y of tho French cal»lo Is opposed, 
and all ocean cable monopolies; an increase 
of salaries to certain public servants, including 
Justices of the Supremo Court, is recom­ 
mended, and properly, too, aud finally, while 
relying largely as to their measures of legisla­ 
tion upon the patriotism and wisdom of the 
two houses, the I’resldont promises an adher - 
cnee to the laws and their enforcement. 
To sum up, on o'lr financial affairs the policy 
rcoommendod in the Messajje is good and 
soiiftd; on recon.struction It is ¿ohsis'eul with 
the policy of a uniform application of the 
laws; on our foreign relations it Is carefully 
conservative, perhaps a little too much so on 
tho Cuban rpi 'slion. But from first to la»t 
there Is nothing in the Message, excepling tho 
Tenure of Olllco law, calculated tu diUurb tho 
harmony promised Iwtwoon the President and 
Congress, unless there may be some trouble 
created in the Senate touching the division of 
the spoils. In a word, it is a good business 
Message, and indicates a good administration 
and peace and prosperity to the country under 
President Grant, without panics and with a 
steady reduction of the debt aud a quiet returu 
to specie payments. 


S eeino Motes.—The Rev, Mr. Frothing- 
ham turns us savagely as a pastor may on those 
who accuse him of tampering with the right 
InterestA of society. He says that tho greatest 
enemies of social order arc his assailants, and 
that the tnie crime against society is to “judge 
In advance of justice" the assassin, seducer, Ac. 
Now in this very argument he admits tlie 
whole case against him. He is the one who 
judged ha advance of justice; for by gloss­ 
ing over tho act of Richardson he magnified 
the crime of McFarland. And when one 
“judges In advance of justice” does it make 
Shj difference whether ho is for or against a 
criminal? Is not the evil result the same? 
The simple question is. then, Who began it ? 


The U fo jf 9 f the Seeretan* 
(he Tvee- 
ean*. 
Secretary Boutwell, in hie oommanication 
to Coogrees, takes pride in the large reduction 
of the natipnal debt, the details of which have 
been already given to the publio in the debt 
statement of the let inst. ‘ The feature of this 
portion of the document is the testimony It 
bears to the fidelity with which General Grant 
la assuming the administration of the govern­ 
ment has carried out bis promises in the mat­ 
ter of the revenue aud expenditures of the 
nation. 
During the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1869, the excess of receipts 
over expenditures was in round num­ 
bers flfty millions of dollars, three- 
fourths of which accumulated during the 
first four mouths of his term of office. That is. 
General Grant, in one-third of the year, saved 
three times as much as the previous adminis­ 
tration did in two-thirds of the year. In other 
words, the present administration of the gov­ 
ernment is nine times as efficient as the pre­ 
vious administration. The receipts for the first 
quarter of th« cm-rent fiscal year are already 
over twenty-three millions In exoess of the 
expenditures, and it is estimated that tho 
excess for the three remaining quarters will be 
over seventy millions—making a total saving 
of ninety-three millions for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1870. An estimate for 
1870-71, based upon the continued operation 
of the present laws, promises an excess of one 
hundred and two millions. 
In the matter of a resumption of specie 
payments Secretary Boutwell’s position is wise 
and conservative. Ho points out the condi­ 
tions prerequisite to the restoration of our 
paper currency to a specie standard. In the 
first place he remarks that the ability of the 
country to resume will not be due to any spe­ 
cial leglslaüon upon the subject, but to the 
condition of its industries and to its financial 
i-elatiuns to other countries. 
Wo must so* 
develop these industries that our exports shall 
be substantially equal to our Imports. In the 
next place the difiusion of the currency over 
the South in the progress of Its recuperation 
from the prostration of the war, and to the 
Western Slates and to California, where paper 
is likely to take the place of gold, will tend to 
diminish the difl’erenco between paper and 
ooin. He favors a mild policy of contraction, 
but touches.the subject with an evident desire 
that it may not be done with any risk of com­ 
mercial disaster. He confesses that the exact 
wants of the nation as to the amount of paper 
cnrrency are a problem, the solution of which 
be leaves to be determined when prior and more 
important issues have been settled. He only 
favors contraction because he inclines to 
the belief that tho volume of the cur­ 
rency, with a restoration of specie pay­ 
ments, 
is more 
than 
sufficient 
for 
the business requirements of the country. 
He also deems it unwise to resume while so 
large a portion of the national debt is held 
abroad by European merchants and bankers, 
whose investment in our national securities 
has been speculative and temporary and not 
permanent. Any sudden appreciation in tho 
value of government securities would only 
induce thoir reshipment to securo the profits 
of the rise. On the other hand, a steady pro­ 
gress to specie payments, while rendering the 
foundation of the national credit more stable, 
would tend to render these foreign invest­ 
ments permanent and prevent the danger 
of a panic such as occurred In Europe in 1860, 
when upon the outbreak of the Austro-Prus­ 
sian war there was a general sending home 
of the different national bonds. He desires 
that when the country does resume there shall 
bo no backsliding into suspension. In fine, in 
the language of bis report, the practical ques­ 
tion is not merely the resumption of specie 
payment as a measure by itself, but the pro­ 
blem is to resume under such circumstances 
that the position can be maintained, not only 
ia times of tranquillity, but also in periods of 
excitement and peril. In discussing the 
details which are to assist in paving the way 
for resumption he dwells upon the necessity 
for taking steps to revive and develop 
our commercial marine, and ingeniously 
proves the imporlant part which the 
extent of our shipping intorest.8 play in modi­ 
fying the balance of our foreign trade. The 
voyage of every American vessel is a bill of 
exchange in our favor. 
In funding tho national debt Secretary 
Boutwell thinks it will be necessary to 
deal with the five-twenties only, and with 
$<1,200,000,000 only of tuo whole loan afloat of 
this class. He recommends that tho new bonds 
bo divided into three loans of ^4CK),0(X),000 
each, tho fir.st redeemable in fifteen to 
twenty years, the second In twenty to twenty- 
five years and tlio third in twenty-five to thirty 
years; that the principal and interest be made 
l»ayablo in coin expressly; that the llvo- 
twcatics shall lie received in exchange for 
thorn; that tho rale of interest shall not 
exceed four and ono-Imlf per cent; that the 
interest shall be payable in European cities 
as the subscribers to the loan may elect, and 
finally that the new bonds shall be exempt 
from ail ^axijiion. 
It is doubtful whetlicr 
the last 
condition 
v»"! 
popular sanction, inasmuch as the publjfi 
tendency is to exact an equal distribution of 
tho burden of taxation. In alluding to tho 
evils of the national banking gyatcn» it points 
out the unjust discrimination which those insti­ 
tutions make in lending their funds on pledge 
of stocks In preference to accommodating tho 
raerchanls, tlins fostering speculation at the 
expense of legitimate business, and suggests 
the remedy. The report is otherwise full and 
detailed in recommendations tributary to the 
main features above sketched. 


A CCBAN FmMEU FOB CoNgkbs».—An excel­ 
lent idea of the Cuban Junta is that of laying 
on the desk of every member of Congre.ss a 
miniature map of tho island of Cuba, contain­ 
ing on its margin tho length, breadth, square 
miles and number of acres in the island; its 
exports, imports, population, and so forth. 
With this primer in bis hand every mcmljer 
can “speak by tho book” about Cuba, many of 
whom probably have never stndiod the geog­ 
raphy or resources of the laland. This will 
save time in the discussion of the Important 
question, and may cut many long speechos 
short, as every man will be his own instructor. 
If tills plan of edncation for members of Con­ 
gress were adopted In other cases it would 
save a 
deal of time. It is an excellent 
short cut to knowledge. 


The Obavtev M mxIm Te-DM*. 
The great and protracted exoitement which 
marked the entire charter election campaign 
of 1869 will have its culmination and its close 
to-night. There are many interests and con­ 
siderations involved in the Aldermanlc con­ 
test that have been either overlooked by the 
majority of the oltiaens or else have not 
attracted the amount of attention which they 
deserved. With the change la the political 
supremacy of the city and State, the result of 
the November election, a now era of restored 
power dawns upon the Councilmanic Board. 
This body will again be called upon to act 
in concert with the Mayor la all municipal 
appointments to the heads of such bureaus 
and commissions, the creation of republican 
legislation, as may for another year be per­ 
mitted to stand. But at all events, with the 
chartered rights of the city so long wrejted 
from it restored, the Councilmanic body will 
be once more clothed with its old prerogatives 
as a power in the city government. It must 
be a matter of regret that tho thorough defeat 
of the republican party In the late State elec­ 
tion seems to have been accepted as a e&up 
de grace firom which it could not even rally to 
contest a Bla«rle Aldermanlc ward in the city 
with the slightest prospect of success. Con­ 
sequently tho oltlzoas have but “Hobson’s 
choice" in the election to-day—to take the 
Tammany candidates as they come—a rather 
disagreeable alternative, no doubt, but still 
the only one. 
In the contest for Civil and Police Justices 
there has been a wider field for selection open! 
The Tammany candidates, whether those 
renominated or those nominated for the first 
time for either Civil or Police Justice, possess 
all the necessary qualificatlous for the office. 
The election is not entirely confined to those 
nominees, however, as there are in two or 
three districts independent democratic candi­ 
dates running. In only one, tho Ninth (a new 
district), tho candidate 1s one not seeking 
re-election, but comes for the first time before 
the residents of his district as a candidate for 
the office. Captain Wiley, however, is so 
popular with all classes that he enters with 
perfect confidence Into the struggle, and, with 
an huncst canvass of the votes polled, he has 
no fears for the result to-night. 
The candidates for School Trustees are, as 
in the case of the Aldermanlc candidatos, 
almost all Tammany men. It la, therefore, 
needless now to reiterate onr oft repeated 
warning to the citizens to be up and doing 
in the election so far as the candidacy for 
School Trustoos was concerned. The general 
apathy that prevailed as to party opposition 
in regard to the other offices has had its 
influence here, where even all political feel­ 
ings should have been thrown aside, and 
none but reliable and competent men put 
forward. 
It may be said that the charter election 
for 1869 goes to the winning men by default, 
arising from the supposed uselessness on tha 
part of the republicans and outside organi­ 
zations to contest it, and through apathy on 
the part of the people themselves, who seem, 
for the present at all events, to have confided 
their whole political existence to the bands 
of the Tammiiny leaders. 


The Richardaoa.MoFarland Tragedy-Pablie 
Oploloa. 
Public opinion is sometimes rash, oflen^er- 
cIle.4B, but in the long run it is almost always 
just. In this case it has taken its usual course. 
It was rash; it was somewhat merciless in its 
first outburst; but it is now settling down, and 
as it settles down we feel that It la coming 
nearer and nearer to truth and justice. From 
all quarters and among all ranks and classes 
of the people the sentiment which is loudly and 
emphatically expressed is the same. We are 
forgetting Richardson, ignoring his female 
friend, and wllUngly leaving McFarland in the 
hands of tho law. Our attention Is being more 
and more concentrated on principles, and on 
that class of principles to which mainly this 
crime is to be traced. In public estimation 
this marriage is as much to bo condemned as 
the murder, Mr. Beecher and Mr. Frothlng- 
ham have both been heard In explanation of 
their conduct in the matter; but It is only 
truth to say that their explanations Lavo been 
60 feeble that public opinion is down upon 
them more than ever. It is our confident 
opinion that before this affair ia finally settled 
the Beechers, the Frothinghams, the Greeloys, 
the Calhouns and the rt;st will be heartily 
ashamed of themselves. From the clergymen, 
particularly If they have been deceived, we 
shall expect an open, honest and full confes­ 
sion. We shall not be the laa^ to forgive, but 
for the present wo hold thorn largely to blame. 
It is time that the dangerous “isms” of New 
England were put down. This sad affair may 
tend to open some dark eyes. 


T h e W ork a t H e ll G a te .— Professor 
Malllefert reports fair progress on his portion 
of tho work in clearing the Hell Gate channel.

From the d brls of rock blown up liy four 
hundred discharges of nitro-glycerino It 
appears tliat forty scowloads, containing forty- 
five cubic yards each, have been succossfiilly 
grappled and carried off to be appropriated to 
building docks and piers. This is not a bad 
show for loss than flvo months' work. If the 
other operations progress ia the same ratio 
we need not despair of seoiug Hell Gate clear 
one of these days.

Yesterday the Forty-first Congress mat, 
organized, listened to tbs reading of the Presi- 
dent’s Message, and entered promptly and 
vigorously on the labors of Its second session. 
In the Senate tbs pressure of publio sentiment 
in regard to certain urgent questions of import­ 
ance was indicated by tbs character of ihe 
bills, joint resolutions and petitions wTiloh wero 
offered at this early date. Prominent among 
these were the petition from thirty thousand 
citizens of Philadelphia praying Congress to 
recognize the independence of the republic of 
Cuba and to accord to it the rights of a bel­ 
ligerent Power; the blUs of Mr. Drake and of 
Mr. Sumner with reference to the further defin­ 
ing and regulating the jurisdiction and powers 
of the courts of the United States; the bills of 
Mr. Williams for the improvement of Oregon, 
the establishment of a telegraph line from the 
Columbia river to Great Salt Lake, and tho 
regulation of Chinese immigration; the bill to 
relieve and remove the political disabilltiee of 
certain persons in Alabama; tho joint resolu­ 
tion for the relief of persons engaged in tho 
late rebellion, and, particularly, the bill of 
Mr, Morton to provide for the reconstrucüon 
of the State of Georgia by convening the 
old State Legislature, with the oonditioaa 
that no person shall be admitted to 
membership who is disqualified under the 
fourteenth amendment, or excluded therefrom 
on account of race or color, and then that IT 
the Legislature thus organized shall ratify tho 
fifteenth amendment the State sbalf be ad­ 
mitted to representation to Congress—a bill 
which corresponds so nearly to similar recom­ 
mendations in the President’s Message that 
it very probably will bo passed; the bill 
providing for the execution of the laws against 
the crime of polygamy in the Territory 
of Utah; the bill for establishing an ocean 
mall service between the United States, 
Mexico and Central America, and the resolu­ 
tion requesting the President for information 
about tho presence of Governor William 
McDougall at Pembina in Dacotah Territory, 
and the opposition of the inhabitants of the 
Selkirk soUloment to his assuming tho Gov­ 
ernorship of the Northwest Territory, said 
to have boon lately transferred by tho 
Hudson Bay Company to the Dominion of 
C.uiada. The bill of Mr. eumner in referonco 
to the appallate jurisdiction of the Unite I 
States Supremo Court, in causes or proceed­ 
ings coinmouced by the writ of habeas corpus, 
is manifestly designed to meet such special 
case as that of Ycrger; but the bill proposed 
by Mr. Drake is of a far more sweeping 
character, and ia so generally regarded as a 
direct attempt to break down the judiciary 
that it will doubtless meet with strenuous 
opposition. 
Among the bills and resolutions offered in 
the House of Representatives the most note­ 
worthy were a bill providing for taking the 
ninth census; for fixing the number of the mem­ 
bers of the House and for thoir future 
apportionment among the several States, and 
a joint resolution declaring Virginia enti­ 
tled to representation in Congress. Notice 
was also given of a bill to prevent the appoint­ 
ment of members of Gongroaa to any place 
of trust and profit nnder government. On 
the whole the first day of tho second session 
of the Forty-first Congress was a very busy 
day, and a wide field for work was laid out for 
the legislative plough.

Usually tbe raoet oommonp'.aoe of all aubjecte of 
conversation ta the weather. But somettmej li 
to be a highly interesting topic, especially when, as 
was the case yesterday afternoon, rain, snow, sleet, 
hall, alternately and at times altogether, wind 
above and slush beneath, interfere with every­ 
body’s business, detain oars and npaet all cal­ 
culations 
Of time 
tables by '^starters,’' con- 
duciors 
and 
drivers, bring 
curses both low 
aud 
deep 
to 
tbe 
lips 
of 
liackmen 
and 
many pedestrians, paving many a rod of the road 
to tho “lower regiohs,” aud making the benignant 
heart of Mr. Henry Bergh ache with pains and sor­ 
rows on beholding the poor horses suffering as they 
tried to haul tho heavily loaded cars and carts 
over the ellppery ground and througn ueapa of half 
frosen, slushy mud. On such days even sensible 
men growl while trying to make the best of tbe in- 
whloh nature occasionally inflicts on 
poor hnmsnlty, as if she intended It for a reminder 
that though man has made many of the forces of 
natnrs tributary to hta wUl and uia Intellectual 
power, he ta stUl nnablo to control tho weather. 
But as tbs boars of tbe afternoon wore on and the 
day grew tnto evening the atmospheric anrronnd- 
ings become worse and worse. The weather was no 
longer tho offa podrida of everything disagreeable, 
but It bad settled-lf the term be allowed-lnto a 
regular snow storm, with a heavy nor’woster blow­ 
ing Its “bleak 
the snowy flakes through the air and heaping them 
up in unpleasant proximity lo the railroad track, 
covering tbe ralla and Impeding travel to an extent 
as had not been exporionued for many years past so 
early In the season. 
“A tremendous snow storm,” said one, standing 
on the sidewalk near tbe Ubbald Buuatng while 
waiting for a car. 
“Fearful, sir,” replied a bystander. 
"Umphl” said a third. “Quito unexpected for the 
season.” 
“It’sDecember, sir,” chimed In a fourth; “De­ 
cember, sir. Nothing unusual, sir. Ought to be 
prepared for it, sir. These city railway companies, 
sir; bad management, sir, had 
.” and Just at this 
moment a gigantic snowball, wluch a boy was aim­ 
ing at anotiicr, but, missing his target, had struck 
tbe speaker, sealed hta uioiuli completely. . 
“Wnai a blessing an underground railway would 
be in such weather,” began again the first, and all 
around him exclaimed their assent except the tar­ 
get for the stray snowball. 
“Ugh! These brats I No, sir,” said he, “Under­ 
ground railroads would’nt help it, sir; ugh I”—the 
orat had mud in the snow—“wouldn’t help it, sir; 
not snmctont accommodauon, sir;” and again the 
speaker was interrupted, a hurried iiedestrianpas.dug 
by with Ids umbrella ail spread out and closely to his 
face and against tho wind. It so happened that one 
side of tbe paraplul struck the dissatified grumbler 
in tbe face aud came very near knocking him over. 
He kept hla balance, however, and trod off as 
quickly aa hta legs could bear and the storm would 
allow him, and that was the last seen or bear* of 
him. 
But the remark made of tho desirability of an un- 
dcrgroiina railroad through tho whole longtii of the 
city was repeated by many last evening. The shorta 
comings of the cltv railroad companies wore so ap­ 
parent that they wore freely canvassed. Here ta a 
city in which at least 169.000 people are dependent 
daily lor conveyance homo from toe ulaco of tiiclr 
daily employment on these city cars. But careful only 
of their own pronto ana fearlul of any extraordinary 
expense, those companies not only lessea the num­ 
ber of cars they run just a ta time when more &i6 
needed, but at the first sign of Increasing dimntilUes 
they even stop running altogether. Take the Eighth 
Avenue Company os an example, which, next to the 
Third avenue line, shows tho largest return of ro- 
celpte and the largest pereentage of proUts, It 
stopped running last cvoiiiiig before any of the 
other companies had with.lrawn their cars. Toe 
Fourth avenue cars 
soon 
followed 
suit, tua 
Broadway and Seventh avenue road rai 
only at long intervals, and nually gave It up also. 
The Sixth avenue made a show fbr some hours, but 
It also Bucsumbed. 
Tbe Crosstown a’ld Belt Rail­ 
way cars were very soon nowhere, and only ...„ 
Third avenue line made a partially successful attempt 
to keep Its track open. Large gangs of men were 
stationed at numerous points along the Une wltn 
brooms. Snowploughs wore put to work, drawn by 
steam and horses, aud every avaUable means was 
employed to keep tbe line clear of tho drifting 
snow. 
Under these circumstances It was not unreason­ 
able lor tho people genarully to wish tor some more 
convenient aud reliable mode of communication be­ 
tween the ditrcrcnt portions ot the city. This wish. 
generally concentrated in the hope that the proposed 
underground railroad, through tne centre of Manhat­ 
tan island, might no longer be a more project, but 
may assume the realities of an accoinpli.shod 
tact. Its advantages wore freely canvassed, and it 
was particularly referred to that such a road wmld 
prove Itself removed from the mtluonce of storms, 
and hence available at all times.

LINE OF THE ARMY. 
F or the pnrpoee of mUttory responsibility Bad go ta 
em m ent the dom ain of tha United S iatei is divided 
Into twelve depai iraeuta and three UistriotB, aoc» 
under the com m and of an experienced general ofll- 
cer, who by law 1s invested with all the powers o t 
the com m andlni general of an arm y lu the field, a n d 
1» held responsible for the discipline and m alnto- 
nance of the troops, the oreiorvaUon of good o rder 
so far as the m ilitary authority extend», and for tb » 
care of ail publlo property th at belongs to tho arm y. 
The limita and boundaries of these departm enU ar» 
better described by the map and tabular etatom entE 
herew ith than by any mere, worda I could give. 
In order to prom pt action In case of need and t» 
place similar territory and slmUar Interests under • 
common commander, these departm ents ore agola 
grouped m to four m ilitary divisions, which ore com­ 
m anded by the four generals next In rank to th» 
Coinmandor-ln-Chlef. 
By the organic law of July 28,1888, os modified by 
th at of March 3,1^69, tho regular arm y now consist» 
of five regim ents of artillery, ton of cavalry, iwonty- 
five of Infantry, a battalion of englucera and th® 
cadets of tho Military Acadomv. 
Those are all 
assigned to Hie several doiiartmcnta by regim ents or 
companies, but each division com m audcr con rein, 
force any point wltlnn bis command by transfer- 
ring the troops from one of his Ucparimenta to 
another. 
As a general m ie the artillery ooiUDanies are d is ­ 
tributed In the perm auont forts aloug our seaboard 
irom Eastport, Maine, to tho m outh of tue Rio 
Grande, and from San Diego, California, to Alaska, 
serving on foot. 
One company of each regim ent Is 
m ounted and cimlpped as light artillery; one o f 
thcso com panies B stationed at Washlugton and tb» 
other four at Fort Itlley, Kansas, as a school ol in- 
Btructioii. 
A n o th er company of each regim ent (la 
uU live) is stattuue I at out I’ulut Comfurt, us asuUool 
of lustrucHon lor h eavy ur sea coast aiHliery. 
AÜ the ton rcgmieuw of cavalry are serving lo 
Texas, the ludm u country aud Faclllc Territories, 
with the exception of a siuglo company here la 
\Va»hingtoii, wmch is tue only cavalry east of tho

Two GIANTS EJ THE FIELD.—Cardiff 
is 


certainly fertile in giants, aa two of her tre- 
mendous sons are now contesting the admira- 
'tion of the public. By the Albany papers of 
yesterday we see that the Cardiff giant is on 
exhibition in that town and will remain there 
for several days. By tho HERAI.D of yester- 
day we see that ho is also on exhibition in this 
city and can be seen for a limited period. We 
forbear to distinguish between these giants or 
to decide which is the Rreater of two humbugs. 


Tho President's Message is before our 


readers. 
Marking a -new departure in the 


government it is a message of surpassing 
importance. As tho first full and deliberate 
c.-nnsitioii of the views of General Grant, 
bro.ii . defining the landmarks Of his adminis- 
tration on our domestic and foreign affairs, wo 
think it foreshadows in our great soldier our 
first statesman of his day. It is the message 
of an honest, earnest, clear-headed, practical 
man, 
fully inspired with the grandeur, and 


glorious destiny of the country ; but fully alive 
also to the necessities and precautions sug- 
gested from the present conditions of our 
domestic and foreign relations. 
" " 


His opening on the abounding prosperity, 


the comprehensive resources and immeasu- 
rable capabilities of the United States, is a 
magnificent picture, and well calculated to 
inspire universal confidence in the glorious 
future of the "great republic." His specifica- 
tions and suggestions cover a great number of 
subjects, which in detail it is needless here to 
reproduce. Oa the leading questions of the 
day, however, his opinions and propositions 
to .Congress are of such importance as to chal- 
lenge our immediate attention. 


First, with regard to Southern reconstruc- 


tion, while advocating the admission of Vir- 
ginia and hoping that Mississippi and Texas 
will come out all right, he recommends that 
Georgia be required to say her lessoa over 
again, inasmuch as she has not conformed to 
the terms laid down by Congress and the four- 
teenth amendment. He recommends a bill 
providing for the meeting of the original re- 
construction State Legislature' of 18G8, includ- 
ing the negro members turned out by a 
majority of the whites of the two houses, and 
that they all be held to the oaths enjoined in 
the terms of reconstruction, &c. 
The bill 


already introduced in the Sanate will doubtless 
be passed without unnecessary loss of time, 
and in the interval Georgia may be considered 
an outside Slate. 
In this business General 


Grant simply looks to the execution of the 
laws. 


On the national finances, pleading for the 


funding of the debt at four and a half per cent 
interest, and a gradual return to specie pay- 
ments and a steady extinction of the debt, the 
judicious and carefully considered opinions 
of the Message will, we doubt not, command 
the general approbation of the country. As 
they are the views, 
however, 
of 
the 


Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury, 
to which 


we 
have 
devoted 
a 
separate 
article, 


we need not- enlarge 
upon them here. 


It is gratifying to see from the Message that 
of all questions that to which General Grant 
has given the most thoughtful attention, and 
that in which he is most deeply interested, is 
the money question and its earliest practicable 
settlement, without disturbance, upon a broad 
and solid foundation. In connection with the 
funding of tho debt he suggests the postpone- 
ment till next session of any general modifica- 
tions of the tariff or internal tax laws, except 
a reduction of tho tax on incomes to three per 
cent — a concession to tho taxpayers whioh we 
expect -will be granted. 


On Cuba the Message is non-committal, 


except in the matter of our international obli- 
gations, on which it is very clear. It is pro- 
bable, however, that on this subject tho Presi- 
dent prefers to leave the initiative to Congress, 
with which department the question of peace 
or war, in all its phases, properly belongs. 
Let Congress act, then, and the President will 
execute the law. 


On the Alabama claims the Message holds 


substantially to the argument of Senator 
Sumner's great speech ; but in consequence of 
the terrible commotion excited in both coun- 
tries by 'that speech, with the indignant rejec- 
tion by the Senate of the Johnson treaty, nego- 
tiations have not yet been resumed. The 
President is waiting for the opportunity, which 
he thinks is coming, for a satisfactory and 
comprehensive settlement. 


The Message disapproves the project of 


Canadian reciprocity as a scheme for the 
benefit of the Canadians at the expense of our 
own people and public treasury, which is the 
correct view. The Quaker Indian policy, with 
Indian reservations for those unfortunate 
people, is warmly defended ; the repeal of the 
Tenure of Office law is urged, and we suspect 
it will have to be repealed ; the movements 
entered upon for the survey of the Isthmus of 
Dariea, in view of an interoceanic canal, are 
referred to; the reports of the several execu- 
tive departments are drawn upon to show their 
operations respectively and their condition ; 
the monopoly of the French cable is opposed, 
and all ocean cable monopolies ; an increase 
of salaries to certain public servants, including 
Justices of the Supreme Court, is recom- 
mended, and properly, too, and finally, while 
relying largely as to their measures of legisla- 
tion upon the patriotism and wisdom of the 
two houses, the President promises an adiier - 
ence to the laws and their enforcement. 


To sum up, on our financial affairs the policy 


recommended in the Message is good and 
sound ; on reconstruction it is consistent with 
the policy of a uniform application of the 
laws ; on our foreign relations it is carefully 
conservative, perhaps a little too much so on 
the Cuban question. Bat from first to last 
there is nothing in the Message, excepting the 
Tenure of Office law, calculated to disturb the 
harmony promised between the President and 
Congress, unless there may be some trouble 
created in the Senate touching the division of 
the spoils. In a word, it is a good business 
Message, and indicates a good administration 
and peace and prosperity to the country under 
President Grant, without panics and with a 
steady reduction of the debt and a quiet return 
to specie payments. 


Tho Report of the Secretary of the Trea- 


sury. 


Secretary Bontwell, in his communication 


to Congress, takes pride in the large reduction 
of tho national debt, the 'details of which have 
been already given to the public in the debt 
statement of the 1st inst. The feature of this 
portion of the document is the testimony it 
bears fo the fidelity with which General Grant 
in assuming the adniiuistration-of the govern- 
ment has carried out his promises in the mat- 
ter of the revenue and expanditures of tho 
nation. 
During 
the fiscal year ending 


June 
30, 1869, the excess 
of receipts 


over 
expenditures 
was 
in round num- 


bers 
fifty 
millions 
of 
dollars, 
three- 


fourths of which accumulated during the 
first four months of his term of office. That is, 
General Grant, in one-third of tie year, saved 
three times as much as the previous adminis- 
tration did in two-thirds of the year. In other 
words, the present administration of the gov- 
ernment is nine times as efficient as the pre- 
vious administration. The receipts for the first 
quarter of tho current fiscal yoar are already 
over twenty-three millions in excess of the 
expenditures, and it is estimated that the 
excess for the three remaining quarters will be 
over seventy millions—making a total saving 
of ninety-three millions for tho fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1870. An estimate for 
1870-71, based upon the continued operation 
of the present laws, promises an excess of one 
hundred and two millions. 


In the matter of a resumption of specie 


payments Secretary Boutwell's position is wise 
and conservative. Hs points out the condi- 
tions prerequisite to the restoration of our 
paper currency to a specie standard. r In the 
first place he remarks that the ability of tho 
country to resume will not be due to any spe- 
cial legislation upon the subject, but to the 
coadiiion of its industries and to its financial 
relations to other countries. 
We must so 


develop these industries that our exports shall 
be substantially equal to our imports. 
In the 


next place the diffusion of the currency over 
the South in the progress of its recuperation 
from the prostration of the war, and to the 
Western States and to California, where paper 
is likely to take the place of gold, will lend to 
diminish the difference between paper and 
coin. He favors a mild policy of contraction, 
but touches the subject with an evident desire 
that it may not be done with any risk of com- 
mercial disaster. 
He confesses that the exact 


wants of the nation as to the amount of paper 
currency are a problem, the solution of which 
he leaves to be determined when prior and more 
Important issues have been settled. He only 
favors 
contraction because ho inclines to 


the belief that the volume of the cur- 
rency, with a restoration of specie pay- 
ments, 
is 
more 
than 
sufficient 
for 


the business requirements of the country. 
He also deems it unwise -to resume while so 
large a portion of the national debt is held 
abroad by European merchants and bankers, 
whose Investment in our national securities 
has been speculative and temporary and not 
permanent. Any sudden appreciation in the 
value of government securities would only 
induce their reshipment to secure the profits 
of the rise. On the otner band, a steady pro- 
gress to specie payments, while rendering tho 
foundation of the national credit more stable, 
would tend to render these foreign invest- 
ments permanent and prevent the danger 
of a panic such as occurred in Europe in I860, 
when upon the outbreak of the Austro-Prus- 
sian war there was a general sending home 
of the different national bonds. He desires 
that when the country does resume there shall 
be no backsliding into suspension. In fine, in 
the language of bis report, the practical ques- 
tion is not merely the resumption of specie 
payment as a measure by itself, but the pro- 
blem is to resume under such circumstances 
that the position can. be maintained, not only 
in times of tranquillity, but also in periods of 
excitement and periL In discussing 
the 


details which are to assist in paving the way 
for resumption he dwells upon the necessity 
for taking steps to revive and develop 
our commercial marine, and 
ingeniously 


proves the 
important part 
which 
the 


extent of our shipping interests play in modi- 
fying the balance of our foreign trade. The 
voyage of every American vessel is a bill of 
exchange in our favor. 


In funding tjie national debt Secretary 


Boutwell thinks it will be necessary to 
deal with the five-twenties only, and with 
$1,200,000,000 only of the whole loan afloat of 
this class. He recommends that the newbonds 
be divided into three loans of $400,000,000 
each, the first redeemable in fifteen to 
twenty years, the second in twenty to twenty- 
five years and the third in twenty-five to thirty 
years; that the principal and interest be made 
payable in coin expressly; that the five- 
twenties shall be received in exchange for 
them; that the rate of interest shall not 
exceed four and one-half per cent; that the 
interest shall be payable in European cities 
as the subscribers to the loan may elect, and 
finally ihat the new bonds shall be exempt 
from all -taxation. 
It is doubtful whether 


the 
last 
condition 
will 
meet 
with 


popular sanction, inasmuch as the public 
tendency is to exact an equal distribution of 
the burden of taxation. In alluding to the 
evils of the national banking system it points 
out the unjust discrimination which those insti- 
tutions make in lending their funds on pledge 
of stocks in preference to accommodating the 
merchants, thus fostering speculation af the 
expense of legitimate business, and suggests 
the remedy. The report is otherwise full and 
detailed in recommendations tributary to the 
main features above sketched.

to-night. There are many interests and con 
siderations involved in the Aldermanic con 
test that have been either overlooked by th 
majority of the citizens or else have no 
attracted tho amount of attention which they 
deserved. 
With the change in the politica 


supremacy of the city and State, the result o 
the November election, a new era of restom 
power dawns upon the Councilmanie Board 
This body will again bo called upon to ac 
in concert with the Mayor in all municipa 
appointments to the heads.of such bureaus 
and commissions, the creation of republican 
legislation, as may for another year be per- 
mitted to stand. But at all events, with the 
chartered rights of the city so long wrested 
from it restored, the Councilmanie body will 
be once more clothed with its old prerogatives 
as a power in the city government. It must 
be a matter of regret that tho thorough defeat 
of the republican party in the late State elec- 
tion seems to have been accepted as a eoup 
de grace from which it could not evan rally to 
contest a single Aldermanic ward in the city 
with the slightest prospect of success. Con- 
sequently the citizens have but "Hobson's 
choice" In the election to-day—to take the 
Tammany candidates as they corao—a rather 
disagreeable alternative, no doubt, but still 
the only one. 


In the contest for Civil and Police Justices 


there has been a wider field for selection open. 
The Tammany candidates, whether those 
renominated or those nominated for the first 
time for either Civil or Police Justice, possess 
all the necessary qualifications for the office. 
The election is not entirely confined to those 
nominees, however, as there are in two or 
three districts independent democratic candi- 
dates running. 
In only one, the Ninth (a new 


district), the candidate is one not -seeking 
re-election, but comes for the first time before 
the residents of his district as a candidate for 
the office. 
Captain Wiley, however, is so 


popular with all classes that he enters with 
perfect confidence into the struggle, and, with 
an honest canvass of the votes polled, he has 
no fears for the result to-night. 


The candidates for School Trustees are, as 


in the case of the Aldermaaic candidates, 
almost all Tammany men. It is, therefore, 
needless now to reiterate our oft repeated 
warning to the citizens to be up and doing 
in the election so far as the candidacy for 
School Trustees was concerned. The general 
apathy that prevailed as to party opposition 
in regard to the other offices has had its 
influence here, where even all political feel- 
ings should have been thrown" aside, and 
none but reliable and competent men put 
forward. 


It may be said that tho charter election 


for 1869 goes to the winning men by default, 
arising from the supposed uselessnoss on the

Second Session of the Forty-flrst CongrOEd*

the establishment of a telegraph line from ths 
Columbia river to Groat Salt Lake, and the 
regulation of Chinese immigration; the bill to 
relieve and remove tho political disabilities of 
certain persons in Alabama; the joint resolu- 
tion for the relief of persons engaged in the 
late rebellion, and,' particularly, the bill of 
Mr. Morton lo provide for the reconstruction 
of the State of Georgia by convening the 
old State Legislature, -with the conditions

grapplers since last August on Tray's Reef, 
Shelldrake and Pot rocks, with the following 
results:—When he commenced operations there 
was only a depth of twelve and a half feet of 
water at low tide on Tray's Reef. Now there 
is an average depth of twenty feet. 
On 


Shelldrake rock the channel has been increased 
from a depth of sixteen to twenty-nine feet. 
From the debris of rock blown up by four 
hundred discharges 
of nitro-glycerine 
it 


appears that forty scowloads, containing forty- 
five cubic yards each, have been successfully 
grappled and carried off to be appropriated to 
building docks and piers. This is not a bad 
show for less than five months' work. If the 
other operations progress in the same ratio 
we need not despair of seeing Hell Gate clear 
one of these days. 


A CAVALET GENERAL OH A WHISKEY RAID.— 


There has been no better arranged or moro 
effective movement for enforcing the revenue 
laws than the sudden onslaught on the group 
of illicit stills at Irishtown, in Brooklyn—a 
move that owes its origin and discreet conduct 
to General Pleasanton, now of the revenue 
service and formerly commander of tho cavalry 
in the Army of the Potomac.

-an:a would bosuiilcieuc, but the urmy organization 
jiever did provide 101- detacnmenta aua details. 
•which are inevjlublc from the nature o: ourEcmce— 
tsucii a» for rocrui lau service, fur tae Indian service, 
lor duty at U'ost I'oiat aud civil colleges, for details 
as aides to geueial ollicers, itc. It is lor this reason 
especially, that f ast lor au extra lieutenant, to tue 
companies of cavalry ana mlantry, tho samo as 
already oxlsr, in the artillery. The extra lieutenants 
aoiv allowed by law as reaimeutal adjutants 
ajuarteruuibters and com.inssancd could then ba 
-omitted aud detailed from, the list of first lieuten- 
ants.

This reform can be effected better by adminis- 
tration than by legislation, lor this independence of 
tho staif departments iinds no warrant ia law ex- 
cept in regard to engineer omcers who are bv a 
clause In one of tho Articles of '.Var, made subject 
only to tho oniers of their superiors tu tlieir own 
corps, ami to tha President."

1 heartily concur in these views, and, so far as mr 


nuthoruy goes, w 111 carry them out. It would bo ab- 
surd to hold General Schofleld, or General Angnr, or 
General HancocK responsible for aifalrs m their 
most important departments If they have not the 
absolute command of their troops and of tiro staff 
offlcen who minister to their necessities. If Con- 
5ress will only enact the now Articles of War, all 
urtinl distinction!! Heretofore o.tlauuz will at onco 


cease and all parta of the army will bo put on the 
same honorable looting. 
Tho marked dutiuction made In favor or the offi- 
cers of engineer.! by the sixty-nurd Article of 
War has been the causa of a great deal of mischief;

important branch o. the army, receive.from them the 
usuai roports ot the slate of the national aelences, 
&c., wituout asking it as a special lavor or applyini 
to the President lor iiis permission in each case. 


Some of the otner "reioruis" suggested In this Con 


gressiotial report have already been made. 
The President has. by an executive order, recucetl 
the civilian employes ol the Quartermaster's JUe- 
paruueut iron) 14,872 men to 4,QO<1, and tnese are not 
subject to the personal comiiiiod of the Quarter- 
master General, but are, in fact, teamsters anc 
laborers, hired In the distant Territories under tne 
supervision of the local quartermasters, and under 
the control ol the military department commanders. 
' in liie mantier tae number of ordnance enlisted 
workmen lias been reduced from 1,101 to 745, and to 
department commanders has been given the super- 
vision of ttie recruiting depots in all essential mat- 
ters, except the final assignment of recruits to regi- 
ments, wuicli is controlled here by tha Generai-m 
Coier, who can best judge where the recruits are 
most needed. 
As to the consolidation of tho staff corps and 
departments, aiscussed in this report, f reel disposed 
to concur with General Thomas m his opinion as xiven 
in evidence on page thirteen ofthli "Keport on Army 
Organization," that it would Hardly bo wise to make 
this cuaugeto the extent which the committee sesms 
to favor, ihe Chiel Sisual Officer tnUht be attached 
toths euciueer corps or ta one of ihe staff depart- 
ments, and the forcy post cuapiaias now in ser- 
vice migj.t be assyuea oae to eacli of the rorty regi- 
ments wb.:0h iiow compose the army. I would 
deem it advisable to a.low tae other corps ana 
departments to remain unchanged, except with sued 
limits as to the number aud rant of oillcers as Con- 
gress may adjudge proper. In numbers and ranK they 
do seem disproportioned to the line ot tue army, but, 
this has been tus case lor a number ol years, and 
the experience ol tue war of the rebellion demon- 
strated its wisdom. A stiiir system that nas admit- 
ted aa Increase of the line of the army from ttie 
mere nucleus of 1SSO to a mllliou of men, and the 
reduction back to the present standard without con- 
Insion and wim the most perlect accouutaoility as 
to property i-ud money—ai all times providing for 
the army abuudaun?—is entitled to our resyect. 


1 nave therefore laid before you the annual reports 


of the Heads of all Uie staff corps and departments, 
bat nave noted certain matters In them especially 
ejecting the army itsolr that I now beg leave to 
icr to. 
The Quartermaster General saows that tae dis- 


bursements 01 ms department have lallen $14,500,000 
below t:io.-'e of me pravljus year. This department 
Is more an'ected b, the scattered condition of the 
troops and the peculiar sterile character of the'coun- 
try in winch tacy aie icept than any other. If the 
army could be vuaceuirated anu quartered in tae 
region of supplies the expenses couiu be kept down 
to a comparatively small sum; or if we had, as m 
lormer years, a single line ot irontier a little in ad- 
Tduce 01 the sciticiucnki, the same or similar would 
DS the result: but now, from the nature of tne case, 
our troops are scattered by companies to posts m 
tae most inhospitable parts cf tae Continent, to 
ivliicn every article ot food, lorase. clothing, ammu- 
nition, A-c., must be hauled m waaous hundreds of 
miles at great, cost. For the same reason this de- 
piirttniiut is iieavlly taxed by the cost of fuel anil 
materials for making huts, sometimes at a distance 
of 100 or 200 roues from a place where a growing 
twig as large as a walking Htict can be rouuu. 
\\hue the pay and allowances of a soldier remain 
the same in all parts or the country the cost of his 
maintenance in Texas, Kev .Mexico, Arizona. Ne- 
vada, 'Idaho, Montana autl Alaska ts two aud three 
thaas as great as on tut- Kansas aad Kebraska iron- 
tier, if. morerore, die estimates must be rnaile to 
approximate tho.-e of tne ante-war period, we may 
oe forced to withdraw our troops from all or a large 
lart of tne Territories naiaeu. 
I have personal 
cnowlertse that tne huts m which our troops are 
forced to live are m some places Inferior to what 
horses usually have m this city. JSearly all of these 
josts arc temporary iu tneir nature a^d character; 
out as tlm-j progresses and roads become established, 
we can choose me real strategic points, and at these 
we should have good quarters for troops, and I hope 
,he secretary will a'iK a irbcral appropriation, auu- 
cut to his control, lor the erection of tlie necessary 
uarracKs. 
la icference to the report of the Commissary 
General, General liatou, it is proper that I should 
say that the army lias tjcen well eujipliea with good 


iiiy lood, ami at all the posts are Kept supples of 
cics not embraced m me ritioa, lor sals to tho 
companies ana tut1 oillcora' lamincs at a price buiil- 
oieii^ to reimburse 1 He department. Ttus ouviatua 
the necessity lor sutlers, which, are now prohibited 
by law, except as mere traders, having no lien what- 
cveroutho soldier's pay. 
Th2 officers of the Sub- 
sistence Departmenc are at depots, and cue actual 
hsiics to Ilia troops are made by Hue olllcera, styled 
acting commissaries of subsistence, who- receive an 
extra compensation of twenty dollars a monta, less 
the value ol a ninou. (Sac section two, act of Con-

hereinucfore referred to, aud that tho oillcers acting 
as quartermasters ana commissaries of posts re- 
ceive ten dollars a cioiitu where there are two com- 
panies or less, mid twenty dollars a month where the 
gainsonis more than two companies. 


Tho Engineer Department has charge of tne con- 
struction of the permanent forts, the improve meut 
ol rivers, harbors, ana various other duties imposed 
by special laws, KO much as refers to the forts con- 
cerns the army that must live m them aad flgu; 
them, aud therefore fails within my official province. 
All else not directly airectlng the army is none of 
my business. 


General Humphreys elves In great detail the con- 


dition ol the various forts with whose construction, 
ai'cratlon and repair his department has been en- 
gaged. Keany all Uie seacoasi forts were planned 
at a time when the eiglit-mch gun was the Heaviest 
ailoai, and before riueu guns came into use. Now, 
however, that ordnance of the lliteen and twenty- 
inch calibres, tnrowmg a shot over 1,000 pounds m 
weight, with a velocity of 1,500 feet per second, nave 
come into general use, the problem or resistance is 
entirely ciuugeu. It is believed tuat casemate forts, 
no matter how reintoiced with. Iron, are not able to 
resist these shof, and changes must be made to meet 
tma change of facts. The engineer officers have 
carefully studied this subject and have made many 
luoat vjuuabie experiments; and, in connection with 
tho ottlcers of ordnance and artillery, they should 
continue taese experiments. The Board of Engi- 
neers in New Yorlc nas laid down Uve general propo- 
sitions for application to all uicdilications at me sea- 
coast fOits, whics 1 heartily approve, viz.:—

Taking tha new "Port VTintlvrou" in Boston liar- 


boi- as u sample, I am sati^lieii tuat tneia proposi- 
tions fuiai all ihe conditions oi tiie problem. Xo 
foreign army mil be likely to attorn utu Uuiimg oa 
o;ir coast, aud all that a hostile neet can at- 
tempt will be to run by the foils nud lay tho 
CHICS under contribution. On firm land we can han- 
dle guns of heavier calibre and with more accuracy 
of ai7iithau any enemy can hlsailO.it; anu in my 
judgment uo armored ship as yet built caa long exist 
w:tmn the range of our twenty-inch guns, or even 
of the fliteen-mca guns, if skilfully handled. I there- 
fore recoiaiuectl mat tae forts covering tiio cities of 
Portland, Boston, New VorE, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, J>ew Orleans ana San Francisco, should be 
pushed to completion as soon as practicable, all 
other points might be neglected for tne present. 


Heretofore iu tne coustruction of our eea coast

enough lor the storiiza of powder aud pro- 
visions. In time of war soldiers can and will 
endure anything, but In time of peace they should 
not bo doomrd to cne damp, coid, prison.UKe case- 
mate. The quarters for tne garrison of a fort axe as 
much a part of tae fort as the embrasures for tha 
guns, aud snould be built by tue Engineer Depart. 
meut, permanent when the sue will permit, or tem- 
porary, to bo destroyed when tae occasion arises. 
These quarters should ba constructed In advance of 
the completion of the fort when needed, and paiU ' 
for out of tne appropriations for the Engineer de- 
partment, instead of the quartermaster's funds. Tne 
former are usually liberal, whereas the latter are 
always taxed beyond thsir means by the unforeseen, 
demand or the inland forts ana military stations, 
which present stronger claims for immediate assist 
ance. 


TBO report of Oeneral Dyer, Chief of Ordnance, 
contains much that is ol^tlie greatest interest to the 
army. All our troops are now supplied witn breech- 
loudmg small arms of the ba»;c kind, fully equal to 
any lu use by foreign armies. Yet, as inventions 
aud so-called improvements are all the time being 
pressed bv inventors, I have committed to a board 
of experienced and practical officers In St. Louis, 
with General Scllollela at Its head, the task of mat 
mg a practical test of all small arms and ammuni- 
tion that may be submitted prior to March, l asTO 


In Held guns the experience of our lato war da- 
monstrates that we have In the Napoleon twelva- 
pounder smooth-bore, and in the three-inci ord- 
nance rifled gun, all tuat is to be deslrea lu tnis line 
In the matter of heavy scacoast ordnance there Is 
a wider range of opinion that I do not propose to 
discuss in tins paper further than to say that I »ra 
convinced that for our seacoast forts we should nao 
the ten-inch, lUMen-iuQU ana twentj-luca 


bore cast Iron guns for tho great mass of flro, 
mortars of tho game calibre aud using the sain 
Identical shot. The ten-iucli gun has been thorough! 
tested, the Ilfteeu-iiich partially, aud experiments 
are b-injt made wita the twcuty-lnctt gun, of vvhici 
we have only two in use. Each fore slioull bo sui 
plied with a few very accurate Ions: range rilled gun 
of as heavy a calibre as can tte used with reasonabl 
safety. Of these a great variety are being pressei 
on tae attention of tue department, aifd I recoia 
ineud tuat furtiier experiments bo authorized uuti 
tho best model is recured. 
I isoncur with General Dyer perfectly In his recom 


meudaiions that the small and surplus arseuaia a 
Koine, K. Y.;CUauiplaiu. VI.; Mount Vernon. Ala 
Apalachioola, Fla., aud Fayetteville, N. 0., bo sole 
as well as the captured establishments at fchreve 
port, La.; Marshall aud Jefl'ersou,' • Texas, aud in 
ilarioa and Davis counties, Texas. Other small ar 
senals might in due course of time be sold, until w 
have, at central points, but a few great arsenals am 
depots of powder, and these should be of the mos 
perfect kind on the most extensive scale. Our rail 
roads can rapidly transfer from these arsenals tin 
requisite stores at the times and to the places neeaei 
on short notice. 
In conclusion I will invite the attention of the pro- 
per authorities to the earnest recommendation o 
General Thomas, made in his report, and repeatsc 
to me personally, that the seal Islands of AlasKa, St. 
Paul and St. George be sold, alter due advertise 
ment, to the Highest bidder. From the nature of the 
fur seal either of these Islands, neld by a single 
owner, will be a most valuable property; but ii 
thrown open to the world they will soon becom 
valueless, because the seals will not resort to thosi. 
Islands irthey are bunted and Killed without due re 
gard to ttieir Habits. 


General Thomas informed me that there were par 
ties In Man Francisco ready to bid for liiem severe 
millions of doiiars, whica would go far toward m 
demuuymg the government for «n etherise pool 
and costly country.

THAT CAKBUT'fclANT. 


Tlie Bo-indlcss West Claims Him—Ho Comes 


from an Iowa Gypsum Qnarrj-—"aiyst 
rions Ciianges" at Fort Dodge, Iowa. 


FOKT DOUSE, Iowa, Dec. 1,1889, 


The citizens of this place believe that the giant, 


said to be found in Ononaagna county, N. Y., aud 
hundreds of years old, was made from an Immense 
block or gypsum, eleven to twelve feet long, four to 
five feet wide and two to three feet thick, tafcen from 
here a year ago last June or July, for the following 
reasons:—First, the gypsum is of that peculiar klnc 
which is a marked characteristic of oar gypsum', 
as shown in the analysis of' Dr. 
, given 


in the newspapers; second, the unexplained ana 
mysterious character of the doinsrs ana objects of 
tae "party" when here, and who obtained and toot 
away the "great blocE of gypsum;" taird, that after 
gypsum, had laid in the water three months, beln; 
a very great absorbent of water, you or a geologist 
could not tell whether It had been there three years 
or 300 years; fourth, being familiar with cypsum 
manifestations and peculiarities, they Know, from 
their familiarity wita gypsum, that the gypsum, 
quarries, in tiie vicinity wiiere the giant was sup- 
posed to be found, did not furnish the gypsum 
blocfc for making it, because its quality 13 (afferent, 
and those quarries could not furnish a block large 
enongh. 


I will give you an outline sketch of tue "party 


that obtained the "great block of gypsum" and 
shipped it irom here, via Montana, by railroad, to 
Chicago and Sew Tors "city" (?), In July of last 
year. 


Early in the spring or 1803 two men (the larjer 


one passed tv the name of Hull) came to Fort Dodge 
claiming tn be anxious to get into the -gypsum busi- 
ness," and that they desired to obtain a very large 
block of it, take it to Kew Tort, net ap a stock com- 
pany and "make a good thing of it." Shortly after 
their arrival came rather a siylish man and wife, 
who boarded in a private family. The man soon Be- 
came intimate with the men of whom I have been 
speaking. He passed by the name of Glass. He 
came from Syracuse, N. Y., aud Is believed by the 
people or this town to be the artist who made the 
"giant" out 
of 
tne 
big block. 
Tho move- 


ments 
or strangers, especially peculiar, 
are 


watched oy the oauK officers to guard against 
bank robbers; hence the movements or the party 
were closely scanned. After looking around much 
they Uuully bought one acre of gypsum quarry, pay- 
ng for it $100, nominally to outam specimens to 
show the public what extraordinary line gypsum 
Fort BodEe produced, then get up a stock company 
and "go for them" in Kew York. The block when 
they started Irom here with it for Boone, to take tne 
railroad to Chicago, welshed nearly or quite eight 
ions. It tooic mom about a month to iret it to 
Jiooue, lorty miles from here, on account or iuc roada 
and the heavy weight of the block. From Ihe tuae 
it lelt Montana by railroad until now we have 
been looking in the papers to see what became of 
our "big block 01 gypsum. We think we "smell 
something" iu the "wonderful stone giant." 


Tho city of Fort Dodge is situated ou the east bank 
of the IJea Moines river, Webster county, Iowa, ami 
has about 3,ouo inhabitants. The jJubuque and 
Sioux Uily Kailroaa runs through the city, the Des 
Motiies Valler Railroad la complete to within six- 
teen miles of here, and Is belug pushed on. A rail- 
road from Fort Dodge to the lumber regions of Min- 
nesota )s being actively canvassed. 
About £100,000 
stock was subscribed at one rneotinjf of the citizens, 
called lor the pirl\ose of tailuuif ^jver the question. 
I'hey in Minnesota wunt our coal, wulch is inex- 
haustible, aud of the beat quality of bituminous 
loal. which we can deliver at the 
railroad 
at throe dollars per ton,.ami pay us; it coats them, 
now eighteen dollars per ton; while lumber with 
,hem Is only worth from, twelve to thirteen dollars 
jer thousand, it is worth thirty-live dollars per thou- 
sand here.

The epeoulatlve feeling at tho beginning of busi-

ITiW intelligence was succeeded by tha heavy snow- 
storm here, and manyol the chief operators left the 
street and went home, so that the subsequent publi- 
cation of the leaor of tne Message and reports fell 
upon a thin market The announcement of the 
President's position on the question of resumption 
turned the speculative feeling tn the Gold Koom, 
though for what reason It is difficult to conjecture, 
as his plan of a gradual approach to specie payments 
is exactly the policy which tne gold "bulls" would 
nave him pursue.

been granted much wisdom, and upon whom 
had been conferred mucn honor: but those lips, wise 
in council and eloquent m utterance, had been sealed 
"in death, and the place which Knew the lamented 
statesman would Know him no more forever. 
He 


expressed the hope lhat the absence thus occasioned 
might be u perpetual reminder to the brother Sena- 
tors of the deceased, who knew him so well, of their 
own mortality.

In any caso now pending or hereafter brought be- 
fore it to atllria auv order, Judgment or decree of 
any Inferior United Slates court or of any.Stato 
court which shall appear to have becu based upon 
any such adjudging or holainir, but every uuch 
order, judgment or decree shall for that cause be re- 
versed, vacated and. annulled. 
Mr. DIIAKE said the bill was the result of a pro- 
tracted investigation ou his part, of a irrave consti- 
tutional qwestiou, and he desired, oetore the bill 
went to a cumuiii tee, w address tho Senato in sup- 
port 01 it.

a telejiraph liue from Columbia river to Great Salt 
Lake. He also-presented a bill to regulate the lin- 
miirration of Chinese into the United States, it pro- 
vides that any contract or agreement to procure or 
aid the importation or Immigration of Chinese into 
tlie United States shall be null and void, and makes 
the entering into such a contract a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a line of not less than $500 and im- 
prisonment not less than six months, or both, at the 
discretion of the court. Contracts on belialf any 
vessel to transport Chinese into me United States, If 
made with any persons other than those to be trans- 
ported, are also declared null and are punishable as 
above. The act is not to be construed, however, to 
deny Chinamen, rree from any contract or obliga- 
tion or services, tne right of voluntary immigration 
Into the United States.

Aa I nave not seen m your paper any account of 
tho lallin^ of two uietcurs in tlus village l wnte to 
tell you tiiat sat.li !a the iACt* Ou Satmday, Novem- 
ber o, two muteors wcie sei,ii to fall perpendicularly 
iroai the sKv alniosL at the same time, wituin a lew 
miuules of seven o'oloct, and about a mile dibtant 
from e<i<,u otiier. The lirst «eeu by six or sev en per- 
Bous.at least (uo doubt tue same as seen by your cor- 
re'-pondent, at Eight lere), fell near BiacUieid chapel, 
and about sixty jards to tue icft or a man willing 
uion^ the road towards that building This all 
describe as being most magnificent and vary- 
in£ in color, leaving a lone tram of spares 
behind, wmch were visible nearly ten minutes, 
alter wiiioii, lor mil half an hour, a luminous vapor 
or cloud was seen assuming various shapes, cres- 
cent, smnona, &o. (as seen irorn dinereui piaocaj, 
and beina geutiy carnta along to tna westward by 
the wind. It burst wlien near to the ground and a 
mass of name shot out from it (the mail says he 
should thmK two yards wide), but na heard 
no report.

Bous.at least (uo doubt tue same as seen by your cor- 
re'-pondent, at Eight lere), fell near BiacUieid chapel, 
and about sixty jards to tue icft or a man willing 
uion^ the road towards that building This all 
describe as being most magnificent and vary- 
in£ in color, leaving a lone tram of spares 
behind, wmch were visible nearly ten minutes, 
alter wiiioii, lor mil half an hour, a luminous vapor 
or cloud was seen assuming various shapes, cres- 
cent, smnona, &o. (as seen irorn dinereui piaocaj, 
and beina geutiy carnta along to tna westward by 
the wind. It burst wlien near to the ground and a 
mass of name shot out from it (the mail says he 
should thmK two yards wide), but na heard 
no report.

Emerging from a rebellion of gigantic magnitude, 


aided as It was by the sympathy aad assistance or 
nations with which we were at peace, eleven States 
of the Union, were four years ago left without legal 
State government; a national debt had been con- 
tracted, American commerce was almost driven 
from the seas; the industry of one half of tlie coun- 
try bad been taken from the control of the capitalist 
and placed where all labor rightfully belongs, in the 
keeping of tne laborer. The wort of restoring State 
governments lojal to tne Union, or protecting and 
fostering rrcc labor, and providing means for 
paying tho interest on the public debt, bag 
received ample attention from Congress. Although 
your efforts have not met with ,the 
success 


la ail particulars tnat might have been Qesired, 
yet, 
on the whole, they 
have 
been 
more 


successful than could have been reasonably antici- 
pated. Seven States which passed ordinances or 
secession have been fully restored to their places in 
the Union, the eighth (Georgia) held an election, at 
•which sue ralillcd Her constitution, republican m 
form, elected a Governor, members of Congress, a 
State Legislature and all other officers required. Tlie 
Governor was duly installed and the Legislature met 
and performed all the acls tuen required of them by 
the reconstruction acts of Congress. Subsequently, 
however, in violation ol the constitution wnicn they 
Bad just 
ratided, 
as since decided by tue 


Supreme Court of 
the State, 
they unseated 


the colored members ol the Legislature and admitted 
to seats some members who are di squafifled by the 
third clause of the fourteenth, amendment to the con- 
stitution—an article which they themselves bad con- 
tributed to ratify. 
Under these circumstances I 


would submit to vou whether it would not be wise, 
•without delay, to enact a law authorizing the Gov- 
ernor of Georgia to convene the mcmbcra originally 
elected to the Legislature, requiring eaca member to 
take the oath, by the reconstruction acts, and none 
to be admitted who are Ineligible under tue third 
clause of the fourteenth amendment. 


Tns freedmen, under the protection which they 


Have receives, are mating rapid progress in learn- 
ing, and no complaints are Heard ot lack of industry 
on their part when they received fair remuneration 
lor their labor. 


The means provided for paying the Interest on the 


public debt, with all other expenses of the govern- 
ment, are more than ample. 


The loss of our commerce la the only result of the 


late rebellion which has not received sufficient at- 
tention from you. To this subject I call your earnest 
attention. I will not now suggest plaus by which 
this object may be effected, but will, if necessary, 
make it the subject cf a special message during the 
eession of Congress.

At the March term Congress by jout resolution 


authorized the Executive 'to order elections in the 
States of Virginia, Mississippi and Texas, to submit

voted 
upon, at 
tne 
discretion 
of 


the Executive. Under this authority elections 
•were called. In Virginia the election took place on 
the Oth of July, 1369; the Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor elected have been installed; tne Legisla- 
ture met and aid all required by this resolution and 
.t>y all tne reconstruction acts of Congress, and ab- 
stained from all doubtful authority; I recommend 
that her Senators and Representatives be admitted 
to their Beats in Congress, and that the State 
be fnlly restored to Its place ia the family of 
States. Elections were called In Mississippi and 
Texas, to commence on the 30th of November, 1SG9, 
and to last two days m Mississippi and four days lu 
Texas. Tlie elections have taken place, but the re- 
soil Is not Known. It is to be hoped that the acts of 
the Legislatures of these states, when they meet, 
trill be sucu as to receive your approval and thus 
close the wort of reconstruction. 


THE CURRENCY. 


Among the evils growing out of the rebellion and 


not yet referred to is that of an irredeemable cur- 
rency. It Is an evil which I hope will receive yoar 
most earnest attention. It Is a duty and one of tne 
Highest duties of government to secure to the citi- 
zens a medium of exchange or axed, unvarying 
value. This Implies a return to a specie basis, ana 
no substitute lor It can lie devised. It should be 
commenced now and readied at tho earliest prac- 
ticable moment consistent with a fair regard to the 
jnterests of the debtor Tilass. Immediate resump- 
tion, if practicable, 
would not be desirable. 


It would

bankruptcy and ruin to thousands. Fluctuation, 
•nowever. In ttie paper value of the measure ot all 
values, gold, is detrimental to the Interests ot trade. 
It makes the man of business an involuntary gam- 
bler, for in all sales where future payment is to be 
made both parties speculate as to what will be tho 
value of the currency to be paid and received. I 
earnestly recommend to you, then, such legislation 
•s will Insure a gradual reuirn to specie payments 
and out an immediate stop to fluctuations in the 
Value of currency.

again for gold. The vast resources ot the nation, 
Doth developed an! undeveloped, ought to nr '?e our 
credit the best on earth. Witli a less burden of tax- 
ation than tlie citizen has endured for six years past 
the entire public debt could be paid in ten years; but 
it is not desirable that the people should be taxed to 
pay it in that time. Year by year the ability to pay 
it increases in a rapid ratio; but the burden of inter- 
est ought to be reduced as rapidly as can be done 
without tne violation of contract. The public debt 
la represented in great part by bonfls, having from 
five to twenty and from ten to forty years to run, 
bearing Interest at tne rate of six per cens and flve 
per cent respectively. 
It is optional with the 


government to pav these bonds at any period after 
the expiration of the last time mentioned upon their 
face. The time has already expired when a great 
part of them may be taken up, aud is rapidly ap- 
proacUlng when all may DC. It is believed that all 
which are now due may be replaced by bonds bear- 
ing a rate of interest not exceeding four and one- 
half per cent, and as rapidly as the remainder be- 
come due that they may be replaced in the same 
way. To accomplish this it may be necessary to 
authorize the interest to be paid at either of the 
three or ronr of the money centres of Europe, or by 
any Assistant Treasurer of the United Btatea, at the 
option of tne holder of the bond. I suggest this 
subject 
for 
the 
consideration 
of 
Congress, 
aud also simultaneously with this the propri- 
ety of redeeium g our currency, as before suggested, 
at its market value at the time the law goes into 
effect, increasing the rate at which currency will be 
bought or sold irom day to day or week to week, at 
the same rate of interest as government pays upon 
its bonds. 


TARIFF AND 3BVENOJE. 
The subject ef tariff and internal taxation will 
necessarily receive your attention. The revenues of 
the country are greater than the requirements, and 
may with saiety be reduced; but as the f nndingjof 
the debt m a four or a lour and a naif per cent loan 
would reduce the annual current expenses largeiy, 
thus, after funding, justifying a greater reduction 
01 taxation man would now be expedient, 1 suggest 
the postponement of this question until the next 
meeting of Congress. It may be advisable to modify 
taxation and tariff in instances where unjust 
or ourdensome discriminations are made by the 
present laws regulating tills subject. I recommend 
the postponement or this matter lor the present. I 
also suggest the renewal of the tax on incomes, but 
at a reduced rale, say of three per cent, aud this tax 
to expire in three years. 
ffitn tue tundmg of the national debt, as here 
suggested,! feel sate in saying taat taxes and the rev- 
enue from imports may be reduced safely irom sixty 
to eighty millions per annum at once and jnay be still 
further reduced irom year to year as the resources 
of the country are developed. The report ol tne 
Secretary of tne Treasury shows the receipts of the 
government for the fiscal year eadmg June 80,1869, 
to be $370,943,717, aud the expenditures, including 
interest, bounties. &c., to be $321,490,597. The esti- 
mates lor the ensuing year are more favorable to the 
government, and will no doubt show a much larger 
decrease of the public debt. 
The receipts in the Treasury beyond expenditures 
have exceeded the amount necessary to place to the 
credit of the sinking fund, as provided by law. To 
lock up the surplus in the Treasury and withhold i* 
froai circulation would lead to such a contraction of 
the currency as to cripple trade and seriously affect 
the prosperity of the country. Under these circum- 
stances the Secretary of the Treasury aad mysslf 
heartily concurred in the propriety of usmg all the 
surplus currency in the Treasury in the purchase of 
government bonds, thus reducing the interest-bear- 
ing debt of the country and of submitting to Con- 
gress the question of the disposition to be made of 
the bonds so purchased. The bonds now held by the 
Treasury amount to about $75.oat»,OUO, including those 
belonging to the sin king fund, and I recommend that 
the whole be placed to the credit ol the sinking fund. 


Your attention is respecttully invited to the recom- 
mendations of the Secretary of the Treasury for the 
creation of the office or Commissioner of Customs 
Keveaue, for the Increase of salary to certain classes 
of officials and the substitution oi increased national 
bank circulation to replace the outstanding three 
per cent certificates, and most especially to bis re- 
commendation lor tho repeal oflaws allowing shares 
of fines, penalties, f oneitares, &c., to officers of the 
government or to informers. 
The olllce of Commissioner of Internal Revenue is 
one of the most arduous ana responsible under the 
government. It falls but little, if any, short of a 
Cabinet position in its importance and responsibili- 
ties. 1 would ask for it, therefore, such legislation 
as in your judgment will place the olllce on a foot 
lug ol digmtf commensurate with its importance 
and with tlie character aud qualifications of the class. ; 
ol men required to nil it prgperly. 


Tlifi WAR Is SVBA. 


AB tlie Umtcd States la the freest of all nations, so, 
too, the people sympathize with all peopled snug- 
gling lor liljurEr and self-government. Jjuc while so 
sympathizing it is due to oar honor that we should 
so abstain from, eutorcmg our views upon unwilling 
nations aud Irom taking an interested part without, 
invitation. lu the quarrels between different nations 
or between governments and their subjects our 
course should alwava be In conformity with strict 
justice and law, international anil local. Such nas 
been tlie policy ol tue administration lu deal- 
ing with these questions. 
For 
more 
than. 
u year a valuable province or Spain and 
a near neighbor of ours, in whum all our people 
cannot but 
feel 
a 
deep Interest, lias been 
struggling for independence and ireedoui. The peo- 
ple and government of the L'uilOd States entertain 
tne same warm lee'.mga and sympathies for the 
people of Cuba In tncir pending struggle that they 
jjiaullesieri throughout the previous struggles be- 
tween Spain aud nor former colonies in benair of the 
latter. 
But the contest nus at no time assumed tue 
conditions which amount to a, war in the sense of in- 
ternational law, or which wonld show the existence 
of a dejaclo political organization of tue insurgents 
sufficient to justily a recognition of belligerency. 
Tho principle ,is maintained, however, that 
cnis nation la Its own judge when to ac- 
cord the rights of belligerency, either 10 a people 
struggling to tree themselves iroui a govern- 
ment tiiey believe to be oppressive, or to Independent 
nations at war wltti each other. The United States 
have no disposition to interfere with the existing 
relations of Spam to her colonial possessions on this 
Continent. They believe that in due time Spain and 
ottiur European f owers will find it to their intersst 
to terminate those relations and establish their pre- 
sent dependencies as independent rowers—members 
ol the lamily of nations. Ths dependencies are no 
longer regarded as subject to transfer from one Eu- 
ropean Power to another. When the present rela- 
tion of colonies ceases they are to become indepen- 
dent rowers, exercising the right of choice and ot 
sell-control. In the determination of their future 
condition and 
relations 
with 
other Powers 
the United states, m order to put a stop to 
bloodshed m Cuba, ana in tne interest ora neighbor- 
ing people, prooosed their good offices to bring tho 
existing contest to a termination. The offer not 
being accepted by Spain ou a basis which we r>e- 
lieved coulu be received by Cuba, was withdrawn. 
It is hoped that the good offices ot the United States 
may yet prove advantageous for the settlement of 
this unhappy strife. Meanwhile a number of Illegal 
expeditions against Cuba have been broken up. It 
has been the endeavor of the administration to exe- 
cute the neutrality laws in good laith, 110 matter bow 
unpleasant the task, made so by the suffering we 
have endured irom lack or liKe good faith towards 
us by other nations- 


On the 26tli of March last tlie United. States 
schooner Lizzie Major was arrested on the high eeas 
by a Spanish irigate and two passengers were taken 
from It and carried as prisoners to Cuba. Represen- 
tations of these facts were made to the Spanish gov- 
ernment as soon as snfllcient Information of them 
reached Washington. Tne two passengers were set 
at liuerty, and the Spanish government assured the 
United States that the captain of the ingate, in 
making the capture, had acted-wltliout law; that he 
had buen reprimanded for the irregularity of his con- 
duct, and thac the Spanish authorities m Cuba would 
not sanction any act that could violate the rights 
or treat with disrespect the sovereignty of this nation. 
The question of the seizure of tue brig Mary Loweil 
at oue of the Bahama Islands by Spanish authori- 
ties is now the subject- of correspondence between 
this government and those of Spain and Great 
Britain. Tlie Captain General of Cuba, about May 
last, issued a proclamation authorizing search to bo 
made of vessels on the high seas. Immediate re- 
monstrance was made against this, whereupon the 
Captain Ceucral issued anew proclamation limiting 
the rigut of search to vessels of the United States, 
iofar as authorized under the troaty ot 1795. This 
proclamation, 
however, was Immediately with- 
drawn. 
isTnucs QI-' DAIMSX CAXAL AND OTHER MATTERS. 
1 nave always felt that the most intimate relations 
should be cultivated between the republic of the 
United states and all independent nations on Una 
Continent. It may be well worth considering 
whether new treaties between tue United states and 
them may not bs profitably entered into 10 secure 
mpre intimate relations, Irleudly, commercial and 


" otherwise. 


The subject of an Interoceanic canal, to connect 
the Atlantic and 1'aclfic oceans through, the Isthmus 
of Danen, is one in which, commerce is greatly in- 
terested, instructions have been given to our Min- 
ister to the republic of the United States of Colombia 
to endeavor to obtain authority for a survey by tne 
government in order, to cetsrmme tne practlbillty 
of such an undertaking and a charter for tne right 
ot way to build, by private enterprise, sucH a work 
if the survey proves to be practicable. 
In order to comply with tho agreement of the 


United States as to u mixed commission at Lima lor 
tne adjustment of claims it became necessary to send 
acommissioner aad a secretary to Lima iu August 
last. No appropriation having beeu made uyitou" 
greas for this purpose it 13 now asK*d that one be 
made covering tuo past aud future expenses of the 
commission. 
Tne good offices of the TJnlted States to bring 
about a peace between Spam and the south Ameri- 
can lepuolics with which she la at. war having beeu 
accepted by Spain, Peru aud Chile, a congress has 
been invited to be held In Washington during the 
present winter. 


A grant has been stven to Europeans of an ex- 
clusive right of transit over tue Territory of Nicara- 
gua, to which Costa Rica has given its assent, which, 
It Is alleged, conflicts with vested rights of citizens 
oi the United Scato's. The Department of State has 
now this subject under consideration. 


THE SPANISH GUNBOATS. 


The Minister ot Peru having made representations 


ttiut there was a state of war between 1'eru aud 
Sp im, and that Spam was constructing m and near 
Now YorK thirty guuboals which imunt, bo used by 
Spam in such a way as to relievo the naval force 
ai Cuba so as to operate against 1'eru, orders were 
elvau to prevent choir departure. No further stops 
liaviug been taken by me representative ot tho 
Peruvian gororamoat to prevent tuo departure or 


these vessel's, and 1 not feeling authorized to detain 
the property ot a nation with wmcii we are at peace 
ou a mere Executive order, the matter has beeu re- 
ferred to the conns to decide. 
The couduct-ot the war between the allies and (no 
republic of Paraguay has made the intercourse with 
tual country so difficult that it has boon deemed ad- 
visable to withdraw our representative from there. 


Ot'B CLAIMS AUAINST GI'.EAI' BBITAIS. 
Towards me close of the last administration a con- 
vention was signed at London for the settlement of 
all outstanding claims between Great lintain and 
the United States, wuicn failed to receive the advlco 
aud consent of the Senate to its ratification. The 
time aad tlie circumsuucus attending the negotia- 
tion of that treaty were fiivorabls to it* accepiancs 
by the people oi the United Slates, but its provi- 
sions wuro wholly inadequate for the settlement of 
the urave wrongs that had been sustained by this 
government, as well as by its citizens. The injuries 
resulting to the 
United 
States 
by 
reason 
ot tlie course adopted by Great Britain during 
our lato civil war, in the 
increased rates 


ol Insurance, in tUe diminution of exports and Im- 
ports and other obstructions to domestic Industry 
and production, in its effect upon the foreign com- 
merce ol the country, in the decrease and transfer 
to Great Britain of our commercial marine, m tne 
prolongation oi tne war and the increased cost, both 
m treasure and in lives, of its suppression, could 
not be adjusted and satisfied as ordinary commercial 
claims which continually arise betweeii commercial 
nations, aud yet the convention treated tnem simply 
as such ordinary claims, from which they diner more 
widely in the gravity of their character than in tae 
magnitude of their amount. Great even as is that 
difference not a word was foond in the treaty and 
not an Inference could be drawn from it to remove 
the sense of the unfriendliness of tlie course 
of Great Britain in our 
struggle lor exist- 
ence which had 
so deeply ami universally 
Impressed Isaelf unon the people of this country. 
Believing tnat a convention ihos misconceived m 
Its scopes and inadequate in its provisions would 
not have produced the hearty cordial settlement of 
the pending questions whicb alone Is consistent 
with, the relations which 1 desire to have established 
between the United States and Great Britain, 1 re- 
garded I he action of the senate In rejecting the 
treaty to have been wisely taken In the Interest of 
peace and as a necessary step in ihe direction of a 
perfect ana cordial friendship between the two 
countries. A sensitive people, conscious of their 
powers, are more at ease under a great wrong 
wholly unatoned than tinder the reslralnt of a settle- 
ment which, satisfies neither their ideas of justice 
nor their grave sense of the grievance they have 
sustained. The rejection of the treaty was followed 
by a state or punlic feeling on both sides which I 
thought not favoraoie to any attempt ac renewed 
negotiations. I accordingly so instructed tae Minis- 
ter of the United States to Great Britain, and found 
tnat my views in this regard were shared by Jier 
Majesty's Minister. I hope that the time may soon 
arrive when tne two governments can approach the 
solution of this momentious question with an ap- 
preciation of what la due to the rights, dignity and 
Honor of each, ana with the determination not only 
10 remove the causes of complaint in the past, but to 
lay the foundation of a broad principle of public 
law which win prevent future differences and tend 
to firm and continued peace and friendship. This is 
now tne only grave question whicb. the United States 
lias with any foreign nation. 


BECIPKOCITr TREATY WITH CANADA. 
The question of renewing a treaty for reciprocal 
trade between the United States aud the British pro- 
vinces on this Continent has not been favorably con- 
sidered by the administration. The advantage of 
such a treaty would i>e wholly in favor of the Brilisa 
producer, except possibly a few ensaged in the trade 
between the two sections. No citizen, of tne United 
States would be benefited by the reciprocity. Our 
internal taxation would prove a protection to the 
British, producer almost equal to the protection, 
which onr manufacturers now receive from the 
tariff. Some arrangements, however, for tne regu- 
lation of commercial intercourse between the United 
States and the Dominion of Canada may be desirable. 
The commission for adjusting the claims of the 
Hudson Bay and ruget'B Sound Agricultural Com- 
pany upon the United States has terminated its 
labors. The award or $650,ouOhas been made, and 
all rights and titles of the company ou the territory 
of the United States have oeen extinguished. Deeds 
for the property ot the company have been deliv- 
ered; an appropriation by Congress to meet this 
suiu (s asked, 
The commissioners ror determining the North- 
western land boundary between the United states 
and tne British possessions under the treaty of 1855 
have completed their labors,' and the commission 
lias been dissolved. 
In conformity with, the recommendation of Con- 
gress a proposition was early made to the British 
government to abolish the mixed courts created 
under tne treaty of April 7,1S02, for tlie suppression 
of tne slave trade. The subject is still under nego- 
tiation. 


THE JfEW ATLANTIC CABLE. 
It having couie to uiy knowledge that a corporate 
company, organized under British laws, proposed 
to land upon the snores ol tae United HUces and to 
operate mere a submarine cable, under a concession 
from nis Majesty the Emperor or the French or an 
exclusive right for twenty yeara of telegraphic com- 
munication, between the shores of France aud the 
United Slates, with, the very oojectionable feature of 
subjecting all messages cjuveyed thereby to tae 
scrutiny and control of tha French government, I 
caused the French and British legations at Washing- 
ton to be made acquainted with tiie probable policy 
ol Congress on the subject, as foreshadowed by the 
bill which passed tbc bcuaus la March last. Tills 
drew from tlie representatives ot tlie company an 
agreement to accept as the basis of their operations 
the provisions of that bill, or of suca other 
enactment on the subject as might be passed during 
the approaching session or Congress. Also to use 
their uiUuence to secure Irom the French govern- 
ment a modification or their concession, so as to 
permit the lauding of any cable belonging to any 
company incorporated by the authority of the 
United states, or of any State or the Union, aud on 
their part not to oppose the establishment or any 
such cable. In consideration of this agreement I 
directed the withdrawal of all opposition by the 
United Slates authorities to. the landing of the cau'e, 
and to the workinc o£ it until tne meeting ol Con- 
gress. I regret to say that there has been no modi- 
fication made in the company's concession, nor so 
far as I can leara have they attempted to secure one. 
Their concession excludes the capital and tae citi- 
zens of tQo United States from competition upontbe 
shores of France. I recomiiiond legislation to protect 
the rights of citizens of the United States as well as 
the dignity and sovereignty of tho nation against 
such an assumption. 1 shall also endeavor to secure 
by negotiation an abandonment of tue pnncmle. of 
monopolies in ocean telegraphic cables, copies of 
the correspondence are herewith, furnished. 


NATURALIZATION AND KHIGKATION. 
The unsettled political condition of other coun- 
tries, less fortunate tUau our own, sometimes in- 
duces their citizens to come to the United States tor 
tne sole purpose of being naturalized. 
Having 
secured this tliey return to tneir native country and 
reside mere 
without disclosing thla change 


of 
allegiance. 
They accept 
official 
positions. 


of trust or Honor which can 
only be 
held 
by citizens or their native land. Tney journey 
under passports deacnbmu them as citizens still; 
and it Is onl» when civil discord, after years, per- 
haps, of quiet, threatens their persons or their pro- 
perty, or when their native State drafts into its 
military service, tuat the fact of their change ot alle- 
giance is made known. They reside permanently 
away from tne United States, they contripute no- 
thing to us revenues, they avoid the dnties ot Its 
citizenship, and they only make themselves known 
by a claim of protection. I have directed tue diplo- 
matic aad consular officers of the United States to 
scrutinize carefully all such claims of protection. 
The citizen ot the United States, whether native or 
adopted, 13 entitled to Its complete protection. 
Wliile I have a voice in tho direction of affairs I 
shall not consent to imperil the sacred right by 
conferring it upon fictitious or fraudulent claimants. 
On the accession or the present administration it 
was found that the Minister lor North Germany had 
made propositions tor the negotiation or a conven- 
tion for the protection of emigrant passengers, to 
wuich no response had beeu given. It was con- 
cluded tuat to be effectual all the maritime Powers 
engaged m tue trade should join in such a measure. 
Invitations have beeu extended to tiie Cabinets of 
London," Pans, Florence, Berlin, Brussels, the 
Hague, Copenhagen aud Stockholm to empower 
their representatives at Washington, to simultane- 
ously enter mto negotiations aud to conclude with 
the United States conventions identical in form, 
making uniform regulations as to the construction 
or tho parts of vessels to bo devoted to the use of 
emigrant passengers; 
as to the quality and 
quantity of lood; as to the medical treatment 
or the sick, and as to the rales to be observed during 
tue voyage, m order to secure ventilation, to pro- 
mote health, to prevent intrusion and to protect tne 
females, and providing for tlie establishment of 
tribunals In the several countries for enforcing such 
regulations by summary process. 
TAitU-'P QUESTIONS AND COMMERCE WITH THE EAST. 
Your attention is respectfully called to tne law reg- 
ulating the tariff on Uusslan hemp and to the ques- 
tion wiiether to fix the charges on Hussiaa hemp 
higher than they are fixed uuou .Manila is noc a vio- 
lation of our treaty with .Russia, placing tier •pro- 
ducts upon the same footing witu tliose of the most 
lavored nations. Our manufactures are increasing 
with wonderful rapidity under the encouragement 
which 
they now receive, 
with, the improve- 
ments 
in 
mactiiueiy 
already 
effected 
and 
still increasing, caus;ng machinery • to take tha 
place of., skilled labor. 
To a large extent ouc 
imports ot many articles must fall oit largely within 
a very lew years. 
Fortunately, too, manufactures 
are not confined to a low localities, aslonuerly, and, 
it Is to be hoped, will become moie and more dii- 
fusod, makiutc tho interest in them equal in.all sec- 
tions. Tliey give employment and support to hun- 
dreds of thousands of people at home, and retain 
witn us the means which otherwise would bo shipped 
abroad. The extension ot railroads m Europe and 
tha East Is bringing into competition with our agri- 
cultural producis like products of" other countries. 
Self-interest, it not sell-preservation, tnerelore, dic- 
tates caution against disturbing any industrial inter- 
est ot tue country. It teaches also the necessity of 
looking to other markets for the sale of our surplus, 
Oar neighbors south ot us and China and Japan should 
receive our special attention, it will be tne en- 
deavor of the administration to cultivate such rela- 
tions with these nations as to entitle us to their 
conlldeuce and make it tneir interest as well as ours 
to establish better commercial relations. 
ThrouKli the agency ot a more enligatened policy 
thau tliat heretofore pursued towards China, largely 
due to tho sagacity and efforts of one of our own, dis- 
tinguished citizens, tuo world Is about to commence 
largely increased relations with that populous and 
hitherto exclusive nation. As tlie bnlced States 
have 
been tho initiators in this new policy

sncceas. In this connection I advlso BUCU legisla- 
tion as will forever preclude the enslavement 
of the Chinese upon our soil under the' name ot

I also rocommend 
thac tue mission to CUlna be raised to ouo of tne Ural 
class. 


OFFICIALS AND THEIR DUTIES. 
Upon my assuming tho responsibilities of Chief 


MaKiBtrate ot tno Uiittej states it was with the con- 
viction tuat three Huaga were essential to Its peace, 
prosperity and fullest development. First among 
these is strict Integrity In fulfilling all our obliga- 
tions; second, to secure protection to the1 person and 
property ot the citizen or tne United States m each 
md every portion of our common country, wherever 
lie may choose to move, witliout reference to origi- 
nal nationality, religion, color or politics, demand- 
ing ol nlin only obedience to tlie laws ana proper re- 
spect for the riglils of outers: third, union of all ttio 
States, with equal rights, indestructible by any 
constitutional means. 
To secars the flrsfc or 
these Congress has taken two essential steps—first, 
In declaring by joint resolution that tue puolic debt 
snould be paid, principal and Interest, in coin; and 
second, by providing the means for paying. Pro- 
viding tue means, however, could not secure the 
object desired without a proper administration of 
tne laws for the collection or tne revenues and an 
economical disbursement of them. To this subject 
the administration has most earnestly addressed 
itself, wltn results, i hope, satlslactory to the 
country. There has been no hesitation in changing 
officials in order to secure an eincient execution ot 
the laws; sometimes, too, where, in a mere party 
view, undesirable uolitical results were likely to 
follow, uor any hesitation in sustaining efficient 
officials against remonstrances wholly political. 


THE TENURE OP OFFICE ACT. 
•» 
It may be well to mention here the embarrassment 
possible to arise from leaving on tne statute books 
the so-called""iennre or OiUco act," and to earnestly 
recommend Its total repeal. It could not have 
been the Intention ot the iramers of tne constitution, 
when providing that appointments made by the 
president snoaid receive tue consent ot the Senate, 
that tne latter should have *he power to retain in 
office persons placed there by federal appointment, 
against the -will 01 the President. The law is incon- 
sistent with a laithful and efficient administration 
or the government. What faith can an Executive 
put in officials forced upon him; in those, too, wlioin 
ie has suspended tor treason? How will such offi- 
cials bs likely to serve an administration which 
they know does not trust them. JFor the sec- 
ond requisite to our growth and 
prosperity 
time and a firm but humane administration of exist- 
as laws, amended from time to time as they may 
prove ineffective or harsh and unnecessaiy, are 
probably all the more required. The third can- 
not be obtained by special leaislation, bnt must be 
regarded as fixed by tae constitution itself and grad- 
ually acquiesced in by force of public opinion. 


THE INDIANS. 
From the foundation of tbe government to tao 
present the management of the original inhabitants 
of this Continent—the Indians—has been a subject 
of embarrassment and expense, aad has been 
attended with continuous robberies, murders and 
wars. From my own experience on the frontiers 
and in Indian countries, 1 do not Hold either the 
egislation or the conduct of the whites who come 
most m contact with the Indian blameless lor these 
Hostilities. Tne past, however, cannot be undone, 
and tne question must be met as we now find It. I 
have attempted a new policy towards these wards of 
the nation—they cannot be regarded in any other 
light than as wards—with fair results, so far as tried, 
and which, I liope, will De attended ultimately with 
great success. The Society of Friends is well known 
as having succeeded in living In peace with the In- 
dians In the early settlement; of Pennsylvania, while 
their white neighbors of other sects in other sec- 
tions were constantly embroiled. They are also 
known lor taeir opposition to all strife, violence and 
war, ana are generally noted for their strict integrity 
and fair dealing. These considerations induced me 
;o give the management of a lew reservations ol 
Indians to tnem, and to throw the burden of selec- 
tion of agents upon tue society itself. The result 
aas proved most satisfactory. It will be tound more 
fully set forth In the report of the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs. 
For superintendents and Indian 
agents not on the reservations officers of tne army 
were selected. The reasons for this were nnmerons. 
Where Indian agents are sent there or near there 
troops must be sent ipj»o. The agenl and the com- 
mander of troops are independent of each other and 
are subject to orders Irom different departments of 
tbe 
government. 
Tne army 
officer 
holds a 
position lor 
lire; 
tne 
agent 
one at the 
will of the President. The former is 
per- 
sonally interested in living in harmony witn 
tne Indian and in the establishment of a per- 
manent peace, to tne end tnat soma portion of nls 
life may be spent wlttun the limits of civilized 
socletv. The latter has no such personal interest. 
Another icason is an economic one, and still another 
the hold which the government b.as upon a life 
officer to secure a faithful discharge of duties in car- 
rying out a given policy. The building of railroads 
and the access thereby given to all tne agricultural 
and mineral regions of tho country is rapldly 
brmging civilized settlements Into contact with ail 
the tribes 01 Indians. No matter what ought to be 
the relations between such settlements and the 
aborigines, the fact is they do not harmonize well, 
and one or the otner has to glvo way m the end. 
A syatem which looks to the extinction or race is 
too horrible lor a nation to adopt without entailing 
upon itself the wrata or all Christendom and eneen- 
derinz In tue citizen a disregard for human life and 
the rights or others dangerous to society. I sea no 
substitute for such a system except iu placing all 
the Indians on large reservations as rapidly as can 
be done, and giving them absolute orotection. there 
us soon as they are lltted for It. They Bttould be 
mauced to tasc their lauds in severally aud set up a 
Territorial government for tneir own protection. 
For lull details oathis subject i call your special 
attention to the report ot the Secretary of tUe Inte- 
rior and the Commissioner of Indian Affairs. 


THE ARMY. 
The report of the Secretary or War shows the ex- 
penditures ot the War Department for tno year end- 
ing tlie 13tu of June, 1869, to bo $so,6M,042, of which 
£23,882,310 was disbursed In the payment or debts 
contracted durinc the war, and is not chargeable to 
current army expenses. His estimate ot $.14,831,081 
for the expenses of the army lor the next fiscal year 
is as low as it Is believed can be relied on. The esti- 
mates of bureau officers nave been carefully scru- 
tinized, and reduced wherever it has been deemed 
practicable. If, however, the condition of tlie coun- 
try 
snould 
be such 
by the 
beginning of 
the next fiscal year as to admit of a- greater 
concentration ot troops the appropriation asked 
lor will not be expended. The appropriations 
estimated lor river and harbor improvements and 
for lortiflcations are submitted separately. What- 
ever amount Congress mar deem proper to appro- 
priate ror these purposes will be expended. Tno 
recommendation or the General of tneArmy tnat 
appropriations be made for the lorts at Boston, 
Portland, New Vork, Philadelphia, New Orleans and 
San Francisco, If for no other, is concurred in. 1 
also ask your special attention to the recommenda- 
tion of the General commanding the military divi- 
sion of the Pacific for the sale or the seal islands or 
St. Paul and St. George, Alaska Territory, and sug- 
gest that It either be complied with or that legisla- 
tion be had ror the protection or the seal flsli- 
eries, from waicn a revenuu should be derived. 
The reuort of the Secretary of "War contains a synop- 
sis or the reports of the heads ol bureaus, of the 
commanders of military divisions and the districts of 
Virginia, Mississippi and Texas, and the report of 
the General of tne Army in full. Tne recommenda- 
tions therein contained have been well considered, 
and are submitted for your action. I, however, call 
special attention to the recommendation of the Chief 
of Ordnance ror the sala of arsenals and lands no 
longer of use to the government; also to the recom- 
mendation of tne Secretary of War that the act ot the 
3d of March, 1869, prohibiting promotions and ap- 
pointments on the staff corps of the array, ba re- 
pealed. The extent of tne country to be garrisoned 
ana the number ot military posts to be occupied Is 
tne same with a reduced army as wlta a largo one. 
Tne number ol staff officers required is more depend- 
ent upon tne latter than tne former condition. 


THE NAVY. 


Tho report of the Secretary of the Navy, .accom- 
panying this, shows tne condition of the navy wnen 
tliis administration came into office and the cttanges 
made since. Strenuous efforts have been made to 
place as many vessels in commission or render them 
nt for service if required as possible and to substi- 
tute the sail for steam while cruising, thus mace- 
riallv reducing the expenses or the navy and adding 
greatly to its efficiency. Looking to ourlutnre, I 
recommend a liberal though not extravagant policy 
towards tcls branch or the public service. 


I'OST OFFICE DEPAKTME.NT- 
The report of tne Postmaster General furnishes a 
clear ami comprehensive exhibit of tlie operations 
of ttie postal service and ot the financial condition 
ot tho Post Office Department. Ihe ordinary postal 
revenues for the year ending the 30th. of Jnne, 1869, 
amounted to $18,344,510, and t&e expenditures to 
523,698,131, snowing an excess of expenditures over 
receipts of £5,o53,62i). The excess of expenditures 
over receipts tor tha previous year amounted to 
$6,-137,992. The Increase of revenues for 1869 over 
those ol 1888 was $2,051,809, and the increase or ex- 
penditures was $967,53S. Tne iucreasea revenue 
in 1869 exceeded tlio increased revenue in 186S bi 
8996,336, and the Increased expenditure In 1S69 
was $^,527,570 leas than tne Increased expenditure 
In isss, snowing oy comoarison this gratifying fea- 
ture ot improvement— that while the increase of ex- 
penditure over the increase of receipts in ISDS was 
52,439,535, the Increase of receipts over the Increase 
of expenditures in 1S69 was $1,084,371. Your atten- 
tion is lespecuully called to tae recommendations 
made by the Postmaster General for authority to 
change tho rate or compensation to the main 
trims railroad lines lor taeir services In carrying 
the mails, for having post route maps executed, 
for reorganizing and increasing tha efficiency of 
ta« special agency service, for the increase of the 
mail service on tho Pacific and for establishing 
mall service under tno flasr of the Union on the 
Atlantic; aud most especially do I call yonr atten- 
tion to 
nia 
recommendation 
lor 
the total 
abolition 
or 
the 
franking privilege. 
This 
Is an abase rrom wliicu no oue receives commen- 
surate advantage. It reduces tho receipts for tue 
postal service Irom twenty-live to thirty per cent 
and largely increases tho service to be periormed. 
Tuc method by which postage should bo paid upon 
public matter is. set forth rully m the report of tue 
Postmaster General. 


DEPARTMENT OF TBE INTERIOR. 
The report of tae Secretary of the Interior shows 
that tuo quantity ot public lands disposed of curing 
the year ending the 30th of June, 1SB9, was 7,666,1M 
acres, exceeding that of tho preceding year by 
1,010,409 acres. 01 tnls amount a,S9C,644 acres were 
sold lor cash and 2,737,365 acres entered under tha 
homestead laws. Tbe remainder was granted to 
aid in tiio construction 
of works of inter- 
nal 
improvement, approved to the States 03 
swamp lands and located with warrant and scrip. 
Ths caali receipts Tom all sources were $4,472,888, 
exceeding thoso of tho preceding year $2,840,140. 
During tho last fiscal yoar 23.1U8 names were added 
to tho pension rolls, 4,876 dropped therefrom, leav- 
ing at its close 187,963. Tho amount paid to pen- 
sioners, including tho compensation of disbursing

that of tbe previous year, the ratmtfloence of Con- 
gress nas been conspicuously niauiiosied in Its legis- 
lation for tne soldiers and sailors who suffered m tno 
recent struggle to maintain time unity of government 
wlilcu makes ua one people. The additions to the 
pension roils of cacn successive year since the con- 
clusion ol hostilities result In a great degree from 
the repeated amendments of the ace of the 14tn 
of July, 1862, which extended its provisions to 
cases not faiime within its original scope. The large 
outlay which la thus occasioned is further increased 
by tlie more liberal allowance bestowed since that 
date upon tbose wiio, lu tlie line or duty, were 
wholly or partially disabled. Public opinion has 
jiven an emphatic sanction M these measures of 
Congress, anu it will bo conceded that no part or 
our public burden ia more cheerfully borne tban that 
wnlcli is imposed by this branch of tna service. It 
necessitates the noxt fiscal year, m addition to the 
amount justly chargeable to tho .Naval Psnslon fund, 
an appropriation of $33,000,000. During the year 
1869 the Patent OBlce Issued 13.7S2 patents, and its 
receipts were $688,389, being J213.92S more thau tae 
expenditures. I wouid respectfully call yonr atten- 
tion to tne recommendation of the Secretary of tne 
Interior for uniting the duties of supervismz the 
education of freedmen with the other duties devolv- 
ing upon the Commissioner of Education. If It is 
the desire of Congress to make tb.9 census, wulch 
most be taken durng the year 1870, more compiete 
and perfect than heretofore, I would suggest early 
action upon any plan that may oe agreed upon. As 
Congress at its last session appointed a committee 
;o take Into consideratidn such measures as misni 
i>e deemed proper in reference to the census aad 
.0 report a plan I deelst from saying more. 
I recommend to .your favorable consideration 
the claims of the 
Agricultural 
Bureau for' 
liberal appropriations in a country so diver- 
sified In climate and soil as ours, and .with a pos- 
ulacion so largely dependent upon agriculture. The 
jeneflts that can be conferred by properly fostering 
this bureau are incalculable. 


CONCISION. 
I desire respectfully to call the a'ttenaon of Con- 
gress to the inadequate salaries of a number of the 
most Important officers of tne government. In this 
message I will not enumerate them, bnt will specify 
only the Justices of the Supreme Court. l?o change 
has been made In their salaries for fifteen years, 
aad within that time the labors of the court 
lave largely Increased, and the expenses of living 
have at least doubled during tne same time. Con- 
zress nas since found It necessary to increase largeiy 
;ne compensation of its own members, and the doty 
which it owes to another department of government 
deserves and will undoubtedly receive its due con- 
sideration. There are many subjects not alluded to 
in this .message, wnlcn mignt with propriety belu- 
srodneed, but I abstain, believing that your patriot- 
Ism and statesmanship will suggest the topics of the 
legislation most conducive to the Interests ol the 
wnole people. On my part I promise a rigid adhe- 
rence to the laws aad their strict enlorcemeut-

At the session or the National Board of Trade to- 


day delegates from the LouiSTilie Board 
was 


received. The Executive Council recommended Buf- 
falo, S. T., as tiie nest place of meeting. Hamilton 
A. Hill, of Boston, was re-elected secretary of tee 
Board. 


General Cauby being present was Invited within 


the bar. 


The Committee on the Improvement of the Ohio and 


Mississippi rivers reported resolutions asking Con- 
gress to make appropriations for the removal of the 
obstructions to navigation in those rivers, especially 
at the mouth of the Ohio, and tne rapids at BocK 
Island, and Des Moines, and to*orovide that tas 
bridges over the Ohio should have one span 400 feet 
long, and the brides over the Mississippi, above the 
mouth ot the Missouri, one span 300 leet long, and 
all so elevated as not to obstruct navigation, and 
that piers of these bridges be located by the govern- 
ment engineers. The report was amended so as to 
leave ont the clause fixing the length or the spans 
and so as to ask Congress to improve the harbors of 
Mobile, Richmond, Savannan and Charleston, and 
then adopted by a vote of ayes 59, nays 3. 
The Committee on the Resumption of Specie Pay- 
ment reported resolutions, first, affirming that the 
best Interests of the country demand the best restor- 
ation of the specie standard of value; second, re 
commending to Congress the issue of four per cent 
bonds, pavable in thirty years, with the principal 
and interest in gold, which may be exchanged for 
greenbacks at par, the greenbacks to be thus with- 
drawn until the amount oatstanding does not ex- 
ceed $300.000.000, and all thaa withdrawn to be can- 
.called; 
third, 
authorizing 
the 
establishment 
of 
new national 
banks iu those 
parts of 
the 
country 
which

proportion, such banks to . issue notes not 
to exceed the amount of legal tenders witndrawn 
Irom circulation, and in no case to exceed one-half 
their [paid np capital; fourth, that national banks 
be rexulred by law to retain the coin received lor 
Interest oa bonds deposited to secure tbeir circula- 
tion until specie payments be resumed. 
Messrs. OPDYKE. of New York, and HOSTIE, o: 
South Carolina, offered minority reports approvmj 
the present financial policy ol the government aud 
advocating its continuance. 
Mr. GHCUB, of Philadelphia, oflerea a substitute 
proposing to work the dnited States Treasury with 
such private capital as may be necessary, in addition 
to the public money, as a bank chartered for a term 
of years. 
A long and general discussion followed the sab 
mission or these propositions. Alter deoate all th( 
propositions were defeated, and In place oi then 
the Board adopted only the first resolution of the 
majority report, declaring Its belief that the resump- 
tion of specie payment is an imperative necessity. 
It was ordered that the debate in the Board on this 
subject be printed and transmitted to Congress. 
The twenty-fifth proposition, looking to a uniform 
rate of interest In tne country, was debated briefly 
and laid on the table. 
The tnird proposition, for a uniform inspection of 
flour and grain, was indefinitely postposed. 
The twenty-sixth proposition, askmc Congress to 
repeal all the duties on railroad iron and snipping 
materials, railed to receive a two-thirds vote and 
was defeated. Another resolution, requesting; Con- 
Ereas to reduce Ihe duties on coal, iron and salt, tuso 
failed by the same vote. 
The twenty-eighth proposition, urging the revision 


of the tariff and revenue laws so as to render them 
harmonious with each other, jnst to every class of 
the community and to eacn State in all their pro- 
visions, was-ananlmously adopted. 
The thirtieth proposition, recommending a repea 


of the law condemning vessels to confiscation foi 
the acts of the officers, crew or passengers, wnicn 
are beyond the control of tlie captain or owners 
was adopted- 
The thirty-first proposition in favor-of nniformity 
or coinage among the commercial nations of thi 
world was adopted. 
Tho recommendation of last year for the passage 
or tne Civil Service bill was renewed- 
A resolution was offered by Mr. W ALBRTDQE endors 
lug the National Exposition to be neld at Washington 
m 1871, wjhlcu was adopted. 
A tribute of respect to the memory or George Pea 
body was adopted. 
Buffalo, N. T., was flxea as the next place of meet 
Ins, and the first Wednesday of December next as 
tne time. 
Tne Board adopted resolutions of tlianks'to Presi 
dent Fraley lor tne able manner of presiding, and t 
the citizens of Richmond for their hospitality; and 
the Convemion then adjourned sine ate, with three 
caeers lor Richmond.

THEASURY DEPARTMENT, DSc. 6,1889. 


Trfcave the honor t» submit nereivitn the annual 
eport of the doings ana condition of the Treasury 
lepartment. In tuts report I naturally treat nrst 
be matters of administration and tneir measures of 
nolle policy. The officers in charge of tne various 
ureaus and divisions of the Treasury Department 
ave faithfully periormed their duties, and I com- 
mend their several reports to tue consideration of 


ougress. Tne Treasurer of the United States lias 
repared an elaborate report, setting forth ttie pre- . 
ent condition of the Treasury, and furnishing a ri- 
•unilt of the business of toe Treasurer's office irom 
801 to the present term. Tlie long and faithful ser- 
inces of the present Treasurer entitle him to tna 
gratitude of ihe country. 


REVENUE MATPEKS—FKACBS OS THE KEVENOE. 
The report of the Commissioner of internal Kevenne 
3 respectfully commended to tha attention of Con- 
gress. Since the appointment of tne present Com- 
missioner ttia administration or the office has been 
onstanlly improving. The increase of receipts lor 
he Ural Ove months of the present fiscal year in the 
urn ol $14,431,333 over the amount collected in the 
rat nve moms or cue last fiscal year is satisfactory 
estimony to the ability and integrity of the persons 
mployed in that brancn of the public service. The 
.mount pats by warrants wr collecting the revenue 
rom custom? during tae fiscal year ending 
une 30,1868, was $8,373,385, and lor the year end- 
ing June 30,1809, $5,378,7S8. showing a decrease of 
;1,001,647. The decrease ia the cost of collecting 
he revenue lias not been attended by any loss of 
fflciency in the service. On the other hand, It is 
jelleved that tue means lor tne detection or smug- 
gling are better than ever before, and that the 
ustom honse service is also constantly Improving. 
t ought to be understood taat tiie chief means or 
Electing the revenue and enforcing t'ae revenue 
aws must be lonnd in the administration of the 
appraiser's department. The frauds and losses arising, 
rom actual smtutitUag; are unimportant when com- 
pared with the losses sustained through incompetent 
or dishonest examiners and appraisers. Assuming 
hat hone=t men may be obtained lor these impor- 
tant positions at the present salaries, it Is yet true 
that an incompetent appraiser or examiner may 
dally subject the government to losses far exceeding 
the amount of his salary. Under existing laws cer- 
tain revenue officers and other persons appearing 
as informers are entitled to snares m fines, penalties 
and forfeiture?. During the Usual year 1869-9 the 
Treasury Department distributed taesum of S2S6.073 
to snch officers and to luiormera in the various 
cases arising under the customs and revenue laws- 
A large additional sum was also paw through the 
internal revenue office. The reason oniflDch the 
laws

There can be no douot tnat saca is the effect of this 
policy; but the experience I have hadin the Treasury 
Department has convinced me that the evils attend- 
ing the system are greater than the benefits derived 
from it. It often occurs that revenue officers are 
led to assert claims in behair of the government 
which nave DO jnst foundation In law or In the 
facts 
of

informer and 
officers who share in 


the penalties to misrepresent the case to tho 
government so as to secure the greater advantage to 
themselves. Bnt a more serious evil is iotmd m the 
practice, quite general, or allowing persons a iraudu- 
lent course until a result is reached which will inure 
to the benelit of the oSlcers and inforaiers, instead 
of checking criminal practices at the outset It is 
impossible to set forth in exact language the charac- 
ter of tbe evils that grow out of the present system. 
i am, however, clearly of the opinion that the gov- 
ernment ought to rely npon public officers for the 
proper performance of their duties, wituout stimu- 
lating them by any contingent advantages. I have 
elsewhere recommended an increase of salaries of 
Custom House officers; and tae abolition of the sys- 
tem or giving to them a share of fines, penalties and 
forfeiture:! will be an additional reason for the in- 
creass of salaries in tins department of the public 
service. 
TREASURY CLEKS3 AS CLAIM AGENTS AND ATTORNEYS. 
It has become a practice lor clerks and other per- 
sons who have held ofllce in the Treasury Depart- 
ment to accept employment as agents or attorneys 
for parties having claims airainst the department; 
and there la reason to believe that in some instances 
the Information obtained while in the public service 
has beuti used in aid or the claimants. Without de- 
tailing all the objections to th:s practice, I respect- 
fully suggest that a law be passed barring persons 
from practising betore the Treasury Department as 
agents or attorneys in behalf of claims that were 
pendimr wnen such -persons were officers of the 
department. 


CLERICAL FORCE OF THE DEPARTMENT. 
In March last there was employed in 'he Treasury 
Department at Washington 2.S4S clerks, messengers 
and laborers at a monthly cost of $255,921. At pre- 
sent the whole number of snch employe's is -,441, 
and tlieir monthly pay amounts to $238,280, showing 
a decrease or expenses at the rate or $671,688 per 
annum. It was round necessary, however, during 
tiie periods mentioned to Increase the force in tha 
internal revenue office and la the office of the flrsc 
Comptroller. This increase, in the aggregate, is at 
the rate of $80,440 per annum. This statement-does 
not relate to the force employed in the Bureau ol 
Engraving and printing. 
SPECIAL AGENTS IS THE SEKYICE OF THE DEPART- 


MENT. 
In March last there were sixty-two special agents 
In the service ot the department, receiving In tho 
aggregate for their services the sum of S371 per day. 
Eacn of these agents made his reports to the depart- 
ment and acted under its direct orders. The num- 
ber at present employed is fifty-four, and their dally 
pay amounts to $36S- The pay of the agents haa 
been Increased generally, in the liope that more 
efficient services might bs obtained. The seacoast 
and frontiers or ihe country have been divided into 
sixteen special agency districts and a superintend- 
ent appointed for each. Assistants have been 
appointed 
and detailed to 
act 
under 
the 
several district agents. The orders of the depart- 
ment are in all cases sent to the agent in charge or 
the district, and the reports ot ms assistaats are made 
to him. Tne agent is required to make a monthly 
report of his own doings and of the doings of his 
subordinates. The results tbns far ootained appear 
to justify the organization Introduced. 


I'BE MAX0FACTHBE OP "COVBRXMENT PAPEK." 
Arrangements have been made ror the manufac- 
ture of paper for tne currency and other obligations 
of the United States and lor the printing or 
the same, 
which 
increase 
the 
security of 
the government against; unlawful issues from 
the genuine plates. Under tho eleventh section 
of an act approved June 30,1S64, entitled "An act to, 
provide wavs and means for the support of the gov- 
ernment and for other purposes," a peculiar paper 
has been designated as "the government paper," 
ana by that act it is made a felony for any person to 
have or retain in his possession any similar paper 
adapted to the making of any obligation or security 
of tne United States, except under the authority or 
the Secretary ol the Treasury or some other proper 
officer of the United States. Arrangements have 
been made for the manufacture of tins paper by 
Messrs. Wilcoi A Co., near Philadelphia, and the 
mills, owned by them, which are exclusively 
devoted to tms purpose, have oeen placed nnder tae 
supervision of the officers or the government, and 
such precautions have been taken lor tiie custody or 
portions 01 tna machinery as to render it improbable 
that the paper manufactured can be obtained by dls- 
hoaeat means. It is received by an agent of the gov- 
ernment stationed at the mills, aad upon the requi- 
sition of the department it is snipped to the National 
Bank Kote Company, the American Bans Note Com- 
pany or to tne Printing Bureau of the Treasury De- 
partment, as the case may require. Arrangements 
have also been made with each of the two companies, 
mentioned ibr preparing one *t of plates for every 
issuo of currency 
or other obligations. Th9 
Engraving and Minting Bureau at Washington 
prepares a third set, ana each office places au 
imprint upon every obligation of the government.' 
Notice of the transmission of paper from the agent 
at the mills and its receipt by the several offices; or 
the deliveries therefrom to the sealing bureau in the 
Treasury Department, and also of deliveries to tas 
Treasurer or tne United States, is given each day, by 
telegram or by letter, and on the following day the 
accountants in the Treasury Departmeus prepare a 
statement showing the disposition of every sheet or 
paper manufactured, iu the month of November 
the paper at the mm and in eaca of the several 
printing establishments was careiuliy counted and 
the results comoared with the accounts m the Trea- 
sury Department. In an aggregate of abont 7,000,000 
of sheets received by tae agent at the mills discre- 
pancies were found to the extent of sixty sheets of 
fractional currency paper, iMd for the money value 
ot which the companies dolns the worfc are respoa- 


B lti» believed tnat these arrangement* famish, bet- 
ter security tnan haa heretofore existed against tha 
fraudulent Jesus of currency or other obligations of 
the covernmout by ihe nse of tho original dies or 
nlates and cue system of the Ireqneat examinations 
or the .several establishments entrusted with tba 
worK trill disclose at once any discrepancies In the 
Accounts. Ic Is not probabla that the changes mads 
will diminish tne expense; indeed, the cost is greater 
than It would b« lithe work In ml Its branches wera 
done in the Treasury Department. In my judgment, 
however, the additional security Is of more conse- 
quence to the government than the mere economy 
of money m tna expense of engraving ana printing.

FKOCBESS OF ItECOXSTltUCTION. 


Emerging from a rebellion of gigantic magnitude, 


aided as It was by the sympathy aad assistance or 
nations with which we were at peace, eleven States 
of the Union, were four years ago left without legal 
State government; a national debt had been con- 
tracted, American commerce was almost driven 
from the seas; the industry of one half of tlie coun- 
try bad been taken from the control of the capitalist 
and placed where all labor rightfully belongs, in the 
keeping of tne laborer. The wort of restoring State 
governments lojal to tne Union, or protecting and 
fostering rrcc labor, and providing means for 
paying tho interest on the public debt, bag 
received ample attention from Congress. Although 
your efforts have not met with ,the 
success 


la ail particulars tnat might have been Qesired, 
yet, 
on the whole, they 
have 
been 
more 


successful than could have been reasonably antici- 
pated. Seven States which passed ordinances or 
secession have been fully restored to their places in 
the Union, the eighth (Georgia) held an election, at 
•which sue ralillcd Her constitution, republican m 
form, elected a Governor, members of Congress, a 
State Legislature and all other officers required. Tlie 
Governor was duly installed and the Legislature met 
and performed all the acls tuen required of them by 
the reconstruction acts of Congress. Subsequently, 
however, in violation ol the constitution wnicn they 
Bad just 
ratided, 
as since decided by tue 


Supreme Court of 
the State, 
they unseated 


the colored members ol the Legislature and admitted 
to seats some members who are di squafifled by the 
third clause of the fourteenth, amendment to the con- 
stitution—an article which they themselves bad con- 
tributed to ratify. 
Under these circumstances I 


would submit to vou whether it would not be wise, 
•without delay, to enact a law authorizing the Gov- 
ernor of Georgia to convene the mcmbcra originally 
elected to the Legislature, requiring eaca member to 
take the oath, by the reconstruction acts, and none 
to be admitted who are Ineligible under tue third 
clause of the fourteenth amendment. 


Tns freedmen, under the protection which they 


Have receives, are mating rapid progress in learn- 
ing, and no complaints are Heard ot lack of industry 
on their part when they received fair remuneration 
lor their labor. 


The means provided for paying the Interest on the 


public debt, with all other expenses of the govern- 
ment, are more than ample. 


The loss of our commerce la the only result of the 


late rebellion which has not received sufficient at- 
tention from you. To this subject I call your earnest 
attention. I will not now suggest plaus by which 
this object may be effected, but will, if necessary, 
make it the subject cf a special message during the 
eession of Congress. 
SHE 
ELECTIONS 
IN VIKQIX1A, 
MISSISSIPPI AXD 


TEXAS. 


At the March term Congress by jout resolution 


authorized the Executive 'to order elections in the 
States of Virginia, Mississippi and Texas, to submit 
to them the constitutions which each had previously 
In convention framed, and submit the constitu- 
tions 
either 
entire 
or 
In 
separate 
parts 


to 
be 
voted 
upon, at 
tne 
discretion 
of 


the Executive. Under this authority elections 
•were called. In Virginia the election took place on 
the Oth of July, 1369; the Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor elected have been installed; tne Legisla- 
ture met and aid all required by this resolution and 
.t>y all tne reconstruction acts of Congress, and ab- 
stained from all doubtful authority; I recommend 
that her Senators and Representatives be admitted 
to their Beats in Congress, and that the State 
be fnlly restored to Its place ia the family of 
States. Elections were called In Mississippi and 
Texas, to commence on the 30th of November, 1SG9, 
and to last two days m Mississippi and four days lu 
Texas. Tlie elections have taken place, but the re- 
soil Is not Known. It is to be hoped that the acts of 
the Legislatures of these states, when they meet, 
trill be sucu as to receive your approval and thus 
close the wort of reconstruction. 


THE CURRENCY. 


Among the evils growing out of the rebellion and 


not yet referred to is that of an irredeemable cur- 
rency. It Is an evil which I hope will receive yoar 
most earnest attention. It Is a duty and one of tne 
Highest duties of government to secure to the citi- 
zens a medium of exchange or axed, unvarying 
value. This Implies a return to a specie basis, ana 
no substitute lor It can lie devised. It should be 
commenced now and readied at tho earliest prac- 
ticable moment consistent with a fair regard to the 
jnterests of the debtor Tilass. Immediate resump- 
tion, if practicable, 
would not be desirable. 


It would 
compel 
tho debtor class to pay

gold at the date of their purchase and would bring 
bankruptcy and ruin to thousands. Fluctuation, 
•nowever. In ttie paper value of the measure ot all 
values, gold, is detrimental to the Interests ot trade. 
It makes the man of business an involuntary gam- 
bler, for in all sales where future payment is to be 
made both parties speculate as to what will be tho 
value of the currency to be paid and received. I 
earnestly recommend to you, then, such legislation 
•s will Insure a gradual reuirn to specie payments 
and out an immediate stop to fluctuations in the 
Value of currency. The methods to secure tne former

at a fixed price whenever presented and to withhold

again for gold. The vast resources ot the nation, 
Doth developed an! undeveloped, ought to nr '?e our 
credit the best on earth. Witli a less burden of tax- 
ation than tlie citizen has endured for six years past 
the entire public debt could be paid in ten years; but 
it is not desirable that the people should be taxed to 
pay it in that time. Year by year the ability to pay 
it increases in a rapid ratio; but the burden of inter- 
est ought to be reduced as rapidly as can be done 
without tne violation of contract. The public debt 
la represented in great part by bonfls, having from 
five to twenty and from ten to forty years to run, 
bearing Interest at tne rate of six per cens and flve 
per cent respectively. 
It is optional with the 


government to pav these bonds at any period after 
the expiration of the last time mentioned upon their 
face. The time has already expired when a great 
part of them may be taken up, aud is rapidly ap- 
proacUlng when all may DC. It is believed that all 
which are now due may be replaced by bonds bear- 
ing a rate of interest not exceeding four and one- 
half per cent, and as rapidly as the remainder be- 
come due that they may be replaced in the same 
way. To accomplish this it may be necessary to 
authorize the interest to be paid at either of the 
three or ronr of the money centres of Europe, or by 
any Assistant Treasurer of the United Btatea, at the 
option of tne holder of the bond. I suggest this 
subject 
for 
the 
consideration 
of 
Congress, 
aud also simultaneously with this the propri- 
ety of redeeium g our currency, as before suggested, 
at its market value at the time the law goes into 
effect, increasing the rate at which currency will be 
bought or sold irom day to day or week to week, at 
the same rate of interest as government pays upon 
its bonds. 


TARIFF AND 3BVENOJE. 
The subject ef tariff and internal taxation will 
necessarily receive your attention. The revenues of 
the country are greater than the requirements, and 
may with saiety be reduced; but as the f nndingjof 
the debt m a four or a lour and a naif per cent loan 
would reduce the annual current expenses largeiy, 
thus, after funding, justifying a greater reduction 
01 taxation man would now be expedient, 1 suggest 
the postponement of this question until the next 
meeting of Congress. It may be advisable to modify 
taxation and tariff in instances where unjust 
or ourdensome discriminations are made by the 
present laws regulating tills subject. I recommend 
the postponement or this matter lor the present. I 
also suggest the renewal of the tax on incomes, but 
at a reduced rale, say of three per cent, aud this tax 
to expire in three years. 
ffitn tue tundmg of the national debt, as here 
suggested,! feel sate in saying taat taxes and the rev- 
enue from imports may be reduced safely irom sixty 
to eighty millions per annum at once and jnay be still 
further reduced irom year to year as the resources 
of the country are developed. The report ol tne 
Secretary of tne Treasury shows the receipts of the 
government for the fiscal year eadmg June 80,1869, 
to be $370,943,717, aud the expenditures, including 
interest, bounties. &c., to be $321,490,597. The esti- 
mates lor the ensuing year are more favorable to the 
government, and will no doubt show a much larger 
decrease of the public debt. 
The receipts in the Treasury beyond expenditures 
have exceeded the amount necessary to place to the 
credit of the sinking fund, as provided by law. To 
lock up the surplus in the Treasury and withhold i* 
froai circulation would lead to such a contraction of 
the currency as to cripple trade and seriously affect 
the prosperity of the country. Under these circum- 
stances the Secretary of the Treasury aad mysslf 
heartily concurred in the propriety of usmg all the 
surplus currency in the Treasury in the purchase of 
government bonds, thus reducing the interest-bear- 
ing debt of the country and of submitting to Con- 
gress the question of the disposition to be made of 
the bonds so purchased. The bonds now held by the 
Treasury amount to about $75.oat»,OUO, including those 
belonging to the sin king fund, and I recommend that 
the whole be placed to the credit ol the sinking fund. 


Your attention is respecttully invited to the recom- 
mendations of the Secretary of the Treasury for the 
creation of the office or Commissioner of Customs 
Keveaue, for the Increase of salary to certain classes 
of officials and the substitution oi increased national 
bank circulation to replace the outstanding three 
per cent certificates, and most especially to bis re- 
commendation lor tho repeal oflaws allowing shares 
of fines, penalties, f oneitares, &c., to officers of the 
government or to informers. 
The olllce of Commissioner of Internal Revenue is 
one of the most arduous ana responsible under the 
government. It falls but little, if any, short of a 
Cabinet position in its importance and responsibili- 
ties. 1 would ask for it, therefore, such legislation 
as in your judgment will place the olllce on a foot 
lug ol digmtf commensurate with its importance 
and with tlie character aud qualifications of the class. ; 
ol men required to nil it prgperly. 


Tlifi WAR Is SVBA. 


AB tlie Umtcd States la the freest of all nations, so, 
too, the people sympathize with all peopled snug- 
gling lor liljurEr and self-government. Jjuc while so 
sympathizing it is due to oar honor that we should 
so abstain from, eutorcmg our views upon unwilling 
nations aud Irom taking an interested part without, 
invitation. lu the quarrels between different nations 
or between governments and their subjects our 
course should alwava be In conformity with strict 
justice and law, international anil local. Such nas 
been tlie policy ol tue administration lu deal- 
ing with these questions. 
For 
more 
than. 
u year a valuable province or Spain and 
a near neighbor of ours, in whum all our people 
cannot but 
feel 
a 
deep Interest, lias been 
struggling for independence and ireedoui. The peo- 
ple and government of the L'uilOd States entertain 
tne same warm lee'.mga and sympathies for the 
people of Cuba In tncir pending struggle that they 
jjiaullesieri throughout the previous struggles be- 
tween Spain aud nor former colonies in benair of the 
latter. 
But the contest nus at no time assumed tue 
conditions which amount to a, war in the sense of in- 
ternational law, or which wonld show the existence 
of a dejaclo political organization of tue insurgents 
sufficient to justily a recognition of belligerency. 
Tho principle ,is maintained, however, that 
cnis nation la Its own judge when to ac- 
cord the rights of belligerency, either 10 a people 
struggling to tree themselves iroui a govern- 
ment tiiey believe to be oppressive, or to Independent 
nations at war wltti each other. The United States 
have no disposition to interfere with the existing 
relations of Spam to her colonial possessions on this 
Continent. They believe that in due time Spain and 
ottiur European f owers will find it to their intersst 
to terminate those relations and establish their pre- 
sent dependencies as independent rowers—members 
ol the lamily of nations. Ths dependencies are no 
longer regarded as subject to transfer from one Eu- 
ropean Power to another. When the present rela- 
tion of colonies ceases they are to become indepen- 
dent rowers, exercising the right of choice and ot 
sell-control. In the determination of their future 
condition and 
relations 
with 
other Powers 
the United states, m order to put a stop to 
bloodshed m Cuba, ana in tne interest ora neighbor- 
ing people, prooosed their good offices to bring tho 
existing contest to a termination. The offer not 
being accepted by Spain ou a basis which we r>e- 
lieved coulu be received by Cuba, was withdrawn. 
It is hoped that the good offices ot the United States 
may yet prove advantageous for the settlement of 
this unhappy strife. Meanwhile a number of Illegal 
expeditions against Cuba have been broken up. It 
has been the endeavor of the administration to exe- 
cute the neutrality laws in good laith, 110 matter bow 
unpleasant the task, made so by the suffering we 
have endured irom lack or liKe good faith towards 
us by other nations- 


On the 26tli of March last tlie United. States 
schooner Lizzie Major was arrested on the high eeas 
by a Spanish irigate and two passengers were taken 
from It and carried as prisoners to Cuba. Represen- 
tations of these facts were made to the Spanish gov- 
ernment as soon as snfllcient Information of them 
reached Washington. Tne two passengers were set 
at liuerty, and the Spanish government assured the 
United States that the captain of the ingate, in 
making the capture, had acted-wltliout law; that he 
had buen reprimanded for the irregularity of his con- 
duct, and thac the Spanish authorities m Cuba would 
not sanction any act that could violate the rights 
or treat with disrespect the sovereignty of this nation. 
The question of the seizure of tue brig Mary Loweil 
at oue of the Bahama Islands by Spanish authori- 
ties is now the subject- of correspondence between 
this government and those of Spain and Great 
Britain. Tlie Captain General of Cuba, about May 
last, issued a proclamation authorizing search to bo 
made of vessels on the high seas. Immediate re- 
monstrance was made against this, whereupon the 
Captain Ceucral issued anew proclamation limiting 
the rigut of search to vessels of the United States, 
iofar as authorized under the troaty ot 1795. This 
proclamation, 
however, was Immediately with- 
drawn. 
isTnucs QI-' DAIMSX CAXAL AND OTHER MATTERS. 
1 nave always felt that the most intimate relations 
should be cultivated between the republic of the 
United states and all independent nations on Una 
Continent. It may be well worth considering 
whether new treaties between tue United states and 
them may not bs profitably entered into 10 secure 
mpre intimate relations, Irleudly, commercial and 


" otherwise. 


The subject of an Interoceanic canal, to connect 
the Atlantic and 1'aclfic oceans through, the Isthmus 
of Danen, is one in which, commerce is greatly in- 
terested, instructions have been given to our Min- 
ister to the republic of the United States of Colombia 
to endeavor to obtain authority for a survey by tne 
government in order, to cetsrmme tne practlbillty 
of such an undertaking and a charter for tne right 
ot way to build, by private enterprise, sucH a work 
if the survey proves to be practicable. 
In order to comply with tho agreement of the 


United States as to u mixed commission at Lima lor 
tne adjustment of claims it became necessary to send 
acommissioner aad a secretary to Lima iu August 
last. No appropriation having beeu made uyitou" 
greas for this purpose it 13 now asK*d that one be 
made covering tuo past aud future expenses of the 
commission. 
Tne good offices of the TJnlted States to bring 
about a peace between Spam and the south Ameri- 
can lepuolics with which she la at. war having beeu 
accepted by Spain, Peru aud Chile, a congress has 
been invited to be held In Washington during the 
present winter. 


A grant has been stven to Europeans of an ex- 
clusive right of transit over tue Territory of Nicara- 
gua, to which Costa Rica has given its assent, which, 
It Is alleged, conflicts with vested rights of citizens 
oi the United Scato's. The Department of State has 
now this subject under consideration. 


THE SPANISH GUNBOATS. 


The Minister ot Peru having made representations 


ttiut there was a state of war between 1'eru aud 
Sp im, and that Spam was constructing m and near 
Now YorK thirty guuboals which imunt, bo used by 
Spam in such a way as to relievo the naval force 
ai Cuba so as to operate against 1'eru, orders were 
elvau to prevent choir departure. No further stops 
liaviug been taken by me representative ot tho 
Peruvian gororamoat to prevent tuo departure or 


these vessel's, and 1 not feeling authorized to detain 
the property ot a nation with wmcii we are at peace 
ou a mere Executive order, the matter has beeu re- 
ferred to the conns to decide. 
The couduct-ot the war between the allies and (no 
republic of Paraguay has made the intercourse with 
tual country so difficult that it has boon deemed ad- 
visable to withdraw our representative from there. 


Ot'B CLAIMS AUAINST GI'.EAI' BBITAIS. 
Towards me close of the last administration a con- 
vention was signed at London for the settlement of 
all outstanding claims between Great lintain and 
the United States, wuicn failed to receive the advlco 
aud consent of the Senate to its ratification. The 
time aad tlie circumsuucus attending the negotia- 
tion of that treaty were fiivorabls to it* accepiancs 
by the people oi the United Slates, but its provi- 
sions wuro wholly inadequate for the settlement of 
the urave wrongs that had been sustained by this 
government, as well as by its citizens. The injuries 
resulting to the 
United 
States 
by 
reason 
ot tlie course adopted by Great Britain during 
our lato civil war, in the 
increased rates 


ol Insurance, in tUe diminution of exports and Im- 
ports and other obstructions to domestic Industry 
and production, in its effect upon the foreign com- 
merce ol the country, in the decrease and transfer 
to Great Britain of our commercial marine, m tne 
prolongation oi tne war and the increased cost, both 
m treasure and in lives, of its suppression, could 
not be adjusted and satisfied as ordinary commercial 
claims which continually arise betweeii commercial 
nations, aud yet the convention treated tnem simply 
as such ordinary claims, from which they diner more 
widely in the gravity of their character than in tae 
magnitude of their amount. Great even as is that 
difference not a word was foond in the treaty and 
not an Inference could be drawn from it to remove 
the sense of the unfriendliness of tlie course 
of Great Britain in our 
struggle lor exist- 
ence which had 
so deeply ami universally 
Impressed Isaelf unon the people of this country. 
Believing tnat a convention ihos misconceived m 
Its scopes and inadequate in its provisions would 
not have produced the hearty cordial settlement of 
the pending questions whicb alone Is consistent 
with, the relations which 1 desire to have established 
between the United States and Great Britain, 1 re- 
garded I he action of the senate In rejecting the 
treaty to have been wisely taken In the Interest of 
peace and as a necessary step in ihe direction of a 
perfect ana cordial friendship between the two 
countries. A sensitive people, conscious of their 
powers, are more at ease under a great wrong 
wholly unatoned than tinder the reslralnt of a settle- 
ment which, satisfies neither their ideas of justice 
nor their grave sense of the grievance they have 
sustained. The rejection of the treaty was followed 
by a state or punlic feeling on both sides which I 
thought not favoraoie to any attempt ac renewed 
negotiations. I accordingly so instructed tae Minis- 
ter of the United States to Great Britain, and found 
tnat my views in this regard were shared by Jier 
Majesty's Minister. I hope that the time may soon 
arrive when tne two governments can approach the 
solution of this momentious question with an ap- 
preciation of what la due to the rights, dignity and 
Honor of each, ana with the determination not only 
10 remove the causes of complaint in the past, but to 
lay the foundation of a broad principle of public 
law which win prevent future differences and tend 
to firm and continued peace and friendship. This is 
now tne only grave question whicb. the United States 
lias with any foreign nation. 


BECIPKOCITr TREATY WITH CANADA. 
The question of renewing a treaty for reciprocal 
trade between the United States aud the British pro- 
vinces on this Continent has not been favorably con- 
sidered by the administration. The advantage of 
such a treaty would i>e wholly in favor of the Brilisa 
producer, except possibly a few ensaged in the trade 
between the two sections. No citizen, of tne United 
States would be benefited by the reciprocity. Our 
internal taxation would prove a protection to the 
British, producer almost equal to the protection, 
which onr manufacturers now receive from the 
tariff. Some arrangements, however, for tne regu- 
lation of commercial intercourse between the United 
States and the Dominion of Canada may be desirable. 
The commission for adjusting the claims of the 
Hudson Bay and ruget'B Sound Agricultural Com- 
pany upon the United States has terminated its 
labors. The award or $650,ouOhas been made, and 
all rights and titles of the company ou the territory 
of the United States have oeen extinguished. Deeds 
for the property ot the company have been deliv- 
ered; an appropriation by Congress to meet this 
suiu (s asked, 
The commissioners ror determining the North- 
western land boundary between the United states 
and tne British possessions under the treaty of 1855 
have completed their labors,' and the commission 
lias been dissolved. 
In conformity with, the recommendation of Con- 
gress a proposition was early made to the British 
government to abolish the mixed courts created 
under tne treaty of April 7,1S02, for tlie suppression 
of tne slave trade. The subject is still under nego- 
tiation. 


THE JfEW ATLANTIC CABLE. 
It having couie to uiy knowledge that a corporate 
company, organized under British laws, proposed 
to land upon the snores ol tae United HUces and to 
operate mere a submarine cable, under a concession 
from nis Majesty the Emperor or the French or an 
exclusive right for twenty yeara of telegraphic com- 
munication, between the shores of France aud the 
United Slates, with, the very oojectionable feature of 
subjecting all messages cjuveyed thereby to tae 
scrutiny and control of tha French government, I 
caused the French and British legations at Washing- 
ton to be made acquainted with tiie probable policy 
ol Congress on the subject, as foreshadowed by the 
bill which passed tbc bcuaus la March last. Tills 
drew from tlie representatives ot tlie company an 
agreement to accept as the basis of their operations 
the provisions of that bill, or of suca other 
enactment on the subject as might be passed during 
the approaching session or Congress. Also to use 
their uiUuence to secure Irom the French govern- 
ment a modification or their concession, so as to 
permit the lauding of any cable belonging to any 
company incorporated by the authority of the 
United states, or of any State or the Union, aud on 
their part not to oppose the establishment or any 
such cable. In consideration of this agreement I 
directed the withdrawal of all opposition by the 
United Slates authorities to. the landing of the cau'e, 
and to the workinc o£ it until tne meeting ol Con- 
gress. I regret to say that there has been no modi- 
fication made in the company's concession, nor so 
far as I can leara have they attempted to secure one. 
Their concession excludes the capital and tae citi- 
zens of tQo United States from competition upontbe 
shores of France. I recomiiiond legislation to protect 
the rights of citizens of the United States as well as 
the dignity and sovereignty of tho nation against 
such an assumption. 1 shall also endeavor to secure 
by negotiation an abandonment of tue pnncmle. of 
monopolies in ocean telegraphic cables, copies of 
the correspondence are herewith, furnished. 


NATURALIZATION AND KHIGKATION. 
The unsettled political condition of other coun- 
tries, less fortunate tUau our own, sometimes in- 
duces their citizens to come to the United States tor 
tne sole purpose of being naturalized. 
Having 
secured this tliey return to tneir native country and 
reside mere 
without disclosing thla change 


of 
allegiance. 
They accept 
official 
positions. 


of trust or Honor which can 
only be 
held 
by citizens or their native land. Tney journey 
under passports deacnbmu them as citizens still; 
and it Is onl» when civil discord, after years, per- 
haps, of quiet, threatens their persons or their pro- 
perty, or when their native State drafts into its 
military service, tuat the fact of their change ot alle- 
giance is made known. They reside permanently 
away from tne United States, they contripute no- 
thing to us revenues, they avoid the dnties ot Its 
citizenship, and they only make themselves known 
by a claim of protection. I have directed tue diplo- 
matic aad consular officers of the United States to 
scrutinize carefully all such claims of protection. 
The citizen ot the United States, whether native or 
adopted, 13 entitled to Its complete protection. 
Wliile I have a voice in tho direction of affairs I 
shall not consent to imperil the sacred right by 
conferring it upon fictitious or fraudulent claimants. 
On the accession or the present administration it 
was found that the Minister lor North Germany had 
made propositions tor the negotiation or a conven- 
tion for the protection of emigrant passengers, to 
wuich no response had beeu given. It was con- 
cluded tuat to be effectual all the maritime Powers 
engaged m tue trade should join in such a measure. 
Invitations have beeu extended to tiie Cabinets of 
London," Pans, Florence, Berlin, Brussels, the 
Hague, Copenhagen aud Stockholm to empower 
their representatives at Washington, to simultane- 
ously enter mto negotiations aud to conclude with 
the United States conventions identical in form, 
making uniform regulations as to the construction 
or tho parts of vessels to bo devoted to the use of 
emigrant passengers; 
as to the quality and 
quantity of lood; as to the medical treatment 
or the sick, and as to the rales to be observed during 
tue voyage, m order to secure ventilation, to pro- 
mote health, to prevent intrusion and to protect tne 
females, and providing for tlie establishment of 
tribunals In the several countries for enforcing such 
regulations by summary process. 
TAitU-'P QUESTIONS AND COMMERCE WITH THE EAST. 
Your attention is respectfully called to tne law reg- 
ulating the tariff on Uusslan hemp and to the ques- 
tion wiiether to fix the charges on Hussiaa hemp 
higher than they are fixed uuou .Manila is noc a vio- 
lation of our treaty with .Russia, placing tier •pro- 
ducts upon the same footing witu tliose of the most 
lavored nations. Our manufactures are increasing 
with wonderful rapidity under the encouragement 
which 
they now receive, 
with, the improve- 
ments 
in 
mactiiueiy 
already 
effected 
and 
still increasing, caus;ng machinery • to take tha 
place of., skilled labor. 
To a large extent ouc 
imports ot many articles must fall oit largely within 
a very lew years. 
Fortunately, too, manufactures 
are not confined to a low localities, aslonuerly, and, 
it Is to be hoped, will become moie and more dii- 
fusod, makiutc tho interest in them equal in.all sec- 
tions. Tliey give employment and support to hun- 
dreds of thousands of people at home, and retain 
witn us the means which otherwise would bo shipped 
abroad. The extension ot railroads m Europe and 
tha East Is bringing into competition with our agri- 
cultural producis like products of" other countries. 
Self-interest, it not sell-preservation, tnerelore, dic- 
tates caution against disturbing any industrial inter- 
est ot tue country. It teaches also the necessity of 
looking to other markets for the sale of our surplus, 
Oar neighbors south ot us and China and Japan should 
receive our special attention, it will be tne en- 
deavor of the administration to cultivate such rela- 
tions with these nations as to entitle us to their 
conlldeuce and make it tneir interest as well as ours 
to establish better commercial relations. 
ThrouKli the agency ot a more enligatened policy 
thau tliat heretofore pursued towards China, largely 
due to tho sagacity and efforts of one of our own, dis- 
tinguished citizens, tuo world Is about to commence 
largely increased relations with that populous and 
hitherto exclusive nation. As tlie bnlced States 
have 
been tho initiators in this new policy

sncceas. In this connection I advlso BUCU legisla- 
tion as will forever preclude the enslavement

I also rocommend 
thac tue mission to CUlna be raised to ouo of tne Ural 
class. 


OFFICIALS AND THEIR DUTIES. 
Upon my assuming tho responsibilities of Chief 


MaKiBtrate ot tno Uiittej states it was with the con- 
viction tuat three Huaga were essential to Its peace, 
prosperity and fullest development. First among 
these is strict Integrity In fulfilling all our obliga- 
tions; second, to secure protection to the1 person and 
property ot the citizen or tne United States m each 
md every portion of our common country, wherever 
lie may choose to move, witliout reference to origi- 
nal nationality, religion, color or politics, demand- 
ing ol nlin only obedience to tlie laws ana proper re- 
spect for the riglils of outers: third, union of all ttio 
States, with equal rights, indestructible by any 
constitutional means. 
To secars the flrsfc or 
these Congress has taken two essential steps—first, 
In declaring by joint resolution that tue puolic debt 
snould be paid, principal and Interest, in coin; and 
second, by providing the means for paying. Pro- 
viding tue means, however, could not secure the 
object desired without a proper administration of 
tne laws for the collection or tne revenues and an 
economical disbursement of them. To this subject 
the administration has most earnestly addressed 
itself, wltn results, i hope, satlslactory to the 
country. There has been no hesitation in changing 
officials in order to secure an eincient execution ot 
the laws; sometimes, too, where, in a mere party 
view, undesirable uolitical results were likely to 
follow, uor any hesitation in sustaining efficient 
officials against remonstrances wholly political. 


THE TENURE OP OFFICE ACT. 
•» 
It may be well to mention here the embarrassment 
possible to arise from leaving on tne statute books 
the so-called""iennre or OiUco act," and to earnestly 
recommend Its total repeal. It could not have 
been the Intention ot the iramers of tne constitution, 
when providing that appointments made by the 
president snoaid receive tue consent ot the Senate, 
that tne latter should have *he power to retain in 
office persons placed there by federal appointment, 
against the -will 01 the President. The law is incon- 
sistent with a laithful and efficient administration 
or the government. What faith can an Executive 
put in officials forced upon him; in those, too, wlioin 
ie has suspended tor treason? How will such offi- 
cials bs likely to serve an administration which 
they know does not trust them. JFor the sec- 
ond requisite to our growth and 
prosperity 
time and a firm but humane administration of exist- 
as laws, amended from time to time as they may 
prove ineffective or harsh and unnecessaiy, are 
probably all the more required. The third can- 
not be obtained by special leaislation, bnt must be 
regarded as fixed by tae constitution itself and grad- 
ually acquiesced in by force of public opinion. 


THE INDIANS. 
From the foundation of tbe government to tao 
present the management of the original inhabitants 
of this Continent—the Indians—has been a subject 
of embarrassment and expense, aad has been 
attended with continuous robberies, murders and 
wars. From my own experience on the frontiers 
and in Indian countries, 1 do not Hold either the 
egislation or the conduct of the whites who come 
most m contact with the Indian blameless lor these 
Hostilities. Tne past, however, cannot be undone, 
and tne question must be met as we now find It. I 
have attempted a new policy towards these wards of 
the nation—they cannot be regarded in any other 
light than as wards—with fair results, so far as tried, 
and which, I liope, will De attended ultimately with 
great success. The Society of Friends is well known 
as having succeeded in living In peace with the In- 
dians In the early settlement; of Pennsylvania, while 
their white neighbors of other sects in other sec- 
tions were constantly embroiled. They are also 
known lor taeir opposition to all strife, violence and 
war, ana are generally noted for their strict integrity 
and fair dealing. These considerations induced me 
;o give the management of a lew reservations ol 
Indians to tnem, and to throw the burden of selec- 
tion of agents upon tue society itself. The result 
aas proved most satisfactory. It will be tound more 
fully set forth In the report of the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs. 
For superintendents and Indian 
agents not on the reservations officers of tne army 
were selected. The reasons for this were nnmerons. 
Where Indian agents are sent there or near there 
troops must be sent ipj»o. The agenl and the com- 
mander of troops are independent of each other and 
are subject to orders Irom different departments of 
tbe 
government. 
Tne army 
officer 
holds a 
position lor 
lire; 
tne 
agent 
one at the 
will of the President. The former is 
per- 
sonally interested in living in harmony witn 
tne Indian and in the establishment of a per- 
manent peace, to tne end tnat soma portion of nls 
life may be spent wlttun the limits of civilized 
socletv. The latter has no such personal interest. 
Another icason is an economic one, and still another 
the hold which the government b.as upon a life 
officer to secure a faithful discharge of duties in car- 
rying out a given policy. The building of railroads 
and the access thereby given to all tne agricultural 
and mineral regions of tho country is rapldly 
brmging civilized settlements Into contact with ail 
the tribes 01 Indians. No matter what ought to be 
the relations between such settlements and the 
aborigines, the fact is they do not harmonize well, 
and one or the otner has to glvo way m the end. 
A syatem which looks to the extinction or race is 
too horrible lor a nation to adopt without entailing 
upon itself the wrata or all Christendom and eneen- 
derinz In tue citizen a disregard for human life and 
the rights or others dangerous to society. I sea no 
substitute for such a system except iu placing all 
the Indians on large reservations as rapidly as can 
be done, and giving them absolute orotection. there 
us soon as they are lltted for It. They Bttould be 
mauced to tasc their lauds in severally aud set up a 
Territorial government for tneir own protection. 
For lull details oathis subject i call your special 
attention to the report ot the Secretary of tUe Inte- 
rior and the Commissioner of Indian Affairs. 


THE ARMY. 
The report of the Secretary or War shows the ex- 
penditures ot the War Department for tno year end- 
ing tlie 13tu of June, 1869, to bo $so,6M,042, of which 
£23,882,310 was disbursed In the payment or debts 
contracted durinc the war, and is not chargeable to 
current army expenses. His estimate ot $.14,831,081 
for the expenses of the army lor the next fiscal year 
is as low as it Is believed can be relied on. The esti- 
mates of bureau officers nave been carefully scru- 
tinized, and reduced wherever it has been deemed 
practicable. If, however, the condition of tlie coun- 
try 
snould 
be such 
by the 
beginning of 
the next fiscal year as to admit of a- greater 
concentration ot troops the appropriation asked 
lor will not be expended. The appropriations 
estimated lor river and harbor improvements and 
for lortiflcations are submitted separately. What- 
ever amount Congress mar deem proper to appro- 
priate ror these purposes will be expended. Tno 
recommendation or the General of tneArmy tnat 
appropriations be made for the lorts at Boston, 
Portland, New Vork, Philadelphia, New Orleans and 
San Francisco, If for no other, is concurred in. 1 
also ask your special attention to the recommenda- 
tion of the General commanding the military divi- 
sion of the Pacific for the sale or the seal islands or 
St. Paul and St. George, Alaska Territory, and sug- 
gest that It either be complied with or that legisla- 
tion be had ror the protection or the seal flsli- 
eries, from waicn a revenuu should be derived. 
The reuort of the Secretary of "War contains a synop- 
sis or the reports of the heads ol bureaus, of the 
commanders of military divisions and the districts of 
Virginia, Mississippi and Texas, and the report of 
the General of tne Army in full. Tne recommenda- 
tions therein contained have been well considered, 
and are submitted for your action. I, however, call 
special attention to the recommendation of the Chief 
of Ordnance ror the sala of arsenals and lands no 
longer of use to the government; also to the recom- 
mendation of tne Secretary of War that the act ot the 
3d of March, 1869, prohibiting promotions and ap- 
pointments on the staff corps of the array, ba re- 
pealed. The extent of tne country to be garrisoned 
ana the number ot military posts to be occupied Is 
tne same with a reduced army as wlta a largo one. 
Tne number ol staff officers required is more depend- 
ent upon tne latter than tne former condition. 


THE NAVY. 


Tho report of the Secretary of the Navy, .accom- 
panying this, shows tne condition of the navy wnen 
tliis administration came into office and the cttanges 
made since. Strenuous efforts have been made to 
place as many vessels in commission or render them 
nt for service if required as possible and to substi- 
tute the sail for steam while cruising, thus mace- 
riallv reducing the expenses or the navy and adding 
greatly to its efficiency. Looking to ourlutnre, I 
recommend a liberal though not extravagant policy 
towards tcls branch or the public service. 


I'OST OFFICE DEPAKTME.NT- 
The report of tne Postmaster General furnishes a 
clear ami comprehensive exhibit of tlie operations 
of ttie postal service and ot the financial condition 
ot tho Post Office Department. Ihe ordinary postal 
revenues for the year ending the 30th. of Jnne, 1869, 
amounted to $18,344,510, and t&e expenditures to 
523,698,131, snowing an excess of expenditures over 
receipts of £5,o53,62i). The excess of expenditures 
over receipts tor tha previous year amounted to 
$6,-137,992. The Increase of revenues for 1869 over 
those ol 1888 was $2,051,809, and the increase or ex- 
penditures was $967,53S. Tne iucreasea revenue 
in 1869 exceeded tlio increased revenue in 186S bi 
8996,336, and the Increased expenditure In 1S69 
was $^,527,570 leas than tne Increased expenditure 
In isss, snowing oy comoarison this gratifying fea- 
ture ot improvement— that while the increase of ex- 
penditure over the increase of receipts in ISDS was 
52,439,535, the Increase of receipts over the Increase 
of expenditures in 1S69 was $1,084,371. Your atten- 
tion is lespecuully called to tae recommendations 
made by the Postmaster General for authority to 
change tho rate or compensation to the main 
trims railroad lines lor taeir services In carrying 
the mails, for having post route maps executed, 
for reorganizing and increasing tha efficiency of 
ta« special agency service, for the increase of the 
mail service on tho Pacific and for establishing 
mall service under tno flasr of the Union on the 
Atlantic; aud most especially do I call yonr atten- 
tion to 
nia 
recommendation 
lor 
the total 
abolition 
or 
the 
franking privilege. 
This 
Is an abase rrom wliicu no oue receives commen- 
surate advantage. It reduces tho receipts for tue 
postal service Irom twenty-live to thirty per cent 
and largely increases tho service to be periormed. 
Tuc method by which postage should bo paid upon 
public matter is. set forth rully m the report of tue 
Postmaster General. 


DEPARTMENT OF TBE INTERIOR. 
The report of tae Secretary of the Interior shows 
that tuo quantity ot public lands disposed of curing 
the year ending the 30th of June, 1SB9, was 7,666,1M 
acres, exceeding that of tho preceding year by 
1,010,409 acres. 01 tnls amount a,S9C,644 acres were 
sold lor cash and 2,737,365 acres entered under tha 
homestead laws. Tbe remainder was granted to 
aid in tiio construction 
of works of inter- 
nal 
improvement, approved to the States 03 
swamp lands and located with warrant and scrip. 
Ths caali receipts Tom all sources were $4,472,888, 
exceeding thoso of tho preceding year $2,840,140. 
During tho last fiscal yoar 23.1U8 names were added 
to tho pension rolls, 4,876 dropped therefrom, leav- 
ing at its close 187,963. Tho amount paid to pen- 
sioners, including tho compensation of disbursing

that of tbe previous year, the ratmtfloence of Con- 
gress nas been conspicuously niauiiosied in Its legis- 
lation for tne soldiers and sailors who suffered m tno 
recent struggle to maintain time unity of government 
wlilcu makes ua one people. The additions to the 
pension roils of cacn successive year since the con- 
clusion ol hostilities result In a great degree from 
the repeated amendments of the ace of the 14tn 
of July, 1862, which extended its provisions to 
cases not faiime within its original scope. The large 
outlay which la thus occasioned is further increased 
by tlie more liberal allowance bestowed since that 
date upon tbose wiio, lu tlie line or duty, were 
wholly or partially disabled. Public opinion has 
jiven an emphatic sanction M these measures of 
Congress, anu it will bo conceded that no part or 
our public burden ia more cheerfully borne tban that 
wnlcli is imposed by this branch of tna service. It 
necessitates the noxt fiscal year, m addition to the 
amount justly chargeable to tho .Naval Psnslon fund, 
an appropriation of $33,000,000. During the year 
1869 the Patent OBlce Issued 13.7S2 patents, and its 
receipts were $688,389, being J213.92S more thau tae 
expenditures. I wouid respectfully call yonr atten- 
tion to tne recommendation of the Secretary of tne 
Interior for uniting the duties of supervismz the 
education of freedmen with the other duties devolv- 
ing upon the Commissioner of Education. If It is 
the desire of Congress to make tb.9 census, wulch 
most be taken durng the year 1870, more compiete 
and perfect than heretofore, I would suggest early 
action upon any plan that may oe agreed upon. As 
Congress at its last session appointed a committee 
;o take Into consideratidn such measures as misni 
i>e deemed proper in reference to the census aad 
.0 report a plan I deelst from saying more. 
I recommend to .your favorable consideration 
the claims of the 
Agricultural 
Bureau for' 
liberal appropriations in a country so diver- 
sified In climate and soil as ours, and .with a pos- 
ulacion so largely dependent upon agriculture. The 
jeneflts that can be conferred by properly fostering 
this bureau are incalculable. 


CONCISION. 
I desire respectfully to call the a'ttenaon of Con- 
gress to the inadequate salaries of a number of the 
most Important officers of tne government. In this 
message I will not enumerate them, bnt will specify 
only the Justices of the Supreme Court. l?o change 
has been made In their salaries for fifteen years, 
aad within that time the labors of the court 
lave largely Increased, and the expenses of living 
have at least doubled during tne same time. Con- 
zress nas since found It necessary to increase largeiy 
;ne compensation of its own members, and the doty 
which it owes to another department of government 
deserves and will undoubtedly receive its due con- 
sideration. There are many subjects not alluded to 
in this .message, wnlcn mignt with propriety belu- 
srodneed, but I abstain, believing that your patriot- 
Ism and statesmanship will suggest the topics of the 
legislation most conducive to the Interests ol the 
wnole people. On my part I promise a rigid adhe- 
rence to the laws aad their strict enlorcemeut-

Passage oi a Resolution Favoring Improve- 


ments In Western Rivers and Southern 
Harbors—Report of tho Committee on the 
Resumption of Specie j^ayments, 


Eioaaosi), Va., Dec. 8, 1889. 


At the session or the National Board of Trade to- 


day delegates from the LouiSTilie Board 
was 


received. The Executive Council recommended Buf- 
falo, S. T., as tiie nest place of meeting. Hamilton 
A. Hill, of Boston, was re-elected secretary of tee 
Board. 


General Cauby being present was Invited within 


the bar. 


The Committee on the Improvement of the Ohio and 


Mississippi rivers reported resolutions asking Con- 
gress to make appropriations for the removal of the 
obstructions to navigation in those rivers, especially 
at the mouth of the Ohio, and tne rapids at BocK 
Island, and Des Moines, and to*orovide that tas 
bridges over the Ohio should have one span 400 feet 
long, and the brides over the Mississippi, above the 
mouth ot the Missouri, one span 300 leet long, and 
all so elevated as not to obstruct navigation, and 
that piers of these bridges be located by the govern- 
ment engineers. The report was amended so as to 
leave ont the clause fixing the length or the spans 
and so as to ask Congress to improve the harbors of 
Mobile, Richmond, Savannan and Charleston, and 
then adopted by a vote of ayes 59, nays 3. 
The Committee on the Resumption of Specie Pay- 
ment reported resolutions, first, affirming that the 
best Interests of the country demand the best restor- 
ation of the specie standard of value; second, re 
commending to Congress the issue of four per cent 
bonds, pavable in thirty years, with the principal 
and interest in gold, which may be exchanged for

Mr. GHCUB, of Philadelphia, oflerea a substitute 
proposing to work the dnited States Treasury with 
such private capital as may be necessary, in addition 
to the public money, as a bank chartered for a term 
of years. 
A long and general discussion followed the sab 
mission or these propositions. Alter deoate all th( 
propositions were defeated, and In place oi then 
the Board adopted only the first resolution of the 
majority report, declaring Its belief that the resump- 
tion of specie payment is an imperative necessity. 
It was ordered that the debate in the Board on this 
subject be printed and transmitted to Congress. 
The twenty-fifth proposition, looking to a uniform 
rate of interest In tne country, was debated briefly 
and laid on the table. 
The tnird proposition, for a uniform inspection of 
flour and grain, was indefinitely postposed. 
The twenty-sixth proposition, askmc Congress to 
repeal all the duties on railroad iron and snipping 
materials, railed to receive a two-thirds vote and 
was defeated. Another resolution, requesting; Con- 
Ereas to reduce Ihe duties on coal, iron and salt, tuso 
failed by the same vote. 
The twenty-eighth proposition, urging the revision 


of the tariff and revenue laws so as to render them 
harmonious with each other, jnst to every class of 
the community and to eacn State in all their pro- 
visions, was-ananlmously adopted. 
The thirtieth proposition, recommending a repea 


of the law condemning vessels to confiscation foi 
the acts of the officers, crew or passengers, wnicn 
are beyond the control of tlie captain or owners 
was adopted- 
The thirty-first proposition in favor-of nniformity 
or coinage among the commercial nations of thi 
world was adopted. 
Tho recommendation of last year for the passage 
or tne Civil Service bill was renewed- 
A resolution was offered by Mr. W ALBRTDQE endors 
lug the National Exposition to be neld at Washington 
m 1871, wjhlcu was adopted. 
A tribute of respect to the memory or George Pea 
body was adopted.

THEASURY DEPARTMENT, DSc. 6,1889. 


Trfcave the honor t» submit nereivitn the annual 
eport of the doings ana condition of the Treasury 
lepartment. In tuts report I naturally treat nrst 
be matters of administration and tneir measures of 
nolle policy. The officers in charge of tne various 
ureaus and divisions of the Treasury Department 
ave faithfully periormed their duties, and I com- 
mend their several reports to tue consideration of 


ougress. Tne Treasurer of the United States lias 
repared an elaborate report, setting forth ttie pre- . 
ent condition of the Treasury, and furnishing a ri- 
•unilt of the business of toe Treasurer's office irom 
801 to the present term. Tlie long and faithful ser- 
inces of the present Treasurer entitle him to tna 
gratitude of ihe country. 


REVENUE MATPEKS—FKACBS OS THE KEVENOE. 
The report of the Commissioner of internal Kevenne 
3 respectfully commended to tha attention of Con- 
gress. Since the appointment of tne present Com- 
missioner ttia administration or the office has been 
onstanlly improving. The increase of receipts lor 
he Ural Ove months of the present fiscal year in the 
urn ol $14,431,333 over the amount collected in the 
rat nve moms or cue last fiscal year is satisfactory 
estimony to the ability and integrity of the persons 
mployed in that brancn of the public service. The 
.mount pats by warrants wr collecting the revenue 
rom custom? during tae fiscal year ending 
une 30,1868, was $8,373,385, and lor the year end- 
ing June 30,1809, $5,378,7S8. showing a decrease of 
;1,001,647. The decrease ia the cost of collecting 
he revenue lias not been attended by any loss of 
fflciency in the service. On the other hand, It is 
jelleved that tue means lor tne detection or smug- 
gling are better than ever before, and that the 
ustom honse service is also constantly Improving. 
t ought to be understood taat tiie chief means or 
Electing the revenue and enforcing t'ae revenue 
aws must be lonnd in the administration of the 
appraiser's department. The frauds and losses arising, 
rom actual smtutitUag; are unimportant when com- 
pared with the losses sustained through incompetent 
or dishonest examiners and appraisers. Assuming 
hat hone=t men may be obtained lor these impor- 
tant positions at the present salaries, it Is yet true 
that an incompetent appraiser or examiner may 
dally subject the government to losses far exceeding 
the amount of his salary. Under existing laws cer- 
tain revenue officers and other persons appearing 
as informers are entitled to snares m fines, penalties 
and forfeiture?. During the Usual year 1869-9 the 
Treasury Department distributed taesum of S2S6.073 
to snch officers and to luiormera in the various 
cases arising under the customs and revenue laws- 
A large additional sum was also paw through the 
internal revenue office. The reason oniflDch the

There can be no douot tnat saca is the effect of this 
policy; but the experience I have hadin the Treasury 
Department has convinced me that the evils attend- 
ing the system are greater than the benefits derived 
from it. It often occurs that revenue officers are 
led to assert claims in behair of the government 
which nave DO jnst foundation In law or In the 
facts 
of

informer and 
officers who share in 


the penalties to misrepresent the case to tho 
government so as to secure the greater advantage to 
themselves. Bnt a more serious evil is iotmd m the 
practice, quite general, or allowing persons a iraudu- 
lent course until a result is reached which will inure 
to the benelit of the oSlcers and inforaiers, instead 
of checking criminal practices at the outset It is 
impossible to set forth in exact language the charac- 
ter of tbe evils that grow out of the present system. 
i am, however, clearly of the opinion that the gov- 
ernment ought to rely npon public officers for the 
proper performance of their duties, wituout stimu- 
lating them by any contingent advantages. I have 
elsewhere recommended an increase of salaries of 
Custom House officers; and tae abolition of the sys- 
tem or giving to them a share of fines, penalties and 
forfeiture:! will be an additional reason for the in- 
creass of salaries in tins department of the public 
service. 
TREASURY CLEKS3 AS CLAIM AGENTS AND ATTORNEYS. 
It has become a practice lor clerks and other per- 
sons who have held ofllce in the Treasury Depart- 
ment to accept employment as agents or attorneys 
for parties having claims airainst the department; 
and there la reason to believe that in some instances 
the Information obtained while in the public service 
has beuti used in aid or the claimants. Without de- 
tailing all the objections to th:s practice, I respect- 
fully suggest that a law be passed barring persons 
from practising betore the Treasury Department as 
agents or attorneys in behalf of claims that were 
pendimr wnen such -persons were officers of the 
department. 


CLERICAL FORCE OF THE DEPARTMENT. 
In March last there was employed in 'he Treasury 
Department at Washington 2.S4S clerks, messengers 
and laborers at a monthly cost of $255,921. At pre- 
sent the whole number of snch employe's is -,441, 
and tlieir monthly pay amounts to $238,280, showing 
a decrease or expenses at the rate or $671,688 per 
annum. It was round necessary, however, during 
tiie periods mentioned to Increase the force in tha 
internal revenue office and la the office of the flrsc 
Comptroller. This increase, in the aggregate, is at 
the rate of $80,440 per annum. This statement-does 
not relate to the force employed in the Bureau ol 
Engraving and printing. 
SPECIAL AGENTS IS THE SEKYICE OF THE DEPART- 


MENT. 
In March last there were sixty-two special agents 
In the service ot the department, receiving In tho 
aggregate for their services the sum of S371 per day. 
Eacn of these agents made his reports to the depart- 
ment and acted under its direct orders. The num- 
ber at present employed is fifty-four, and their dally 
pay amounts to $36S- The pay of the agents haa 
been Increased generally, in the liope that more 
efficient services might bs obtained. The seacoast 
and frontiers or ihe country have been divided into 
sixteen special agency districts and a superintend- 
ent appointed for each. Assistants have been 
appointed 
and detailed to 
act 
under 
the 
several district agents. The orders of the depart- 
ment are in all cases sent to the agent in charge or 
the district, and the reports ot ms assistaats are made 
to him. Tne agent is required to make a monthly 
report of his own doings and of the doings of his 
subordinates. The results tbns far ootained appear 
to justify the organization Introduced. 


I'BE MAX0FACTHBE OP "COVBRXMENT PAPEK." 
Arrangements have been made ror the manufac- 
ture of paper for tne currency and other obligations 
of the United States and lor the printing or 
the same, 
which 
increase 
the 
security of 
the government against; unlawful issues from 
the genuine plates. Under tho eleventh section 
of an act approved June 30,1S64, entitled "An act to, 
provide wavs and means for the support of the gov- 
ernment and for other purposes," a peculiar paper 
has been designated as "the government paper," 
ana by that act it is made a felony for any person to 
have or retain in his possession any similar paper 
adapted to the making of any obligation or security 
of tne United States, except under the authority or 
the Secretary ol the Treasury or some other proper 
officer of the United States. Arrangements have 
been made for the manufacture of tins paper by 
Messrs. Wilcoi A Co., near Philadelphia, and the 
mills, owned by them, which are exclusively 
devoted to tms purpose, have oeen placed nnder tae 
supervision of the officers or the government, and 
such precautions have been taken lor tiie custody or 
portions 01 tna machinery as to render it improbable 
that the paper manufactured can be obtained by dls- 
hoaeat means. It is received by an agent of the gov- 
ernment stationed at the mills, aad upon the requi- 
sition of the department it is snipped to the National 
Bank Kote Company, the American Bans Note Com- 
pany or to tne Printing Bureau of the Treasury De- 
partment, as the case may require. Arrangements 
have also been made with each of the two companies, 
mentioned ibr preparing one *t of plates for every 
issuo of currency 
or other obligations. Th9 
Engraving and Minting Bureau at Washington 
prepares a third set, ana each office places au 
imprint upon every obligation of the government.' 
Notice of the transmission of paper from the agent 
at the mills and its receipt by the several offices; or 
the deliveries therefrom to the sealing bureau in the 
Treasury Department, and also of deliveries to tas 
Treasurer or tne United States, is given each day, by 
telegram or by letter, and on the following day the 
accountants in the Treasury Departmeus prepare a 
statement showing the disposition of every sheet or 
paper manufactured, iu the month of November 
the paper at the mm and in eaca of the several 
printing establishments was careiuliy counted and 
the results comoared with the accounts m the Trea- 
sury Department. In an aggregate of abont 7,000,000 
of sheets received by tae agent at the mills discre- 
pancies were found to the extent of sixty sheets of 
fractional currency paper, iMd for the money value 
ot which the companies dolns the worfc are respoa- 


B lti» believed tnat these arrangement* famish, bet- 
ter security tnan haa heretofore existed against tha 
fraudulent Jesus of currency or other obligations of 
the covernmout by ihe nse of tho original dies or 
nlates and cue system of the Ireqneat examinations 
or the .several establishments entrusted with tba 
worK trill disclose at once any discrepancies In the 
Accounts.

The ECggestaocs that I nave made indicate my 
opinion ttia-t it will not be vciso to resniue specie 
payments vrluie so large a part of the interest-bear- 
ing uebt of the country is represented by nve-twenty 
bonds and Held by European merchants, banters 
and manufacturers. 
Questions that have been 
raised in regard to ths nature of the ouligatiou 
assumed by ths government In the issue of these 
boaas have undoubtedly deterred many pewoai 
Irom purchasing them as a permanent investment, 
and consequently tncy are largely held In this coun- 
try and in Europe for speculative purposes, by oer- 
gonB who design to pat them upon the market \vnen- 
ever the advance shall furnisii a sufficient induce- 
ment, or whenever political orflnanciai disturbances 
may create & demand lor money for other purposes. 
It is probable that from $710,0.10,000 to SDJOjWiu.o-JO 
»f these bonds are now hold ;ji Europe, aud to a 
•tjonsideraole extent by persons who trill ai'posa of 
tuem under the influence to which I have referred. 
Such a panic as existed in Europe, in isea anna 
opening of the Austrian ana Prussian war would Bs 
lieely to indues the return of a sufficient amount to 
thai country tor sale to embarrass business, and, in 
case of resumption, to cause the suspension of the 
bants.

In the or- 
dinary coarso of trade the currency of ths country 
tends rapidly to the cities and it is unwise to stimu- 
late tills tendency br artiacial means. But the evil 
does not end with the impoverishment of tiie country. 
As the bants in the cities may be called upon at any 
moment to respond to tne drafts of their depositors, 
tncy decline to mane loans rewosautins such funds 
upon commercial paper, payable upon Urns, bat in- 
sut unon maSuug call loans, as they are termed, 
with government bonds or other obligations pledged 
as collateral security. Merchants generally will not 
borrow money la large suius payable upon demand. 
The consequence is that the moneys thus accumu- 
lated in the city banns are loaned to persons to en- 
gage in speculative pursuits. The extent ol this 
evil is seen in iho fact that of the bans loans in the 
city of New Yort in October, 1SJS, $118,000,000 were 
upon commercial paper and $03,000,000 upon de- 
mand, with a pledge of collaterals, and in October, 
iseu, $90,000,000 were upon commercial paper and 
$59,000,000 upon demand, lu the former year forty-one 
per cent and in the latter year thirty-seven per cent 
of the loans made by the Kew York banxs were upon 
ocmand. A further result Is seen in the ract that 
parties borrowing money upon commercial paper for 
'egltimate commercial purposes pay from throe to 
six per cent additional Interest per annum, as com- 
pared with persons who borrow money lor sp.ecula- 
uve purposes.

day last from Havana, tne following reliable letter 
has heeu received in this city:—

MACUP-MES, NOV. 29, 1809. 
Oa the 1st of nert month 41)0 volunteers from the 
first battalion of Matanzas will leave lor tne Al- 
ilama sugar estates, where they -will be quartered 
to guard the same, -stair ana headquarters at the 
"Sama i:oja," wmch is a masrulflcent plantation. 
The rising of the negroes at yuemndos (Carahatas), 


winch Tiiioj, the Governor or Saisua, preieuus to 
have discovered, nas ta-Kcu place upon the following 
estaies, viz-:—Han Isidro, beiouglnu to More !c 
Ajuria; LuearOita, to Vauellaao; rsauta Teresa, to 
UoppiDger; Espeninza; to A tonso; San Ifranclsco, to 
tile Count O'Ucitiy; Margarita, to Francisco Annen- 
tn-as: Capnepo, to Bias iluro, and tho Eco, to 
btouUer, which, toacther, contain about 1.700ne- 
groos. All me hanils, both Iree and slaves, upou 
uie eight estates referred lo have been horribly 
flogged, and aiterwards made to give tneir evidence 
as tno Santa .Teresa. 
Three ot the number were 
shot, one was flogged on three dilierent occas-ious, 
receiving in all buo lasnes; and one of the. best ne- 
groes ou M;C place, a vigorous man, was whipped 
almost to 
death, 
aud amid 
his Bufferings 
while repeatedly fainting and falling to the ground 
from sheer weakness, was made to delare wnat he 
Knew. Another, upon receiving the order to lie 
down and submit to be tied and receive punishment, 
icil sensels&s. A'evcrtneiess he received 1,000 lashes 
without giving the slightest sign of life. A creolo 
iiesro, suspected to be, though not, implicated in 
' the plot, received 1,200 lashes. 


The hands ot the estates were collected together 
upon tho Esperanza. and there, m the presence of 
2,000 negroes, the ringleaders of the) conspiracy 
were flogged in gangs of twenty-one at a time—two 
executioners bems detailed for each victim. At tho 
same place nine wore shot, and in the punishment 
inflicted no distinction was made between free ana 
slave. 


A cartload of the chastised freedmen arrived at 
Sngua la Grande, headquarters of the district, and 
were tnrown into jail, lying with their faces down, 
because their wounds urevented them from assum- 
ing any other position. The htad physician ot the 
Charity Hospital called there to see"them and de- 
clared that it was useless to treat their wounds 
because he was sure tuut they would all die, and 
added that if they were carried to the hospital it 
would only ba 10 soil the wards. These sufferers 
were nine m number, and near death; but it Is well 
nndersiood that if any ot them miraculously survive 
it will be to be shot. 


A white man, accused of Incendiary Intentions, 
•was condemned Wj be shot to death by a drumhead 
court martial, which, in this country, la merely the 
dictum of any commander. The plan of the negroes 
is supposed to have been to rise on Christinas eve, 
till tha whites and join the insurgents. 


At Santiago de Cuba a landing or arms at Mayari 
Is still spoken of, and the newspapers for the flrst 
time make mention of Loui Marcano, and say that 
Generals Jordan aud Joncep Harinol are marching 
upon Gibara.- It will be remembered that Loui Mar- 
cano was reported by tiie Spaniards to have been, 
assassinated by ins own men, but the story was uni- 
versally disbelieved.

We have reliable Information from the Trinidad

One or them was 
Mr. De I'eyster; one was a Mr. frovost; one was a 
Mr. Roosevelt; one was a Mr. Ouciebeg (who 
was of course not a pawnbroker), and llueo 
others rejoiced in the appropriate names of itrazicr, 
Hoome and Jelleson. The Leibbmns who were 
going to contest got themselves sworn in before the 
outgoing Mayor.

ascertained, urose previous to March 1, and the re- 
mainder, JJO,4i)0.7Ta, between that time and the 1st 
day of July. This excess was applied Irom time to 
lime to the purchase of five twentv bonds, aud tho 
e.\cess of receipts since July i has been used m me 
same manner. The purchases amounted in the ag- 
gregate, on the 30th day of November, to $7a,*7u,Sud. 
AS a large part of the excess of recsipts was realized 
in com, sales of gold have been made from time to 
time, and the proceeds applied to the purchase of 
bonds. With the exception of the sale of moderate 
amounts of com in cmcasro, Kew Orleans, St. Lou s 
and Baltimore for the payment of duties, the sale of 
gold and the purchases of bonds have bsen made 
uniformly through tha agency of the United States 
Treasurer In New York, and without any expense to 
the government except the comparatively 
mall 
amount paid for adveitismg the proposals. The 
average premium on gold sold since March 1 has 
beoa thirty-two and eight-tenths per cent., and the 
average premium paid for bonds has bsen 163 8-100 
per cent. Upon this basis of the sales of gold 
and the purchase of bonds, the average price 
paid to? bonds in coin has been, eiahty-ei^ht 
and fifty-five one-hsadredths per cent, 
ihe

The ECggestaocs that I nave made indicate my 
opinion ttia-t it will not be vciso to resniue specie 
payments vrluie so large a part of the interest-bear- 
ing uebt of the country is represented by nve-twenty 
bonds and Held by European merchants, banters 
and manufacturers. 
Questions that have been 
raised in regard to ths nature of the ouligatiou 
assumed by ths government In the issue of these 
boaas have undoubtedly deterred many pewoai 
Irom purchasing them as a permanent investment, 
and consequently tncy are largely held In this coun- 
try and in Europe for speculative purposes, by oer- 
gonB who design to pat them upon the market \vnen- 
ever the advance shall furnisii a sufficient induce- 
ment, or whenever political orflnanciai disturbances 
may create & demand lor money for other purposes. 
It is probable that from $710,0.10,000 to SDJOjWiu.o-JO

EVILS OF OUll ri'-ESESl E.IMSING SVSTSil. 
There are two evils in the present banking system 
which require remedy by prompt and cfflcient legis- 
lation, 'i lie first is the practice" on the part of banks 
ot allowing interest upon deposits.

Country bants and otners remote from tho 
large centres or trade, having received money on 
deposit lor which they pay interest are anxious to 
transfer auch funds to other bants ami froca which 
they will receive an equal or larger amount of Inter- 
est m return. They are stimulated also by the 
desire to place their funds whera they can be at ail 
tunes commanded. TUBS influenced, laree sums are 
placed on deposit with banks In the cities, especially 
m the city of Sew YorK, which is the great centre of 
tradi and finance for tho Atlantic coast. In the or- 
dinary coarso of trade the currency of ths country 
tends rapidly to the cities and it is unwise to stimu- 
late tills tendency br artiacial means. But the evil 
does not end with the impoverishment of tiie country. 
As the bants in the cities may be called upon at any 
moment to respond to tne drafts of their depositors, 
tncy decline to mane loans rewosautins such funds 
upon commercial paper, payable upon Urns, bat in- 
sut unon maSuug call loans, as they are termed, 
with government bonds or other obligations pledged 
as collateral security. Merchants generally will not 
borrow money la large suius payable upon demand. 
The consequence is that the moneys thus accumu- 
lated in the city banns are loaned to persons to en- 
gage in speculative pursuits. The extent ol this 
evil is seen in iho fact that of the bans loans in the 
city of New Yort in October, 1SJS, $118,000,000 were 
upon commercial paper and $03,000,000 upon de- 
mand, with a pledge of collaterals, and in October, 
iseu, $90,000,000 were upon commercial paper and 
$59,000,000 upon demand, lu the former year forty-one 
per cent and in the latter year thirty-seven per cent 
of the loans made by the Kew York banxs were upon 
ocmand. A further result Is seen in the ract that 
parties borrowing money upon commercial paper for 
'egltimate commercial purposes pay from throe to 
six per cent additional Interest per annum, as com- 
pared with persons who borrow money lor sp.ecula- 
uve purposes.

passed prohibiting absolutely the payment of the 
merest by banKs upon deposits, aud limiting also

MACUP-MES, NOV. 29, 1809. 
Oa the 1st of nert month 41)0 volunteers from the 
first battalion of Matanzas will leave lor tne Al- 
ilama sugar estates, where they -will be quartered 
to guard the same, -stair ana headquarters at the 
"Sama i:oja," wmch is a masrulflcent plantation. 
The rising of the negroes at yuemndos (Carahatas), 


winch Tiiioj, the Governor or Saisua, preieuus to 
have discovered, nas ta-Kcu place upon the following 
estaies, viz-:—Han Isidro, beiouglnu to More !c 
Ajuria; LuearOita, to Vauellaao; rsauta Teresa, to 
UoppiDger; Espeninza; to A tonso; San Ifranclsco, to 
tile Count O'Ucitiy; Margarita, to Francisco Annen- 
tn-as: Capnepo, to Bias iluro, and tho Eco, to 
btouUer, which, toacther, contain about 1.700ne- 
groos. All me hanils, both Iree and slaves, upou 
uie eight estates referred lo have been horribly 
flogged, and aiterwards made to give tneir evidence 
as tno Santa .Teresa. 
Three ot the number were 
shot, one was flogged on three dilierent occas-ious, 
receiving in all buo lasnes; and one of the. best ne- 
groes ou M;C place, a vigorous man, was whipped 
almost to 
death, 
aud amid 
his Bufferings 
while repeatedly fainting and falling to the ground 
from sheer weakness, was made to delare wnat he 
Knew. Another, upon receiving the order to lie 
down and submit to be tied and receive punishment, 
icil sensels&s. A'evcrtneiess he received 1,000 lashes 
without giving the slightest sign of life. A creolo 
iiesro, suspected to be, though not, implicated in 
' the plot, received 1,200 lashes. 


The hands ot the estates were collected together 
upon tho Esperanza. and there, m the presence of 
2,000 negroes, the ringleaders of the) conspiracy 
were flogged in gangs of twenty-one at a time—two 
executioners bems detailed for each victim. At tho 
same place nine wore shot, and in the punishment 
inflicted no distinction was made between free ana 
slave. 


A cartload of the chastised freedmen arrived at 
Sngua la Grande, headquarters of the district, and 
were tnrown into jail, lying with their faces down, 
because their wounds urevented them from assum- 
ing any other position. The htad physician ot the 
Charity Hospital called there to see"them and de- 
clared that it was useless to treat their wounds 
because he was sure tuut they would all die, and 
added that if they were carried to the hospital it 
would only ba 10 soil the wards. These sufferers 
were nine m number, and near death; but it Is well 
nndersiood that if any ot them miraculously survive 
it will be to be shot. 


A white man, accused of Incendiary Intentions, 
•was condemned Wj be shot to death by a drumhead 
court martial, which, in this country, la merely the 
dictum of any commander. The plan of the negroes 
is supposed to have been to rise on Christinas eve, 
till tha whites and join the insurgents. 


At Santiago de Cuba a landing or arms at Mayari 
Is still spoken of, and the newspapers for the flrst 
time make mention of Loui Marcano, and say that 
Generals Jordan aud Joncep Harinol are marching 
upon Gibara.- It will be remembered that Loui Mar- 
cano was reported by tiie Spaniards to have been, 
assassinated by ins own men, but the story was uni- 
versally disbelieved.

Three of ihe aldermen at mat 
time returned tucuiselvcs elected. One or them was 
Mr. De I'eyster; one was a Mr. frovost; one was a 
Mr. Roosevelt; one was a Mr. Ouciebeg (who 
was of course not a pawnbroker), and llueo 
others rejoiced in the appropriate names of itrazicr, 
Hoome and Jelleson. The Leibbmns who were 
going to contest got themselves sworn in before the 
outgoing Mayor.

Albert D. Kicnardsou wa-» resumed yesterday morn- 
tog before Coroner Keenan, at the City Hall. The 
Jury, wnose names nave been already published, 
assembled at elevea o'clock. 


Mr. McFarland, attended by his counsel, was pro- 


jent, and his demeanor was exactly of that cool, 
collected and unconcerned character He has shown 
throughout the Alpha and Omega of this dreadful 
tragedy. Coroner Keenan Kept 1113 promise of ex- 
cluding iroin the testimony anything 'mat was otit- 
Bide the cause of the dealh of the deceased. The 
consequence was that the evidence was very matter 
of lacf, and mere was an entire absence of anything 
likely to gratify the setisattouallsis. The room was 
not crowded, and the few people who were present 
were not prominent citizens. Judee Howling arrived 
towards the c.oseatid had a conversation with the 
counsel lor the prisoner aud shoot hands with - the 
latter. 


HcFarland reserved any statement lie had to make

Q. During tiie last two or three weeks did he come 


to the office frequently? A. I thicte it was Monday 
before Thanksgiving that I saw him three or four 
times In the ollloe', I am not certain about it, but I 
believe it was about that time. 


Q. Ilad he been away from Kew YorK? A. Yes; he 


' had returned from Kansas and from Chicago. 


Q. Since then how often lias he been iu the Tribune 


office? A. I should think abt,:>t five or six times. 


Q. Did he come to the office at any particular time 


or the day. A. Generally about eleven o'clocS. 


Q. Did he remain lonj when he came to the office ? 


A. No, he called for His letters, and 1 don't know 
when lie went away after that. 


Q. Since Monday before ThanKsglvlng he had been 


in the oince two or three times a flay ? A. He spent 
Thanksgiving, I believe, la Massachusetts. 


Q. Bid he remain at tue ottlce a short time during 


these last visits? A. Sometimes ten minutes; some- 
times hair an hour. 


Q. Do you remember the day or the shooting? A. 


Yes; it was on Thursday, the 25th or November, 
about half-past five or six o'clock; in the evening. 


Q. Were yon at the office then? A. Yes. 
Q. What did you do there? A. I sell tho 


papers over the counter and receive advertise- 
ments and subscriptions; i did not gee Mr. 
Richardson the first time he came in on that Thurs- 
day; when I saw him on that day it was when the 
shooting tooK place; it was about half-past flve in 
the evening: I had Just spoken to Mr. Richardson.

ti- What are your duties at the office t A. I am 


employed as an advertising clerk. 
Q. What night is it that you refer to when Sir. 
Richardson called upon you ? A. It was last Thurs- 
day week; I was writing at my dest, and when he 
came iu 1 jumped up; this was somewhere about 
ten minutes bast live in the evening; Air. Richard- 
sun came in from the soutnwesterly corner; as soon 
as I saw him come in I leaucd cowu to hear what he 
Had to say to me, and he sala, "I will take my let- 
ters;" I leaned down to near what he had to say to 
me; he said, "I will take my letters;" as I was going 
to take tho letters from my desk I hearu a pistol 
Eliot, which camo from behind the post where 1 wua 
standing.

ter of the subscription desS; he then moved rather 
rapidly irom the subscription desk towards the 
middle of the counter; I then raised myself a little 
higher; at tuat niomciit 1 saw a Hash and heard a 
report, aud UcFanauu immeJiately turned round 
to'ijo out; I turned irom the desk to see what was 
tue matter; whej i reached the counter Mcl'arland 
was gomg out by tha Nassau street door.

_>!c arland was hidden Dy the iHilarj his nand was 
raised wliea I saw it. 
Q. Was there an understanding among tae em- 
ployes of tue oilica that there was a misunderstand- 
ing between tnese two men ? A. it was known tuai 
there was somethlug; I do not Know that it had been 
talked about; we were not on the alert In couse- 
oiieace of tufc when they both came in; they have 
useu in the habit of coming in ever since! have been 
tuere. 
Captain Anthony J. Allaire, of tae Fourth jireclnct 


of ^Metropolitan Police— At illteen minutes alter six 
on the evening of the £>th of November I went to 
the station house; I was there informed by the ser- 
geant behind iba desk that there was » uian shot in 
the Tribune office; I went there, and could get very 
little information, except that a man of the name of 
JlcFariand had snot umjther ol tne name of Richard- 
son; I could get no information relating to the shoot- 
lug except mat a man nad been shot there; I could 
not learn any further particulars there; I went 
to the Astor Uousu aud saw a man la room 
>.o. 115, who was the deceased; on inquiry 
I found that ne was living at No- 50 Bast Twenty- 
sixth street; on going there I lound that he had left 
an hour previous to uiy going there, and they could 
not ttive me any information about htai; 1 after- 
wards icand him at the Westmoreland liotel; I there 
arrested mm, aud took him to the Acitcr House; In 
tue pieseuce ol the deceased I put him near the foot 
of the'bed, uud he stood there lor a moment or two: 
i tiien assed the deceased if the prisoner was the 
man who had shot him; he replied, he was; Itoot 
pnsouer to the station nous; and detained Una until 
the next morning; on the way down in the alaga 
Irom the hotel f asked nim why he had shot Richard- 
son; he saM, 'That man has broictnup mjlamily 
aud destroyed my peace of imad." 


Uy the Jury — I searched him and I searched the 
apartment, but I could not find the pistol; he said 
he did not know what had become 01 the pistol; he 
was in a bedroom (Xo. 31) at the Westmoreland 
Hotel; on commencing to search him he said, "I've 
no pistol auout me— 1 cannot tell what 1 nave doue 
witii the pistol." I do not kuow where the pistol is, 
1 had not been able to tind it; when I weut into tne 
room the pnsouer sm.led; he was dressed, and was 
m conversation with his brother apparently, for he 
opened the floor for me to come in; when l went in 
1 said, "McFariaud, you are my prisoner." lie said 
"Well, where are you sromg to take me!" 1 told 
him to thu Fourth ward station house; 1 followed 
his hi other to the hotel and went mto the oillce; 
McFai land's name was the last name on the list: he 
had registered tho name Daniel McFariaud. 
Charles Y. Hwau, M. I)., testified that he resides at 
tho Astor House and is a physician; ou Iburauay, 
2&tll ult,, about blx o'clock. I ^ aa called to attend 
deceased at tue Tribune oillce; louad a wound in 
the epigastric region— a guusiiot wound evidently; 
probed it and decided that the organs nnderneaiu 
were lujured; probcribcd an anodyne, as ho was sm- 
ferlng greatly, aua had him removed tu the Astor 
llouse; attended him there with Dr. Sayre and 
oihcrfi until he died on the Thursday following; 
assisted at the post-mortem examination, and found 
tue causu of death to be, directly, peritonitis, super- 
induced bv a gunshot wound, and penetrating the 
liver, .stomach and that portion of the mtestme 
called the iiuuai, and buried in tho lumbar region, 
from which it was extracted; It was a cartridge ball, 
a pistol ball; there is no doubt that the pulol wound 
was the ciuiso of death. 
The testimony of Dr. Cushman was also read by 
Mr. .Spencer, one of the couusei for tno prisoner. 
The Coroner then directed the jury as to that 


which they were sworn, to Uud as to the death of the 
deceased. The jury, alter the absence ol about forty 
minutes, returned tne following verdict: — 
"We, tho jury, and that the deceased, Albert D. 
Richardson, came to his death Thursday morning, 
December 2, 18G9, Irom tiie effects of a pmtol ball 
discharged at him by Daniel McFarland, iu theoilica 
of tue Triimiu!. November 23, IbOO, between live aud 
BIX o'clock p. M." 


STATBMENT OF THE PBISCWEIU 


The prisoner, being examined, said:— My name U 


Daniel McFariand; l am idrty-mua years oi age; was 
born in Ireland; resided at So. 50 Bast Twenty-slxta 
street aud am a lawyer by profession. 


On being asked what lie had to say with reference 


to the charge his counsel read the lolloynmj state- 
ment: — 
1 am instructed by my counsel that nothing I can 


now advance will have ta* effect of changmc or 
checkmR.the regular course of lue law. 
The pro- 
cewuuE which has just terminated Is one, f aui In- 
formed, that has to be adopted m cases like the 
present; it la. 1 am ad vised, in the nature of inquest 
of oillce, in which by tlie usual practice I am not 
allowed to interfere by oouiuel or otherwise, ttnti in 
the management of which the large mass of evidence 
is exclusively within the control of the ofllcer who 
presides over and directs tu Wiui me knowledge 
that 1 cannot at this time have the opportunity «f 
corroborating my statements by the testimony of 
wirueases, aud the belief that any narrative I might 
iudulgo in would be unattended wiui benefit m a 
legal point of view, 1 await tor my vindication the 
impiirilal trial guaranteed to me uy the laws ot tue 
State. My accuser win then be confronted with me, 
and the forms wisely created for tho complete de- 
velopment of trutu will then ba observed, and the 
result will then be declares by a jury of my peers. 
While I fully appreciate my sltuauou and regard tho 
future with becoming concern and solicitude, it may 
be that time "will demonstrate that the sanctity ait J 
safety of more social and moral interests depend on 
tho success of my defence then identify or connect 
themselves with the maintenance of the proaecu- 
tion."

The way therefore belna clear, there were several 
reasons wby it seemed but fust that the marriage 
should lake place. First was the wish of the dying 
man, who could not depart in peace till this was 
done. With his falling bieath he desired tobe united 
to the woman lor whom he had given np his life. 
Certainly, if there was no legal objection, It were 
cruel to deny hu dying request—cruel to him and 
doubly cruel to her; for, consider, here was a woman 
jetween two husbands an-J yet the wife ol neither. 
Could he leave her m such a position? And es- 
pecially if, as you so boldly assert, he hud seduced her 
rom her former husband, 1 ask, in Heaven's name, 
f a man thus guilty can do less for the woman Be 
ias ruined than to malce this poor reparation, to 
;lve her the protection of his name? 


In addition to the above the reverend gentleman 


says that he has nothing to retrace or back down 
from. He is prepared to stand by his frisnd Beecher; 
and as for himself, he feels perfectly justified in.what 
he did, aceorainz to the light he' possessed of the 
Klchardson-McFarland case. 


The "Voice of a Woman" discourses thus senti- 


mentally on the nuhapplness arising from misdirec- 
tion of temper and affections in th? matrimonial

time and repentance can heal I Every arrow cats 
deeper, and wnen the Heart gets torn uud

what 
can it do but 
accept 
the 
warm hand which says 
"I "will heal you?" 
Who to-night 13 the greater sufferer, Ur. or Jirs. 
McFariaud ? Who has the moat regrets, and where 
can they loot back and trace the irst flaw ? Each, 
knows best, and why should we judge them. Such 
results as these have a demoralizing effect upon 
society—is a bad example, because society Knows It. 
They had better never become public. Had Mr. 
Mciarland been a tender, loving protector "poverty" 
wouid not or could not have separated them, else 
she was not a true woman and was not worth tne 
fatal shot. True devotion strengthens in sorrow, 
poverty or sickness. To-nighc Mr. Richardson would 
be living, his children happy, Mr. and Airs. Mcl'ar- 
land happy, with far lighter hearts than now, had 
the principal actors nad that perfect understanding 
which surpasses all wealth, tied only can look into 
their hearts and best Knows their misery- Let Him 
who gathers the lost sheep to his fold judge their 
lives, not we, who are weak ana perhaps as erring 
as they.

1710 zrnftel States vs. E. B. Kelloyy.—ftie defendant 


was charged with carrying oa the business of a dis- 
tiller at No. 50 West street without paying the tax 
required by law. Assistant District Attorney I'ardy 
appeared lor the prosecution and Messrs. Kolllns & 
tlariand tor tne defence. 


M. C. Doignan testmed that he was a distiller and 


was In tne employ of me defendant from Juiy to No- 
vember, 1869; he purported to carry on the business 
or a rectifier and wholesale dealer; witness made his 
wine. &«.;' he had a large l.soq gallon still, a worm, 
alcohol, column and a goose, a boner and two steam 
pumps and a dumping tube; also a small tobe that 
connected with the boiler which, ran tae larger 
still; witness superintended the larger still under 
tne 'direction or the defendant; the process of 
distillation was earned on at the-defendant's estab- 
lishment; there was dumnlng In the cistern, together 
with wine aud other ilmus containing a large per- 
centage of spirit and other matters that came down 
Irom his establishment in avenue A; the fluids were 
passed out or tue cistern into the jarge still; there 
the steam was turned on and the spirit was distilled 
out of It; as it flowed from the worm it was poured 
into hogsheads; thus was made distilled gin into 
Bourbon whiskey; there was brandy manufactured 
from spirits and wine and sent away in foreign 
ps.-kages without any stamps npoa them; brandy 
was mads from reduced alcohol; the last distillation 
contained twelve barrels or spirits; defendant told 
witness that the wine was made from fermentation; 
the small still was used for manufacturing brandy, 
gin and applejack. 
In cross-examination the witness stated that when 
ho went to Kellogg's he was to inspect the wines 
and whiskey; made a complaint against him to Col- 
lector Bailey, to the effect that he was making dis- 
tilled spirits from wine; saw two casks ol brandy 
without stamps; helped to load the carts; the whis- 
key was properly stamped. 
William Wheaton testified that he ivent toKel- 
logs's place two or three days after it was seized; 
found a quantity of beer or wine and spirits; twenty- 
lour barrels hlsm wmes, bourbon whiskey, and an 
aicohol still. French still and a small still; there was 
a cask of brandy there without any stamp; thought 
that the wine was a composition of sugar and mo- 
lasses lermented; bypattinz this wine in a still a 
vapor is produced and condensed which, made the 
spirits.

Of 
course, it were cruelly to refuse the last wish of a 
dying man, If there were no legal objections in the 
case; that Is, If she had been legally divorced from 
her former husband.

Q. What night is it that you refer to when Sir. 
Richardson called upon you ? A. It was last Thurs- 
day week; I was writing at my dest, and when he 
came iu 1 jumped up; this was somewhere about 
ten minutes bast live in the evening; Air. Richard- 
sun came in from the soutnwesterly corner; as soon 
as I saw him come in I leaucd cowu to hear what he 
Had to say to me, and he sala, "I will take my let- 
ters;" I leaned down to near what he had to say to 
me; he said, "I will take my letters;" as I was going 
to take tho letters from my desk I hearu a pistol 
Eliot, which camo from behind the post where 1 wua 
standing.

but the acquaintance has not beeu kept up; I kuow. 
both of them by «iiiit; oo the 25th of November, 
about flve o'clock ft -M., was m the oillce, fixing to 
Ko home; me nrst I knew ot, tlie alfair was when I 
Heard toe report of the pistol; I turued round and 
wont to the Jrout counter and saw two men endeav- 
oring to get out by the Nassau sii'cet door; l jumped 
over tho counter and went after them ; one was Amos 
Wesuack, aua thought he was the injured man and 
the other was implicated; did not bee either itica- 
ardsou or Mct'arlaod.

of ^Metropolitan Police— At illteen minutes alter six 
on the evening of the £>th of November I went to 
the station house; I was there informed by the ser- 
geant behind iba desk that there was » uian shot in 
the Tribune office; I went there, and could get very 
little information, except that a man of the name of 
JlcFariand had snot umjther ol tne name of Richard- 
son; I could get no information relating to the shoot- 
lug except mat a man nad been shot there; I could 
not learn any further particulars there; I went 
to the Astor Uousu aud saw a man la room 
>.o. 115, who was the deceased; on inquiry 
I found that ne was living at No- 50 Bast Twenty- 
sixth street; on going there I lound that he had left 
an hour previous to uiy going there, and they could 
not ttive me any information about htai; 1 after- 
wards icand him at the Westmoreland liotel; I there 
arrested mm, aud took him to the Acitcr House; In 
tue pieseuce ol the deceased I put him near the foot 
of the'bed, uud he stood there lor a moment or two: 
i tiien assed the deceased if the prisoner was the 
man who had shot him; he replied, he was; Itoot 
pnsouer to the station nous; and detained Una until 
the next morning; on the way down in the alaga 
Irom the hotel f asked nim why he had shot Richard- 
son; he saM, 'That man has broictnup mjlamily 
aud destroyed my peace of imad."

McFai land's name was the last name on the list: he 
had registered tho name Daniel McFariaud. 
Charles Y. Hwau, M. I)., testified that he resides at 
tho Astor House and is a physician; ou Iburauay, 
2&tll ult,, about blx o'clock. I ^ aa called to attend 
deceased at tue Tribune oillce; louad a wound in 
the epigastric region— a guusiiot wound evidently; 
probed it and decided that the organs nnderneaiu 
were lujured; probcribcd an anodyne, as ho was sm- 
ferlng greatly, aua had him removed tu the Astor 
llouse; attended him there with Dr. Sayre and 
oihcrfi until he died on the Thursday following; 
assisted at the post-mortem examination, and found 
tue causu of death to be, directly, peritonitis, super- 
induced bv a gunshot wound, and penetrating the 
liver, .stomach and that portion of the mtestme 
called the iiuuai, and buried in tho lumbar region, 
from which it was extracted; It was a cartridge ball, 
a pistol ball; there is no doubt that the pulol wound 
was the ciuiso of death. 
The testimony of Dr. Cushman was also read by 
Mr. .Spencer, one of the couusei for tno prisoner. 
The Coroner then directed the jury as to that 


which they were sworn, to Uud as to the death of the 
deceased. The jury, alter the absence ol about forty 
minutes, returned tne following verdict: — 
"We, tho jury, and that the deceased, Albert D. 
Richardson, came to his death Thursday morning, 
December 2, 18G9, Irom tiie effects of a pmtol ball 
discharged at him by Daniel McFarland, iu theoilica 
of tue Triimiu!. November 23, IbOO, between live aud 
BIX o'clock p. M." 


STATBMENT OF THE PBISCWEIU 


The prisoner, being examined, said:— My name U 


Daniel McFariand; l am idrty-mua years oi age; was 
born in Ireland; resided at So. 50 Bast Twenty-slxta 
street aud am a lawyer by profession. 


On being asked what lie had to say with reference 


to the charge his counsel read the lolloynmj state- 
ment: — 
1 am instructed by my counsel that nothing I can 


now advance will have ta* effect of changmc or 
checkmR.the regular course of lue law. 
The pro- 
cewuuE which has just terminated Is one, f aui In- 
formed, that has to be adopted m cases like the 
present; it la. 1 am ad vised, in the nature of inquest 
of oillce, in which by tlie usual practice I am not 
allowed to interfere by oouiuel or otherwise, ttnti in 
the management of which the large mass of evidence 
is exclusively within the control of the ofllcer who 
presides over and directs tu Wiui me knowledge 
that 1 cannot at this time have the opportunity «f 
corroborating my statements by the testimony of 
wirueases, aud the belief that any narrative I might 
iudulgo in would be unattended wiui benefit m a 
legal point of view, 1 await tor my vindication the 
impiirilal trial guaranteed to me uy the laws ot tue 
State. My accuser win then be confronted with me, 
and the forms wisely created for tho complete de- 
velopment of trutu will then ba observed, and the 
result will then be declares by a jury of my peers. 
While I fully appreciate my sltuauou and regard tho 
future with becoming concern and solicitude, it may 
be that time "will demonstrate that the sanctity ait J 
safety of more social and moral interests depend on 
tho success of my defence then identify or connect 
themselves with the maintenance of the proaecu- 
tion."

The prisoner was then committed to await the ac- 
tion "l the Urajid Jury, ami was remote*! to uie 


that McFarland and liis wife nad been legally 
divorced, UUIOSB every divorce obtained In tBo fatttte 
of Indiana were to be set down as invalid. 
The way therefore belna clear, there were several 
reasons wby it seemed but fust that the marriage 
should lake place. First was the wish of the dying 
man, who could not depart in peace till this was 
done. With his falling bieath he desired tobe united 
to the woman lor whom he had given np his life. 
Certainly, if there was no legal objection, It were 
cruel to deny hu dying request—cruel to him and 
doubly cruel to her; for, consider, here was a woman 
jetween two husbands an-J yet the wife ol neither. 
Could he leave her m such a position? And es- 
pecially if, as you so boldly assert, he hud seduced her 
rom her former husband, 1 ask, in Heaven's name, 
f a man thus guilty can do less for the woman Be 
ias ruined than to malce this poor reparation, to 
;lve her the protection of his name? 


In addition to the above the reverend gentleman 


says that he has nothing to retrace or back down 
from. He is prepared to stand by his frisnd Beecher; 
and as for himself, he feels perfectly justified in.what 
he did, aceorainz to the light he' possessed of the 
Klchardson-McFarland case. 


The "Voice of a Woman" discourses thus senti- 


mentally on the nuhapplness arising from misdirec- 
tion of temper and affections in th? matrimonial 
state as bearing on tho Rlchardson-McFarland 
ease:— 


A couple hastily zet married and then begin to 
think ,'are we suited to one another and can we so 
hand in hand together down the hill or life?" Perhaps 
;here couies a doubt and with it a regret. They 
nurse it aud mistrust eacn other in secret. Gradually 
they become estranged, and is It any wonder that 
when the heart is acuiug for love that it should open

There are 
exceptions: bat it the majority of married people 
knew there was an effort being made to promote 
toe happiness of each they would soon become very 
dear to each other, and tne longer '-he effort was 
iept up the more they would grow into each other, 
leaking that complete oneness which God meant 
marriage should be, Bnt how many get careless 
In this thing and that, and, "it is so nice to make 
up " have a little sparring, say words that hart, 
make up, have another and still another "little 
scene," and get a wound in the heart that only 
time and repentance can heal I Every arrow cats 
deeper, and wnen the Heart gets torn uud 
Weeding 
what 
can it do but 
accept 
the 
warm hand which says 
"I "will heal you?" 
Who to-night 13 the greater sufferer, Ur. or Jirs. 
McFariaud ? Who has the moat regrets, and where 
can they loot back and trace the irst flaw ? Each, 
knows best, and why should we judge them. Such 
results as these have a demoralizing effect upon 
society—is a bad example, because society Knows It. 
They had better never become public. Had Mr. 
Mciarland been a tender, loving protector "poverty" 
wouid not or could not have separated them, else 
she was not a true woman and was not worth tne 
fatal shot. True devotion strengthens in sorrow, 
poverty or sickness. To-nighc Mr. Richardson would 
be living, his children happy, Mr. and Airs. Mcl'ar- 
land happy, with far lighter hearts than now, had 
the principal actors nad that perfect understanding 
which surpasses all wealth, tied only can look into 
their hearts and best Knows their misery- Let Him 
who gathers the lost sheep to his fold judge their 
lives, not we, who are weak ana perhaps as erring 
as they.

' Before Commissioner 6aie:ds. 


1710 zrnftel States vs. E. B. Kelloyy.—ftie defendant 


was charged with carrying oa the business of a dis- 
tiller at No. 50 West street without paying the tax 
required by law. Assistant District Attorney I'ardy 
appeared lor the prosecution and Messrs. Kolllns & 
tlariand tor tne defence. 


M. C. Doignan testmed that he was a distiller and 


was In tne employ of me defendant from Juiy to No- 
vember, 1869; he purported to carry on the business 
or a rectifier and wholesale dealer; witness made his 
wine. &«.;' he had a large l.soq gallon still, a worm, 
alcohol, column and a goose, a boner and two steam 
pumps and a dumping tube; also a small tobe that 
connected with the boiler which, ran tae larger 
still; witness superintended the larger still under 
tne 'direction or the defendant; the process of 
distillation was earned on at the-defendant's estab- 
lishment; there was dumnlng In the cistern, together 
with wine aud other ilmus containing a large per- 
centage of spirit and other matters that came down 
Irom his establishment in avenue A; the fluids were 
passed out or tue cistern into the jarge still; there 
the steam was turned on and the spirit was distilled 
out of It; as it flowed from the worm it was poured 
into hogsheads; thus was made distilled gin into 
Bourbon whiskey; there was brandy manufactured 
from spirits and wine and sent away in foreign 
ps.-kages without any stamps npoa them; brandy 
was mads from reduced alcohol; the last distillation 
contained twelve barrels or spirits; defendant told 
witness that the wine was made from fermentation; 
the small still was used for manufacturing brandy, 
gin and applejack. 
In cross-examination the witness stated that when 
ho went to Kellogg's he was to inspect the wines 
and whiskey; made a complaint against him to Col- 
lector Bailey, to the effect that he was making dis- 
tilled spirits from wine; saw two casks ol brandy 
without stamps; helped to load the carts; the whis- 
key was properly stamped. 
William Wheaton testified that he ivent toKel- 
logs's place two or three days after it was seized; 
found a quantity of beer or wine and spirits; twenty- 
lour barrels hlsm wmes, bourbon whiskey, and an 
aicohol still. French still and a small still; there was 
a cask of brandy there without any stamp; thought 
that the wine was a composition of sugar and mo- 
lasses lermented; bypattinz this wine in a still a 
vapor is produced and condensed which, made the 
spirits. 
The witness on cross-examination said that he did 
not find a mashtub on tue premises; was there 
prior to the seizure as an officer, and never saw any- 
thing going on except redistillation. 
The further hearing of the case was then ad- 
journed till this morning.

His opening on the abounding prosperity, 


the comprehensive resources and immeasu- 
rable capabilities of the United States, is a 
magnificent picture, and well calculated to 
inspire universal confidence in the glorious 
future of the "great republic." His specifica- 
tions and suggestions cover a great number of 
subjects, which in detail it is needless here to 
reproduce. Oa the leading questions of the 
day, however, his opinions and propositions 
to .Congress are of such importance as to chal- 
lenge our immediate attention. 


First, with regard to Southern reconstruc- 


tion, while advocating the admission of Vir- 
ginia and hoping that Mississippi and Texas 
will come out all right, he recommends that 
Georgia be required to say her lessoa over 
again, inasmuch as she has not conformed to 
the terms laid down by Congress and the four- 
teenth amendment. He recommends a bill 
providing for the meeting of the original re- 
construction State Legislature' of 18G8, includ- 
ing the negro members turned out by a 
majority of the whites of the two houses, and 
that they all be held to the oaths enjoined in 
the terms of reconstruction, &c. 
The bill 


already introduced in the Sanate will doubtless 
be passed without unnecessary loss of time, 
and in the interval Georgia may be considered 
an outside Slate. 
In this business General 


Grant simply looks to the execution of the 
laws. 


On the national finances, pleading for the 


funding of the debt at four and a half per cent 
interest, and a gradual return to specie pay- 
ments and a steady extinction of the debt, the 
judicious and carefully considered opinions 
of the Message will, we doubt not, command 
the general approbation of the country. As 
they are the views, 
however, 
of 
the 


Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury, 
to which 


we 
have 
devoted 
a 
separate 
article, 


we need not- enlarge 
upon them here. 


It is gratifying to see from the Message that 
of all questions that to which General Grant 
has given the most thoughtful attention, and 
that in which he is most deeply interested, is 
the money question and its earliest practicable 
settlement, without disturbance, upon a broad 
and solid foundation. In connection with the 
funding of tho debt he suggests the postpone- 
ment till next session of any general modifica- 
tions of the tariff or internal tax laws, except 
a reduction of tho tax on incomes to three per 
cent — a concession to tho taxpayers whioh we 
expect -will be granted. 


On Cuba the Message is non-committal, 


except in the matter of our international obli- 
gations, on which it is very clear. It is pro- 
bable, however, that on this subject tho Presi- 
dent prefers to leave the initiative to Congress, 
with which department the question of peace 
or war, in all its phases, properly belongs. 
Let Congress act, then, and the President will 
execute the law. 


On the Alabama claims the Message holds 


substantially to the argument of Senator 
Sumner's great speech ; but in consequence of 
the terrible commotion excited in both coun- 
tries by 'that speech, with the indignant rejec- 
tion by the Senate of the Johnson treaty, nego- 
tiations have not yet been resumed. The 
President is waiting for the opportunity, which 
he thinks is coming, for a satisfactory and 
comprehensive settlement. 


The Message disapproves the project of 


Canadian reciprocity as a scheme for the 
benefit of the Canadians at the expense of our 
own people and public treasury, which is the 
correct view. The Quaker Indian policy, with 
Indian reservations for those unfortunate 
people, is warmly defended ; the repeal of the 
Tenure of Office law is urged, and we suspect 
it will have to be repealed ; the movements 
entered upon for the survey of the Isthmus of 
Dariea, in view of an interoceanic canal, are 
referred to; the reports of the several execu- 
tive departments are drawn upon to show their 
operations respectively and their condition ; 
the monopoly of the French cable is opposed, 
and all ocean cable monopolies ; an increase 
of salaries to certain public servants, including 
Justices of the Supreme Court, is recom- 
mended, and properly, too, and finally, while 
relying largely as to their measures of legisla- 
tion upon the patriotism and wisdom of the 
two houses, the President promises an adiier - 
ence to the laws and their enforcement. 


To sum up, on our financial affairs the policy 


recommended in the Message is good and 
sound ; on reconstruction it is consistent with 
the policy of a uniform application of the 
laws ; on our foreign relations it is carefully 
conservative, perhaps a little too much so on 
the Cuban question. Bat from first to last 
there is nothing in the Message, excepting the 
Tenure of Office law, calculated to disturb the 
harmony promised between the President and 
Congress, unless there may be some trouble 
created in the Senate touching the division of 
the spoils. In a word, it is a good business 
Message, and indicates a good administration 
and peace and prosperity to the country under 
President Grant, without panics and with a 
steady reduction of the debt and a quiet return 
to specie payments. 


Tho Report of the Secretary of the Trea- 


sury. 


Secretary Bontwell, in his communication 


to Congress, takes pride in the large reduction 
of tho national debt, the 'details of which have 
been already given to the public in the debt 
statement of the 1st inst. The feature of this 
portion of the document is the testimony it 
bears fo the fidelity with which General Grant 
in assuming the adniiuistration-of the govern- 
ment has carried out his promises in the mat- 
ter of the revenue and expanditures of tho 
nation. 
During 
the fiscal year ending 


June 
30, 1869, the excess 
of receipts 


over 
expenditures 
was 
in round num- 


bers 
fifty 
millions 
of 
dollars, 
three- 


fourths of which accumulated during the 
first four months of his term of office. That is, 
General Grant, in one-third of tie year, saved 
three times as much as the previous adminis- 
tration did in two-thirds of the year. In other 
words, the present administration of the gov- 
ernment is nine times as efficient as the pre- 
vious administration. The receipts for the first 
quarter of tho current fiscal yoar are already 
over twenty-three millions in excess of the 
expenditures, and it is estimated that the 
excess for the three remaining quarters will be 
over seventy millions—making a total saving 
of ninety-three millions for tho fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1870. An estimate for 
1870-71, based upon the continued operation 
of the present laws, promises an excess of one 
hundred and two millions. 


In the matter of a resumption of specie 


payments Secretary Boutwell's position is wise 
and conservative. Hs points out the condi- 
tions prerequisite to the restoration of our 
paper currency to a specie standard. r In the 
first place he remarks that the ability of tho 
country to resume will not be due to any spe- 
cial legislation upon the subject, but to the 
coadiiion of its industries and to its financial 
relations to other countries. 
We must so 


develop these industries that our exports shall 
be substantially equal to our imports. 
In the 


next place the diffusion of the currency over 
the South in the progress of its recuperation 
from the prostration of the war, and to the 
Western States and to California, where paper 
is likely to take the place of gold, will lend to 
diminish the difference between paper and 
coin. He favors a mild policy of contraction, 
but touches the subject with an evident desire 
that it may not be done with any risk of com- 
mercial disaster. 
He confesses that the exact 


wants of the nation as to the amount of paper 
currency are a problem, the solution of which 
he leaves to be determined when prior and more 
Important issues have been settled. He only 
favors 
contraction because ho inclines to 


the belief that the volume of the cur- 
rency, with a restoration of specie pay- 
ments, 
is 
more 
than 
sufficient 
for 


the business requirements of the country. 
He also deems it unwise -to resume while so 
large a portion of the national debt is held 
abroad by European merchants and bankers, 
whose Investment in our national securities 
has been speculative and temporary and not 
permanent. Any sudden appreciation in the 
value of government securities would only 
induce their reshipment to secure the profits 
of the rise. On the otner band, a steady pro- 
gress to specie payments, while rendering tho 
foundation of the national credit more stable, 
would tend to render these foreign invest- 
ments permanent and prevent the danger 
of a panic such as occurred in Europe in I860, 
when upon the outbreak of the Austro-Prus- 
sian war there was a general sending home 
of the different national bonds. He desires 
that when the country does resume there shall 
be no backsliding into suspension. In fine, in 
the language of bis report, the practical ques- 
tion is not merely the resumption of specie 
payment as a measure by itself, but the pro- 
blem is to resume under such circumstances 
that the position can. be maintained, not only 
in times of tranquillity, but also in periods of 
excitement and periL In discussing 
the 


details which are to assist in paving the way 
for resumption he dwells upon the necessity 
for taking steps to revive and develop 
our commercial marine, and 
ingeniously 


proves the 
important part 
which 
the 


extent of our shipping interests play in modi- 
fying the balance of our foreign trade. The 
voyage of every American vessel is a bill of 
exchange in our favor. 


In funding tjie national debt Secretary 


Boutwell thinks it will be necessary to 
deal with the five-twenties only, and with 
$1,200,000,000 only of the whole loan afloat of 
this class. He recommends that the newbonds 
be divided into three loans of $400,000,000 
each, the first redeemable in fifteen to 
twenty years, the second in twenty to twenty- 
five years and the third in twenty-five to thirty 
years; that the principal and interest be made 
payable in coin expressly; that the five- 
twenties shall be received in exchange for 
them; that the rate of interest shall not 
exceed four and one-half per cent; that the 
interest shall be payable in European cities 
as the subscribers to the loan may elect, and 
finally ihat the new bonds shall be exempt 
from all -taxation. 
It is doubtful whether 


the 
last 
condition 
will 
meet 
with 


popular sanction, inasmuch as the public 
tendency is to exact an equal distribution of 
the burden of taxation. In alluding to the 
evils of the national banking system it points 
out the unjust discrimination which those insti- 
tutions make in lending their funds on pledge 
of stocks in preference to accommodating the 
merchants, thus fostering speculation af the 
expense of legitimate business, and suggests 
the remedy. The report is otherwise full and 
detailed in recommendations tributary to the 
main features above sketched.

to-night. There are many interests and con 
siderations involved in the Aldermanic con 
test that have been either overlooked by th 
majority of the citizens or else have no 
attracted tho amount of attention which they 
deserved. 
With the change in the politica 


supremacy of the city and State, the result o 
the November election, a new era of restom 
power dawns upon the Councilmanie Board 
This body will again bo called upon to ac 
in concert with the Mayor in all municipa 
appointments to the heads.of such bureaus 
and commissions, the creation of republican 
legislation, as may for another year be per- 
mitted to stand. But at all events, with the 
chartered rights of the city so long wrested 
from it restored, the Councilmanie body will 
be once more clothed with its old prerogatives 
as a power in the city government. It must 
be a matter of regret that tho thorough defeat 
of the republican party in the late State elec- 
tion seems to have been accepted as a eoup 
de grace from which it could not evan rally to 
contest a single Aldermanic ward in the city 
with the slightest prospect of success. Con- 
sequently the citizens have but "Hobson's 
choice" In the election to-day—to take the 
Tammany candidates as they corao—a rather 
disagreeable alternative, no doubt, but still 
the only one. 


In the contest for Civil and Police Justices 


there has been a wider field for selection open. 
The Tammany candidates, whether those 
renominated or those nominated for the first 
time for either Civil or Police Justice, possess 
all the necessary qualifications for the office. 
The election is not entirely confined to those 
nominees, however, as there are in two or 
three districts independent democratic candi- 
dates running. 
In only one, the Ninth (a new 


district), the candidate is one not -seeking 
re-election, but comes for the first time before 
the residents of his district as a candidate for 
the office. 
Captain Wiley, however, is so 


popular with all classes that he enters with 
perfect confidence into the struggle, and, with 
an honest canvass of the votes polled, he has 
no fears for the result to-night. 


The candidates for School Trustees are, as 


in the case of the Aldermaaic candidates, 
almost all Tammany men. It is, therefore, 
needless now to reiterate our oft repeated 
warning to the citizens to be up and doing 
in the election so far as the candidacy for 
School Trustees was concerned. The general 
apathy that prevailed as to party opposition 
in regard to the other offices has had its 
influence here, where even all political feel- 
ings should have been thrown" aside, and 
none but reliable and competent men put 
forward. 


It may be said that tho charter election 


for 1869 goes to the winning men by default, 
arising from the supposed uselessnoss on the 
part of the republicans and outside organi- 
zations to contest it, asd througTi apathy on 
the part of the people themselves, who seem, 
for the present at all events, to have confided 
their whole political existence to the hands 
of the Tammany leaders.

Second Session of the Forty-flrst CongrOEd*

Columbia river to Groat Salt Lake, and the 
regulation of Chinese immigration; the bill to 
relieve and remove tho political disabilities of 
certain persons in Alabama; the joint resolu- 
tion for the relief of persons engaged in the 
late rebellion, and,' particularly, the bill of 
Mr. Morton lo provide for the reconstruction 
of the State of Georgia by convening the

results:—When he commenced operations there 
was only a depth of twelve and a half feet of 
water at low tide on Tray's Reef. Now there 
is an average depth of twenty feet.

Shelldrake rock the channel has been increased 
from a depth of sixteen to twenty-nine feet. 
From the debris of rock blown up by four 
hundred discharges 
of nitro-glycerine 
it 


appears that forty scowloads, containing forty- 
five cubic yards each, have been successfully 
grappled and carried off to be appropriated to 
building docks and piers. This is not a bad 
show for less than five months' work. If the 
other operations progress in the same ratio 
we need not despair of seeing Hell Gate clear 
one of these days.

•about fifty Insurgents are under arms. The re- 
mainder have disbanded, and a portion of them had 
left for the Plains on a winter buffalo hnnt. The In- 
surgent council met on tlie 10th ult. and adjourned on 
the 22a. The result of Its deliberations la nntcnown, 
tint It is thought the insurgents wilt Invite Governor 
McDougall to come in and asanme the reins of gov- 
ernment. Tlie Indian tribes, tne "Brees" and the 
"Bungos." are both favorable to McDousalL The 
English and Scotch are disgusted with the course 
pursued by the French half-breeds. Had McDoajall 
come duly commissioceJ as Governor they would 
-Jiave risen in arms and conducted liim to Fort Garry, 
but until the 1st of December Governor McUoucall 
TFonld have no authority there. It was expected 
that Governor McDougall 'would at that date issue 
lila proclamation, and that he would then find little 
or no opposition to his entry. There was no hope of 
Governor AIcTiU-ih's recovery. His authority has 
oeen respected in civil matters since, his proclama- 
tion. The mails have not boea tampered with nor 
laave travellers been molesied.

LOUISVILLE, Dec. 6,1SS9. 


The General Assembly of Kentucky met at Frank- 


fort to-day and organized by the election of II. P. 
Leslie, of Warren county, as President of the Senate, 
and J. If. Bunch as Spealcer of the House. The 
Governor's Message was then read. The Governor 
tates a cheerful view of the exlatlnc condition of 
affairs in Kentucky and makes some important 
recommendations. Financially the State is in a 
most healthy condition. If the outstanding bonds 
were now due and the SS40,S49 due from the Rev- 
enue Department proper to the Stats was returned 
tlie resources would be more than sufficient to pay 
oif the State debt. 
Me recommends the ap- 
pointment of three competent commissioners of 
the revenue laws; that the present State agency 
lor the collection of the government war claim of 
tlie commonwealth ba anonsned, and that) the 
Commissioners 01 the Sinking Fuua be authorized to 
employ some responsible person to do the wortc; 
that the question of calling a convention for the re- 
vision of the constitution be submitted to the peo- 
ple; that a general law of incorporation for banks 
and other companies be enacted, under which any 
company may orgauue by putting the terms of 
its organization on record and giving notice; 
ana that a bureau or insurance be estab- 
lished as a safeguard. Referring to the various acts 
of violence committed in the State last summer he 
asserts a determination to call out the militia lor the 
arrest of offenders on all occasions when the peace 
01 the Commonwealth may demand sucu action. He 
suggests a repeal of the present militia law, and in- 
clines to the opinion that the volunteer system Is the 
best. The Governor pays a brier and appropriate 
tribute to the memory of the late ex-Governor 
Wlcklllfe. 
On the 
question 
of 
immigration 
he tatcs broad ground, and suggests the circulation 
in Europe of correct information as to the ad\»n- 
tages open to immigrants in Kentucky, that more 
capital and skilled labor may find their wav to I his 
Slate. In conclusion, he refers to the friendly spirit 
that is so rawidly taking the place of prcmdlccs en- 
gendered by the war, and urges a calm protest 
against the usurpations of centralized power.

Usually the most commonplace of all subjects of 


conversation is the weather. Bat sometimes Ic rises 
to be a highly interesting topic, especially when, as 
was the case yesterday afternoon, rain, snow, sleet, 
hail, alternately and at times altogether, wind 
above and slush, beneath, interfere with every- 
body's business, detain cars and upset all cal- 
culations of time tables by "starters," con- 
ductors and 
drivers, bring curses botij low 


and 
deep 
to 
the 
lips 
of 
hackmen and 


many pedestrians, paving many a rod of the road 
to the "lower regions," ana making the benignant 
neart of Mr. Henry Bergn ache with pains ana sor- 
rows on beholding t he poor horses suffering as they 
tried to haul the heavily loaded care and carts 
over the slippery ground ana through heaps of half 
frozen, stashy mud. On sucli days even sensible 
men growl while trying to make the best of the in- 
convenience which nature occasionally inflicts on 
poor humanity, as If she intended 1C for a reminder 
that thongh man has made many of the forces of 
nature tributary to his will and hlg Intellectual 
power, he is still nnable to control the weather. 


But as the hours of the afternoon wore on and the 


day grew into evening the atmospheric surround- 
ings became worse and worse. The weather was no 
longer the otta jxxlriOa of everything disagreeable, 
but it had settled—if the term be allowed—into a 
regular snow storm, with a heavy nor'wester blow- 
ing its 'ftleat blasts" without intermission, whirling 
the snowy flakes through the air and heaping them 
up in unpleasant proximity to the railroad tract, 
covering the rails ana Impeding travel to an extent 
as had not been experienced for many years past so 
early In the season. 


"A tremendous snow storm,"said one, standing 


on the sidewalk near the HEBALB liuliaing while 
waiting for a car. 


"Fearful, sir," replied a bystander. 
"Umph!" said a third." "Quite unexpected for the 


season." 


"It's December, sir," chimed In a fourth; "De- 


cember, sir. Nothing unusual, sir. Ought to be 
prepared for it, sir. These city railway companies. 
sir; bad management, sir, bad——." and just at this 
moment a gigantic snowball, which a boy was aim- 
ing at another, but, missing his target, Had struck 
the speater. scaled his mouth completely. 


"Wnat a blessing an underground railway^wonld 
be in such weather," began again the first, ana all 
around him exclaimed their assent except the tar- 
get for the stray snowball. 


"TJgh! These brats!. No, sir," said he, "Under- 
ground railroads wonld'nc help it, sir; ugh I"—the 
urat had mud In the snow— "wouldn't help It, sir; 
not sufficient accommodation, sir;" and again the 
speaker was interrupted, a hurried pedestrian passing 
by with his umbrella ail spread out and closely to his 
race and against the wind, it so happened that one 
side of the paraplui struck the dissatifled grumbler 
in the face and came very near knocKmg him over, 
lie Kept his balance, however, and trod off as 
quickly as his legs could bear and iha storm would 
allow nim, and that was the last seen or heard of 
him. 


But the remarS made of the desirability of an un- 
derground railroad through the whole length of the 
•city was repeated by many last evening. The short- 
comings of the city railroad companies were so ap- 
parent that they were freely canvassed. Here is a 
city in which ac least 150,000 people are dependent 
daily lor conveyance home from the place ot their 
daily employment on these city ears. But careful only 
of their own profits ana fearful of any extraordinary 
expeuse, these companies not oulv lessen the num- 
ber of cars they run just at a time" when more are 
needed, but at the Drst sign ot increasing difficulties 
they even stop running altogether. Tate the Eighth 
Avenue Company as an example, which, next to the 
Third avenue line, snows the largest return or re- 
ceipts and the largest percentage or profits. It 
stopped running last evening before any of the 
other companies hail withdrawn their cars. Tne 
Fourth avenue cars soon followed 
salt, mo 
Kroadway and Seventh avenue road ran a car 
only at lonn intervals, ana tlimlly cave it up also. 
The Sixth avenue made a show for gome liour=», but 
it also succumbed. 
The Crosstown and Belt Rail- 
way cars were very soon nowhere, and only the 
Third avenue line made a partially successf al attempt 
to keep Us track open. Large gangs of men were 
stationed at numerous points along the line wltn 
brooms. Snowploughs were put to work, drawn by 
steam ana horses, and every available means was 
employed to Keep the line clear of the drifting 
snow. 


Under these circumstances It was not unreason- 
able lor the people generally to wish for some more 
convenient and reliable mode of communication be- 
tween tue different portions of the city. This wish 
generally concentrated in the hope that the proposed 
unaergrouna railroad, through the centre or Manhat- 
tan Island, might no longer be a mere project, but 
may assume the realities of an accomplished 
lact. Its advantages were freely canvassed, and it 
was particularly relerred to that such a road would 
prove itself removed from the Influence of storms, 
and hence available at au times. 
The scene in front of the HERALD building, j'ust 


about the time when stores and factories close down 
town, between five and six o'cloclc in the evening, 
was one of unusual interest. 
A number of cars 
were huddled together between the point of the 
Part and Ann street, of which but few were on the 
tract They were standing in each other's way, 
filled with people, and to their platforms and rail- 
ings liung on hnndicds anxious to get away and 
have a start, at least, for home. Near Beekrnan 
street, against the curb on Park row, was observed 
leaning a Third avenue car, perfectly uncon- 
scious of the improper position it occupied 
and careless of tlie feelings of the fifty or seventy- 
five people inside of it, and who did not seem to 
know that there were no horses hitched to the cor. 
The curve on the line around the corner of Ann 
street and ParK row was a source of considerable 
trouble HO long as the Uleecker street cars continued 
to run. Between the hours named no less than 5,000 
people had at one time or another assembled here, 
all eager to get up town, but few of whom 
could gain admittance to a stray car as It -made its 
appearance, after a long interval. And what With, 
tne shouts and curses of drivers, calls or starters 
and conductors, exclamation* of passengers, the 
jingle of bells and the cries of sweepers, ol omnibus 
drivers, of hacfimen, the loud complaints of those 
who coula not reach a car and the howling and 
whistling of the wind—this was, Indeed, a sight JUSE 
at this particular locality seldom seen and not soon 
lorgotten. 


SCENES AND IKdlHtXTB IN THE CITV. 
/.t five o'clock exactly, when 150,000 persons down 


town were moving and preparing to move up and 
acioss town, the first atorta of winter burst, and 
brote up a dozen lines or street car travel. Tue 
clouds 
seemed 
to 
dip 
clown 
very 
low, 
and 
from 
oat 
of 
tneir 
caoacious 
depths 
came 
the 
most 
blinding volumes 
of 
nne, 
granulated snow drops that ever were seea. Gusts 
of wind accompanied and swept them like giant 
furies along the streets and avenues, whirling them 
at intervals high Into the air and over the tops of 
houses. All those who were in anywise well pro- 
vided for the occasion with heavy clothes and toick 
boots exulted in the stirringstorm, which fetched the 
rosy hue of nealtli to the cheek, Illuminated the 
Lips of the ears and lent a palpitating glow to the 
human proboscis.' There wasn't much exultation, 
however, among those who had to walK three or four 
miles home belore they got their suppers, especially 
U tho suppers were expected to keep warm. 
Still mere was little real hardship complained of. 
Hie whirling, racing, flying snow was glorious in its 
strong and vigorous rush. On Broadwav, so blinding 
•was the storm it was dnllciilt to see twenty yards 
ahead. The snow occasionally as the wind grew 
better tempered looked like tne spray of a water- 
fall; and then, a'gam, 
when the nor'westers 
came into play the congealed particles 
be- 
came as flue and hard as duck shoe, and 
:>cppered pedestrians' laces most unmercifully. 
An Immense number of young and delicate girls had 
to trudge homejast evenina or wait for hours m the 
blocked up cars where the cold was regularly en- 
cased ana played the deuce wltn tempers ana. appe- 
tites. When almost all the lines ceased running 
the stagea on Broadway still held out and tne drivers 
drove in clover—in other words made a har- 
vest 
of 
stamps. 
All 
along 
tne 
line 
of 
Eighth aveune tlie most ludicrous scenes were 
started into existence by this playful and frisky 
snow storm. Cars ceased to carry, and the means 
of locomotion with winch nature provides tho 
animal bipea had to be pnt into active use. 
The drivers seemed delighted with the condition 
of affairs, but the conductors were cross and 
crazy. Here and there a lot or drivers got together 
and Kept themselves warm with red hot jokes, and 
or common comfort and hilarity the cars that got 
blocked and looked as though they were deprived of 
their wheels were crowded, not qmto to suffoca- 
tion, but 
the next 
thing 
to it. 
Tn such 
iiaces of shelter a great nnmuer passed many 
lours, passively hoping against hope, that horsos 
enough and to spare would come and call them 
home 
to their suppers before 
the victuals 
got cold, fiut not a horse could face that fearful 
;ule, with the wind right in his teeth and the hall- 
stones lert in his eye. Or course, many or the earn 
wore deserted, and tne brave deserters, with a 
heroism worthy of a better fate, took an additional

tlie frozen ilcece. Sixth and Seventh avenues, 
iroadway and Fourth avenue, East Broadway and 
Dry Dock lines were entirely stopped for hours. 
Ihird avenue also broke down, but not completely. 
A horse on Broadway succumbed beneath too task; 
of pulling a atago over tho slippery street and 
against tho peppering hurricane, lie died with the 
snow for his winding sheet ana his driver was recog- 
nized with a tear frozen la bl3 eie lot the 


unhappy fate of the "ammile." It is a flagran 
disgrace to this great city. wit» all its boasve 
enterprise, wealth and conveniences, that tins storm 
of comparatively small proportions should com 
upon us and paralyze all our means 01 local tra»e 
Toe stingy, grasping corporations that own »h 
lines of street cars coiiM have easily prevented Ih 
blockade of last evening by sending down town, in 
the early part of the afternoon, relays anu <Joub: 
teams of horses. in plilce ot tuat tuev left the old 
worn oat hack horses run, in a single team, as 
usual, 
and 
when 
the 
storm 
burst 
the 
were all caught and. brought to a stand 
stllL The disgraceful exhibition of mcotupetenCj 
and want of foresight shown by the railroads las 
evening was tne universal the-ne of censure. Th 
prospect for the balance of the winter is not ve 
encouraging for those who live no town and 
business below. 


The mails from Boston and Philadelphia, ant 
along the Hudson river lines were all delayei 
several hours last night. 


The Storm in Brooklyn 


was very severe. The car horses suffered severely 
on nearly every route. Double teams were engaged 
on all the routes. At the Fulton ferry in the evening 
the c*s were delayed for nearly an hour at the 
time when the crowd was returning from New York. 
Horses cropped in the harness from exhaustion 
and tnere was but little rest in the way o 
relief for them in the stables. Travel was very 
heavy in every direction. The towboys engaged In 
driving up the hill from the Fulton ferry struct for 
higher wages. They have been receiving SI 25 a 
day and struck for 81 50. A committee previously 
appointed waited on the directors of the railroad 
company, but their claims lor increased pay were 
received with the utmost contempt. An Indigna-

their rights. The "tow" is now going on, however, 
under the direction of green hands, while the origi- 
nal towboys stand grinning maliciously a.t tne mia- 
chlcf which, they are causing tlxe "stock" of the 
company. 


Snow ploughs and sweeps were set to work on the 
various Hues early m the evening, but the snow fel 
so fast that only a fevr cars could get through, anc 
that by the use of four horses to each car. The 
prospect at ten o'cloclc was that travel on all the 
lines would be stopped before daylight.

Navigation to Albany. 


POUGHKEBPSIE, Dec. 8, 1S89. 


All day yesterday a heavy northeast snow storm 


prevailed along the Hudson, commencing before 
daylight. The wind blevr a gale- and vessels scudded 
before it under bare poles, going to the southward, 
hurrying away from points north of Rondout, fear- 
Ing a sudden closing of the river thereabouts. The 
steamboat Eaele, which left Newburg on Saturday for 
Albany, proceeded but a short distance above Hudson 
when, encountering heavy fields or ice, she was 
ooliged to put back. Yesterday the steamboats City 
of Hudson and Boardman, running between CatskiU 
and Albany, were obliged to succumb to the Ice 
King, and were laid up tor the season, after havmz 
made extraordinary exertions to get through. The 
steamer Kuppa, plying between Hudson and New 
York, left the former place several hours ahead of 
time Saturday night, itis doubtful whether she will 
be able to get back to Hudson again before spring. 
The river Is full of heavy new ice from Albany to 
a point as far south as Tivoll and the weather is still 
cold, ice forming all the while. Several tows, com- 
prising 200 or 300 boats, are on their way to Sew 
York and will undoubtedly gpt through in safety, 
bus no more will leave Albany after to-day. Scores 
of sloops and schooners lay at anchor all along the 
river all day yesterday, their decks covered with 
snow and icicles hanging from the rigging. Boat- 
men generally ate liurrymg iro business In order 
to make "last trips," and everything wears a deci- 
dedly wmterlsh appearance, Towarda five P. M. 
the wind shifted to north-northwest and blew still 
heavier, lifting and driving the snow in every direc- 
tion, making heavy drifts on the Hudson Kiver Kail- 
road and impeding the progress of trains.

At nve o'clock this evening the storm hud In- 
creased in violence aud the wind blew almost a hur- 
ricane, but np to dark all trams ran regularly on tue 
road.

Meeting of tho General Assembly—The Gov-

LOUISVILLE, Dec. 6,18S9. 


The General Assembly of Kentucky met at Frank- 


fort torday and organized by the election of II. P. 
Leslie, of Warren county, as President ol the Senate, 
and J. If. Bunch as Spealcer of the House. The 
Governor's Message was then read. The Governor 
mtes a cheerful view of the exlstlnc condition of 
affairs in Kentucky and makes some important 
recommendations. Financially the State is in a 
most healthy condition. If the outstanding bonds 
were now due and the SS40,S49 due from the Rev- 
enue Department proper to the Stats was returned 
the resources would be more than sufficient to pay 
oif the State debt. 
Me recommends the ap- 
pointment of three competent commissioners of 
the revenue laws; that the present State agency 
lor the collection of the government war claim of 
tlie commonwealth ba abolished, and that) the 
Commissioners 01 the Sinking Funa be authorized to 
employ some responsible person to do the wortc; 
that the question of calling a convention for the re- 
vision of the constitution be submitted to the peo- 
ple; that a general law of incorporation for banks 
aud other companies be enacted, under which any 
company may organize by putting the terms of 
its organization on record and giving notice; 
ana that a bureau or insurance be estab- 
lished as a safeguard. Referring to the various acts 
of violence committed in the State last summer he 
asserts a determination to call out the militia lor the 
arrest of offenders on all occasions when the peace 
01 the Commonwealth may demand such action. He 
suggests a repeal of the present militia law, and in- 
clines to the opinion that the volunteer system Is the 
best. The Governor pays a brief and appropriate 
tribute to the memory of the late ex-Governor 
Wlcklllfe. 
On the 
question 
of 
immigration 
he tatcs broad ground, aud suggests the circulation 
in Europe of correct information as to the ad\»n- 
tages open to immigrants m Kentucky, that more 
capital aud skilled labor may find their wav to this 
Slate. In conclusion, he refers to the friendly spirit 
that is so rawidly taking the place of prejudices en- 
gendered by the war, aud urges a calm protest 
against the usurpations of centralized power.

Usually the most commonplace of all subjects of 


conversation is the weather. Bat sometimes ic rises 
to be a highly interesting topic, especially when, as 
was the ease yesterday afternoon, rain, snow, sleet, 
hail, alternately and at times altogether, wind 
above and slush, beneath, interfere with every- 
body's business, detain cars and upset all cal- 
culations of time tables by "starters," con- 
ductors and 
drivers, bring curses both low 


and 
deep 
to 
the 
lips 
of 
hackmen 
and 


many pedestrians, paving many a rod of the road 
to the "lower regions," ana making the benignant 
neart of Mr. Henry Bergn ache with pains ana sor- 
rows on beholding t he poor horses suffering as they 
tried to haul the heavily loaded cars and carts 
over the slippery ground ana through heaps of. half 
frozen, stashy mud. On sncli days even sensible 
men growl while trying to make the best of the la- 
convenience which nature occasionally inmcts'ou 
poor humanity, as if she intended 1C for a reminder 
that though man has made many of the forces of 
nature tributary to his will and his Intellectual 
power, he is still nnable to control the weather. 


But as the hours of the afternoon wore on and the 


day grew into evening the atmospheric surround- 
ings became worse and worse. The weather was no 
longer the otta jxxlriOa of everything disagreeable, 
but it had settled—if the term be allowed—Into a 
regular snow storm, with a heavy nor'wester blow- 
ing its 'ftleat blasts" without intermission, whirling 
the snowy flakes through the air and heaping them 
up in unpleasant proximity to the railroad tract, 
covering the rails ana Impeding travel to an extent 
as had not been experienced for many years past so 
early In tna season. 


"A tremendous snow storm,"said one, standing 


on the sidewalk near the HEBALB Building while 
waiting for a car. 


"Fearful, sir," replied a bystander. 
"Umphl" said a third." "Quite unexpected for the 


season." 


"It's December, sir," chimed In a fourth; "De- 


cember, sir. Nothing unusual, sir. Ought to be 
prepared for it, sir. These city railway companies. 
sir; bad management, sir, bad——." and just at this 
moment a gigantic snowball, which a boy was aim- 
ing at another, but, missing his target, Had struck 
the speater. scaled his mouth completely. 


"Wnat a blessinn an underground railway^wonia 
be m such weather," began again the first, ana all 
around him exclaimed their assent except the tar- 
get for the stray snowball. 


"TJgh! These brats!. No, sir," said he, "Under- 
ground railroads wonld'nc help it, sir; ugh I"—the 
urat had mud in the snow— "wouldn't help it, sir; 
not sufficient accommodation, sir;" and again the 
speaker was interrupted, a hurried pedestrian passing 
by with his umbrella ail spread out and closely to his 
race and against the wind, it so happened that one 
side of the paraplui struck the dissatifled grumbler 
in the face and came very near knocking him over, 
fie Kept his balance, however, and trod off as 
quickly as his legs could bear and ilia storm would 
allow Mm, and that was the last seen or heard of 
him. 


But the remarS made of the desirability of an un- 
derground railroad through the whole length of the 
•city was repeated by many last evening. The short- 
comings of the city railroad companies were so ap- 
parent that they were freely canvassed. Here is a 
city in which ac least 150,000 people are dependent 
daily lor conveyance home from tae place of their 
daily employment on these city ears. But careful only 
of their own profits ana fearful of any extraordinary 
expeuse, these companies not oulv lessen the num- 
ber of cars they run just at a time" when more are 
needed, but at the Drst sign ot increasing difficulties 
they even stop running altogether. Take the Eighth 
Avenue Company as an example, which, next to the 
Third avenue line, shows the largest return of re- 
ceipts and the largest percentage of profits. It 
stopped running last evening before any of the 
other companies had withdrawn their cars. Tne 
Fourth avenue cars soon followed 
salt, 1110 
Kroadway and Seventh avenue road ran a car 
only at ions intervals, ana tlimlly cave it up also. 
The Sixth aveuue made a show for some liours, but 
It also succumbed. 
The Crosstown and Belt Rali- 
way cars were very soon nowhere, and only the 
Third avenue Hue made a partially successful attempt 
to keep ics track open. Large gangs of men were 
stationed at numerous points along the line wltn 
brooms. Snowploughs were put to wort, drawn by 
steam and horses, and every available means was 
employed to keep the line clear of the drifting 
snow. 


Under these clrcmnstanccs It was not unreason- 
able lor the people generally to wish for some more 
convenient and reliable mode of communication be- 
tween tue different portions of the city. This wish 
generally concentrated m the hope that the proposed 
underground railroad, through the centre or Manhat- 
tan Island, might no longer be a mere project, but 
may assume the realities of an accomplished 
lact. lls advantages were freely canvassed, and it 
was particularly referred to that such a road would 
prove itself removed from the Influence of storms, 
and hence available at au times. 


The scene in front of the HERALD building, just 


about the time when stores and factories close down 
town, between five and six o'cloclc in the evening, 
was one of unusual interest. 
A number of cars 
were huddled together between the point of the 
Part and Ann street, of which but few were on the 
tract TUey were standing in each other's way, 
filled with people, and to their platforms and rail- 
ings hung on hundreds anxious to get away and 
have a start, at least, for home. Near Beetman 
street, against the curb on Park row, was observed 
leaning a Third avenue car, perfectly uncon- 
scious of the improper position it occupied 
and careless of tlie feelings of the fifty or seventy- 
five people inside of it, and who did not seem to 
Know that there were no horses hitched to the car. 
The curve on the line around the corner of Ann 
street and ParK row was a source of considerable 
trouble HO long as the Uleecter s-reet cars continued 
to run. Between the hours named no less than 5,000 
people had at one time or another assembled here, 
all eager to get up town, but few of whom 
could gain admittance to a stray car as It -made its 
appearance, after a long interval. And what with 
tne shouts and curses of drivers, calls of starters 
and conductors, exclamation* of passengers, the 
jingle of bells and the cries of sweepers, ol omnibus 
drivers, of hacfimen, the loud complaints of those 
who could not reach a car and the howling and 
whistling of the wind—this was, Indeed, a sight JUSE 
at this particular locality seldom seen and not soon 
lorgotten. 


SCENES AND IKdlHtXTB IN THE CITV. 
At five o'clock exactly, when 150,000 persons down 


town were moving and preparing to move up and 
across toivn, the first atorta of winter burst, and 
brote up a dozen lines or street car travel. Tue 
clouds 
seemed 
to 
dip 
down 
very 
low, 
aud 
from 
out 
of 
tneir 
caoacious 
depths 
came 
the 
most 
blinding volumes 
of 
flne, 
granulated snow drops that ever were seen. Gusts 
of wind accompanied aud swept them like giant 
furies along the streets and avenues, whirling them 
at intervals high into the air and over the tops of 
houses. All those who were in anywise well pro- 
vided for the occasion with heavy clothes and toick 
boots exulted in the stirringstorm, which fetched the 
rosy hue of nealtli to the cheek, Illuminated the 
Lips of the ears and lent a palpitating glow to the 
human proboscis.' There wasn't much exultation, 
however, among those who had to walK three or four 
miles home belore they got their suppers, especially 
U tho suppers were expected to keep warm. 
Still mere was little real hardship complained of. 
Hie whirling, racing, flying snow was glorious m its 
strong and vigorous rush. On Broadwav, so blinding 
was the storm it was diiilcult to see twenty yards 
ahead. The snow occasionally as the wind grew 
better tempered looked like me spray of a water- 
fall; and then, a'gain, 
when the nor'westers 
came into play the congealed 
particles 
be- 
came as flue and hard as duck shoe, and 
:>cppered pedestrians' laces most unmercifully. 
An immense number of young and delicate girls had 
to trudge homajast evenlna or wait for hours in the 
blocked up cars where the cold was regularly en- 
cased ana played the deuce wltn tempers ana. appe- 
tites. When almost all the llnea ceased running 
the stagea on Broad way still held ont and tne drivers 
drove in clover—in other words made a har- 
vest 
of 
stamps. 
All 
along 
tne 
line 
of 
Eighth aveune tlie most ludicrous scenes were 
started into existence by this playful and frisky 
snow storm. Cars ceased to carry, and the means 
of locomotion with which nature provides tho 
animal biped had to be put into active use. 
i'he drivers seemed delighted with the condition 
of affairs, but the conductors were cross and 
crazy. Here and there a lot or drivers got together 
and Kept themselves warm with red hot joses, and 
or common comfort aud hilarity the cars that got 
blocked and looked as though they were deprived of 
their wheels were crowded, not quito to suffoca- 
tion, but the next 
thing 
to it. 
In such 
iiaces of shelter a great nnmuer passed many 
lours, passively hoping against hope, that horsos 
enough aud to spare would come and call them 
home 
to their suppers before 
the victuals 
got cold, fiut not a horse could face that fearful 
;ule, with the wind right in his teeth and the hall- 
stones lert in his eye. Or course, many or the car« 
wore deserted, and tne brave deserters, with a 
heroism worthy of a better fate, took an additional 
reef 
in 
their outer 
clothing 
and 
plunged 
'earlessiy 
forward 
into the 
mad 
wnlrl 
of 
tlie frozen ilcece. Sixth and Seventh avenues, 
iroadway and Fourth avenue, East Broadway and 
Dry Dock lines were entirely stopped for hours, 
llnrdavcnuoalso broko down, but not completely. 
A horse on Broadway succumbed beneath tno task 
of pulling a atago over tho slippery street nnd 
against tho peppering hurricane. Ho died with the 
snow for his winding sheet ana his driver was recog- 
nized with a tear frozen la bl3 eie lot the 


unhappy fate of the "ammile." It is a flagran 
disgrace to this great city. wit» all Its boas^e 
enterprise, wealth aud conveniences, that this storm 
of comparatively small proportions should com 
upon us and paralyze all our means 01 local tra»e 
Toe stingy, grasping corporations that own »h 
lines of street cars coiiM have easily prevented Ih 
blockade of last evening by sending down town, in 
the early part of the afternoon, relays anu <Joub: 
teams of horses, in place of that they left the old 
worn oat hack horses ruu, in a single team, as 
usual, 
and 
when 
the 
storm 
burst 
the 
were all caught and. brought to a stand 
stllL The disgraceful exhibition of mcornpetenCj 
and want of foresight shown by the railroads las 
evening was tne universal the-ne of censure. Th 
prospect for the balance of the winter is not ve 
encouraging for those who live no town and 
business below.' 


The mails from Boston and Philadelphia, ant 
along the Hudson river lines were all delayei 
several hours last night. 


The Storm in Brooklyn 


was very severe. The car horses suffered severely 
on nearly every route. Doublo teams were engaged 
on all the routes. At the Fulton ferry in the evening 
the c*s were delayed for nearly an honr at tha 
time when the crowd was returning from New York. 
Horses aropped in the harness from exhaustion 
and tnere was but little rest in the way o 
relief for them in the stables. Travel was very 
heavy in every direction. The towboys engaged in 
driving up the hill from the Fulton ferry struct for 
higher wages. They have been receiving SI 25 a 
day and struck for 81 50. A committee previously 
appointed waited on the directors of the railroad 
company, but their claims lor increased pay were 
received with the utmost contempt. An Indigna- 
tion 
meeting 
was 
held in the 
afternoon, 
when 
it 
was resolved to "stand 
out" 
foi 
their rights. The "tow" is now going on, however, 
under the direction of green hands, while the origi- 
nal towboys stand grinning maliciously at tne mia- 
chlcf which they are causing tlie "stock" of the 
company. 


Snow ploughs and sweeps were set to work on the 
various Hues early m the evening, but the snow fel 
so fast that only a fevr cars conld get through, anc 
that by the use of four horses to each car. The 
prospect at ten o'cloclc was that travel on all the 
lines would be stopped before daylight. 


The Storm In Now Jersey. 


From eight o'clock yesterday morning the storm 


was so severe in Jersey City that the horse railroads 
were seriously obstructed. There was no regularity 
in the running of cars, and those who lived in that 
part of Hudson county from Bergen to the Point and 
who do business in New York, reached the latter 
city by the

The trains oo the railroads arrived with the usual 
regularity till late in the evening.

Should the storm 
continue there -vrni be sleigh riding to-day, as tho 
snow was plied in the streets at eleven o'clock last 
night to the height of eight inches and in many 
places to twice that height.

Navigation to Albany. 


POUGHKEBPSIE, Dec. 8, 1S89. 


AU day yesterday a heavy northeast snow storm 


prevailed along the Hudson, commencing before 
daylight. The wind blevr a gale- aud vessels scudded 
before it under bare poles, going to the southward, 
hurrying away from points north ol Rondout, fear- 
ing a sudden closmg of the river thereabouts. Tlie 
steamboat Eaele, which left Newburg on Saturday for 
Albany, proceeded but a suorl distance above Hudson 
when, encountering heavy fields or ice, she was 
obliged to put back. Yesterday the steamboats City 
of Hudson and Boardman, running between Catskiii 
and Albany, were obliged to succumb to the Ice 
King, and were laid up tor the season, after having 
made extraordinary exertions to get through. The 
steamer Kuppa, plying between Hudson and New 
York, left the former place several hours ahead of 
time Saturday night, itis doubtful whether she will 
be able to get back to Hudson again before spring. 
The river Is full of heavy new ice from Albany to 
a point as far south as Tivoli and the weather is still 
cold, ice forming all the while. Several tows, com- 
prising 200 or 300 boats, are on their way to Sew 
York and will undoubtedly gpt through in safety, 
bus no more will leave Albany after to-day. Scores 
of sloops and schooners lay at anchor all along the 
river all day yesterday, their decks covered with 
BUOW and Icicles hanging from the rigging. Boat- 
men generally ate liurrymg Ul> business in order 
to make "last trips," and everything wears a deci- 
dedly wmterlsh appearance, Towarda five P. M. 
the wmd shifted to north-northwest and blew stm 
heavier, lifting and driving the snow in every direc- 
tion, making heavy drifts on the Hudson Kiver Kail- 
road and impeding the progress of trains.

At flve o'clock this evening the storm hud In- 
creased in violence aud the wind blew almost a hur- 
ricane, but np to dark all trams ran regularly on tuo 
road.

OT War. logeiiifr with tlie reports of the General or 
tbeAnur and me different bureaus'of tha depart- 
ment made since thelast annual report. 


I took charge of the office on November 1,1S63, 


relieving the General of the Army, who had with. 
marKed zeal and ability perrormed its duties since 
tne death of Secretary John A. Hawlms, on Septem- 
ber 6,1S69. Of General Rawlins it can with truth 
be said that the virtues of true manhood character- 
ized his life as soldier, citizen and statesman, while 
on {ha records of the department will ever remam 
tbe evidences of his mga- honor, bis patrioilsm and 
bis sagaclons judgment. 


During the month of October the General of tho 


Army was acting as Secretary of War, and the an- 
nual reports, which were by his direction addressed 
to the Adjutant General of the army, have been, with 
Ills own report, transmitted to me. As the duties of 
the office were assumed but a few days prior to the 
date of tils report few recommendations will be 
made at length, but toe material matters or the re- 
ports presented will be referred to as concisely as 
possible. 


KEPOKT OP TUB GESEBJ.L OP TSE AKJfY. 


This report elves a clear view of the adminlstra. 


tioa or the army and is very full, lioth in the state- 
ment of its present condition and recommendations 
for its future organization. Irs imDortance Is SUCH 
that a synopsis cannot justly be given, and It is sub- 
mitted with the following remarks:— 


Tnere are ITTelve departments and three districts. 


«ach under the command of a General officer, and 
the departraen's are formed into four military divi- 
sions, commanded by the four generals next in ranK 
to the General of the Army. The regular army con- 
sists of five regiments otf artillery, ten of cavalry, : 
twenty-five of inlantry, the battalion of engineers 
and the corps oi cadets, the latter undergoing in 
Slruction at the Military Academy. 
AH tiie regi- 
men;s are on duty, and tbe General refers to the 
manner in which tneir work, has beeu done, 
ander tue exposure to which they were subjected, 
os meriting the commendation of the country. In 
conformity wi:n the act ot July 28,1868, and by tne 
direction of tne Secretary of War, a board of officers 
prepared a new code of the articles of war, winch 
•was, on February 1, 1808, transmitted to Congress. 
A system of regulations was also complied, bctlicoile 
and regaiations receiving tbe approval of the then 
General oi the Army, and on June li isss, Secretary 
Scnofieid a*teti the adoption of the new articles or 
war aad the repeal or so much of the act as directs 
"tke existing regulations to remain in force nntii 
Congress shall nave acied on said report." it is 
very desirable tbat legislation ba bad enacting tha 
rules and articles of war and approving the new 
{emulations. 


Alter the consolidation made in accordance with 


tl»e act of March?,, 1859, there remained, on Xoveai- 
Ijer 1, 500 unattached olllsers. All of these have 
been assigned to duty excepting 156, who are "await- 
ing orders." It seems equitable aad just, should a 
reduction be made, that officers awaiting oroers by 
tiieir own request, and prelerrmg that to active duty, 
siionid have less claim for retention than those who 
applied for assignment. Of this class there are 1K9 
officers. Some of them, however, had special rea- 
sons for asking to be placed on the "awaiting orders'' 
list, which the department recognized, and whictt 
Bbonld oe regarded. 


It Is certainly fair that the consenneuces of reduc- 
tion of officers should fall proportionately on 
cavalry, artillery aud infantry, and, should Con- 
gress act m tlie matter it is proper that this con- 
sideration should not be overlooked. Jn ref- 
erence to the question <5f reduction I concur 
Ti'ltu the report m recommending that authority be 
given to retire a greater aumbsr of officers lor canse 
than is now allowed uy law—seven per cent of the 
oillcers of the wnole aimy. 


The present maximum of the army is 52.234 en- 
listed men. Kelymgontwo-thirasforactuaiservice 
the cumber of men is 34,82-2. By the plan or organi- 
sation snomitteu in tue report there would be 42,650 
men. Two-thirds lor actual service would be 2y,750 
men, below which it would nol, be prudent to go, a6 
the necessities of 1 he country ana the great extent 
ol temiorr to be protected wul require every num 
of tbat number. 


Section nix of the act of March 3.1869 provides 
"That imr.1 otherwise directed by law there uhaii he 
no new appointments and no promotions in tne 
Adjutant General's Department, In the Inspector 
General's Department, in tha Quartermaster's De- 
partment, in ths Commissary Department, in the 
Ordnance Department, in the Engineer Department 
and in tlie-Medical Department." 1 recommend that 
the staff corps be retained at tbe standard flxed by 
tiie act of July 28. 1SSO, and that the clause prohibit- 
ing appointments and promotions be repealed, in 
order that vacancies may be tilled as was tne prac- 
tice prior to the passage of the act of March 3, isey. 
Although the army may be smaller than heretofore 
experience has shown mat these officers are as 
necessary for the smaller as the larger force. 


The recommendations of the General of the Army 


RH lo its future organization are presented for your 
cousideru:lon without abridgment. He refers fully 
to the reports of the Beads of bureaus. Tho remarks 
made by myself as to these will be found embodied 
to the abstracts ol the renorts hereinafter ic- 
fcrred to. 


AJ)JTJTA"ST OENEUAL'S DEPARTMENT. 
The Adjutant Geueral submits a table of the 
"Organization of the Kegular Army." an exhibit of 
tlie actual strength of the army and a statement of 
tlie position and distribution of troops. He recom- 
mends a repeal of so much or section six of the act 
or March 3,1869, as prohibits further appointment or 
promotion, leaving the organization of tue Adjutant 
General's Department as it was Used by section ten, 
act of July *S, i860, and also embodies ia his report 
other recommendations. 


INSPECTION DEPARTMENT. 
Tbe results or tlie inspection service during the 
past year nave been to'discover and bring to the 
notice of the proper authorities the qualiucations ol 
officers to nil the positions assigned them; the con- 
oinon of troops In regard to discipline, drill and 
efficiency—whether duty has been neglected; laws, 
regulations or oraers violated; public property mis- 
anplled, lost or wantonly destroyed; wnetner there 
lave been extravagant or unnecessary eipsndlturej 
or public mouey, stores or material, and the personal 
responsibility lor ail irregularities and abuses, with 
suggestions ror remedial action.- 


The report shows tliat through the agency or this 
branch of the service, there has been continued im- 
provement in the discipline ond enlcleucy' of the 
troops, as well as the promotion of a more discnra- 


nnder tlis contracts, ftelne refunded totnsWarDe- 
nartment, out or the aupropnatiou of S'-'.o-w.ooo ror 
the pacittoatlAn of the Indians, granted April 10, 


Altnongh the amount o" clothing ntia equipage on 
Baud at the end of ilie war luis bcca reduced by 
sales aurt Issues, there still remains a SIOCK valued 
at over $42,oiM,ouo.

There are seventF-two national cemeteries and *3 


local, post, or private cemeteries in which scidicra 
lie buncd. The titles of seventy-one of tlie national 
cemeteries have Deen approved as perfect by Hie 
Attorney General. Three nundred and twenty-two 
thousand six hundred aud seven interments are re- 
ported, el wlilcii I71,94i) nave been identified. Tiie 
expenditure on tins wors has been nearly $3,030,000. 


During me your 5,855 animals were purchased an.i 
3.4'J.! \vere sold. These latter produced the sum of 
$-22,838. 


SUBSISTENCE BEPABTITENT. 
Subsistence supplies for the army have been 


maiulv procured m the large maricet cities of tne 
country. 
The average cost of the ration at 
these marseis has been about twentv-inrce cents. 
Efforts to procure salt meats on the Pacific coast ror 
troops stationed there have met with great sawjsss, 
supplies-of excellent quality having been obtained 
at lavorabla prices. Tobacco, at an average monthly 
value of Sla.oao, bus been furnished to troops at cost 
prices, and the I'reednien's Bureau has been sup- 
plied with stores to tne value or nearly $'.'00,00',), 
most of winch has already been paid for, and the 
remainder is in process of refunding at the Treasury. 
The issues lo Indians at various -polnla have 
amounted to more than S15u,000, and at the request 
of tne interior Department stores valued at $37,503 
were issued to destiiu;eOsag&5 aad others to pre- 
vent starvation duiini tde winter. Under an ar- 
rangement between the war Department and the 
Depart.ueut of the Interior,

There has been paid $27,ea as commutation of 
rations to Onion soldiers while prisoners of. war. 
Claims for supplies furnished the ariuy during me 
war, amounting 10 $2,899,^06 have been received, of 
•srhKh $i!>w,03S nave ueen allowed aud $2,531,084 
have been rejected. 


During rhe ascal year 11,907 accounts and returns 
have been received rrotn various oillcers, of whicn 
11,787 have been examined aad referred to tbe Third 
Auditor lor final settlement. 


Tne subsistence Department has lost an honorable 
and excellent oillcer by the death, by assassination, 
01 Brevet Lieutenant Colonel J. G. Craue, commis- 
sary or subsistence, at Jactson, Miss., June i, 1889. 
Achauae in toe army ration by extending the 
variety of articles, increasing some ana diuiiutsluns 
others, and also in the manner or disposing of the 
savings ia soldiers' messes ana bateries, would be 
or advantage to the service. 


I nmte with the commissary General In recom- 
mendinc that the proviso to section iwo, set of 
March 2, 1867, be repealed. 
This will allow olllcers 
or the line, Wiieu acting as assistant commissaries of 
subsistence, to receive uventy dollars per uionUi in 
ac'iiitioa to tneir yaym place of tne sum of twenty 
donsri less one ration per day, now allon-ed. 


MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


Tne carrent expenditures of the Medical Depart- 
ment during tne fiscal year ending June 3u. is89, 
were giiJ,S5i; me total expenditure of that depart- 
ment, including "war debts" aud "refuadments," 
was $708,305, aud the available balance on hand at 
tho close of rheyearwas $i,792,050. 


The health or the troops lias been gooS. Yellow 
lever lias appeared at Jiey \Yest only, and at this 
point there were forty-three cases and twentv-oue 
Heaths: but by tue prompt removal ol the troops to 
a neiv station the ravages of the disease were at 
once stopped.

MILITARY. DIVISION OF THE MISSOURI, 


This division, commanded by Lieutenant General 
Sheridan, embraces the departments or Dacotah, the 
Platte and the Missouri, commanded respectively by 
Major General W. S. Hancock, lirevet Major General 
Augur and lirevet Major General scnoflela. 


Theso three departments cover a territory of great 
extent-, in whicli most of the civilized, semi-civilized 
and wild Indians abide, and include the States of 
Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Sebraska and Min- 
nesota, and the Territories or Colorado, Sew Mexico, 
Wyoming, Utah, Daeotaft, Montana and the Indian. 
The administration of these departments nas been 
ably and economically conducted, but tbe number or 
troops uow on duty in thetu is deemed insutlhiient, 
with the present reduced strength or companies, to 
meet the wants of tiie service. 


Although there have been numerous depredations 
In this division, the condition of Indian aitairs is 
very much better i Ban last year. The policy of re- 
servations adopted by the Indian Department is, in 
tiie judgment or General Sheridan, the only policy 
that will put an end to Indian murders and depre- 
dations, livery efl'ort ia made to avoid ta<j necessity 
of punishing the savages, witn the strong hope that 
thev may settle down on. llieir reservations and 
adopt a more peaceful and civilized lue.

The report of the Chief of Engineers gives a de- 
tailed account of the operanoas or the Engineer De- 
partment, and of the means required to execute me 
duties devolved upon it. The ouicsrs of the CO'ps 
of Engineers, aided by details from otherarmsof 
the service and a number of civil engineers, have 
been engaged upon the permanent national de- 
fenses, survey or the lakes, river aud aarbor im- 
provements, explorations and surveys, command 
ami instruction of engineer troops, and in charge of 
public buildings, grounds and worKs ui the District 
of Columbia, Twenty-two officers of the corps have 
been doing duty in the several military divisions de- 
partments and districts, in tue lighthouse establish- 
ment, and as instructors at the Military Academy. 


Work nas been continued on the permanent de- 
fences to tae extent permitted oy ths saiali balances 
reinammir of old appropriations. These have been 
exhausted ror the most part during the year, and 
the worts have consequently been closed up. 
JSxpenments and trials have been made with Iron 


and other materials witn a view to their application 
in the aeiences, and trial has been made of a de- 
scending gun carriage lor use in barbette batteries. 
iletiiods of modizyiag ana improving our existing

The freedmen were advised to make written con- 
tracts with their employers and have the same ex- 
plained aud approved by a bureau officer. Iu a fiin- 
gie State more than 50,000 such contracts were 
made. Tho labor of the freeiimen has produced 
nearly all the food consumed In the South, besides 
large amounts of rice, sugar and tobacco for oxjior- 
tatiou and about ;.',oo<i,oo(j oalea of cotton per j ear, 
on which were paid into the united States Treasury 
durmir the years isoii and 1S67 taxes amounting to 
more than $40,opo,ooa. 


Mucii disappointment and lllfeellng was caused by 
the lailure of tne original plan to lease or sell the 
abandoned lands in small tracts to refugees and 
ircednieu. Information baa been published respect- 
ing lanfs under the Homestead act of June 21,1S69, 
aud some aid given to those who desired to enter 
them. Attention is Detaining to turn in that direc- 
tion, and about 4,000 families have' already made 
enti-ioa ana obtained homes of their own. Ja a few 
niBtauces needmcn Save nulled in tbe purchase of 
farms under cultivation. They are verv anxious to 
become land owners, and the possession of lands 
and homes is one or tho chief means of their eleva- 
tion. 


But the most urgent want Is education, and more 
attention has been paio. to this than to any other 
subject. In each State at^Jeast one normal school 
lias been organized. Sever* chartered colleges for 
freed people are in operation, also a university, hi 
the District of Columbia. 
In the 2,128 schools under the care of the bureau 
and officially reported, the number of teachers em- 
ployed is 2,455, aad the number of pupils is 114,522. 
Adding those estimated in private and Sabbath 
schools, the number under instruction of some kind 
during the last year is not less than 250,000. The 
freed people are doing what the? can for their own 
education, having durmir the fast year paid for 
tuition and the construction of buildings about 
$200,000. 


The whole amount or bounties paid since April 17,

The report of the BfcinJ of Visitors to the Jiill;ary 


Academy lor the present year is one or unnsuitl ini- 
portanco auH interest. The condition or affairs gen- 
erally was round to be all that could be desired or 
expected under the present organization or the 
academy, out tho organization itself, which has re- 
mained unchanged since the dars when the army 
was but 10,000 strong and tlio nation was very far 
below its present size and importance among other 
nations, is declared to bo madcnuato to meet tlie 
future demands of the country. and a reorganization 
accordingly recommeudea:~Tne institution to bo 
greatly enlarged; tue number of cadeis greatly in- 
creased; tlie standard of admission to be raised, and 
the cadets to be divided into two classes—one pur- 
suing an ordinary course or military instruction and 
Its members returned to civil lite upon graduation, 
to spread a knowledge of tne military art through- 
out tb« landj and supply trained officers for the 
emergencies ol war; the other, selected from the 
promising members of tue Termer class, and equal in 
number on!/ to the yearly wants of tne armr, to pur- 
sue their studies aaa practice to the very llmita of 
miinary science. 


These recommendations are reviewed by the in- 
spector of tae Military Academy, who does not ad- 
VIEO any present enlargement of the 
academy 
itself, 
bnt recommends an increase ot 
the 
cadets to 400, a number wtiicn the academy 
can accommodate without enlargement, and whicn 
the army will probably be able to absorb as fast a.a 
tney graduate; it being but two-filths larger than 
tbe now authorized number, while the armr has 
more than doubled in the mean time. Upon tbe 
question or raiainff the standard or admission, ho 
remarks tliat every addition to' the Hit, of prepara- 
tory qualifications necessarily restricts the circle

SUMS- 
queatly Major General Meade was placed" in com- 
mand, the department of Washineton broken np 
and attached to the Department or tne East, aud tne 
First military district incorported iu the division, 
wnich now embraces tne States of Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana and v-iisconam, tne Kew England Stales, 
Kew 1'orK, Kew Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Delaware, Virginia and tue District or Columoia.

Indian raids during the year have been unusually 


bold, and. it Is believed, commanded in most in- 
stances by white men. Heavy damages to the citi- 
zens in live stock and property lias resulted, but the 
loss o! life has been small, amounting to about 
twenty-six persons. 


It will be impossible to prevent Indian raids as 
long as there are wild Indians not assigned to any 
defined territory, and protection to the frontier can- 
not be afforded with the force lu the district, owing 
no the numerous demands made upon it ia the exe- 
cution of the reconstruction laws. 


Voluntary county organizations of citizens have 
)n some cases been authorized and proved elfecuve 
In some localities, but in others the arrangetnenuhas 
not me: with cordial response iroia the people. 
It is recommended by General Reynolds thai a line 


of telegraph be built connecting the posts between 
Red river and tne Kio Grande, at some convenient 
point, witn Austin, San Antonio or Waco. Such a 
line will afford prompt communication wlttt frontier 
posts and will effect concert of action. The ex- 
penses will be trillng compared with the advantages 
tbat may reasonably be expecled. 
Depredations in the country between tho Fences 
and Kio Grande, which is spaisely peopled and de- 
voted chieUv to the raising ol cattle, nave beeu numer- 
ous. The offenders, Indians aud Mexicans, generally 
come from the soutii side of Uie Kio Grande, and :he 
stolen catt'e are conveyed there for sale. 
Orders 
have accordingly bean Issued directing that tha 
crossing or cattle shall be limited to specified point?, 
bnt a sufficient time has not elapsed m \viiicn to seat 
the efficiency of this regulation. The evil threatens 
to become one of sucu magnitude as-to demand a 
reference to tne government of Jie^ifo. 


The ordinary, civil machinery of the State has been 
in operation, aided, whenever necessary aad nrac- 
ticao.e, by theimliiarylorceof the United States. 
Improvement is apparent in the disposition of Junes 
to punish for murder and other hlga crime?.

tary aid nas been furnished ro civil authorities to 
suppress bands or desperadoes who lnfe=t the State. 


Under the provisions of the joint resolution of 
February is, I860, many countv onlces were vacated.

Laxity in execu- 
tion or laws and interference with the collection or 
State taxes have been caused by parsons qualified 
being unwilling to accent the office on account or 
tne short duration of tne term, and the fact tnat 
"appointees" are in most cases unpopular.

FOURTH SIILITArtY DISTRICT. 
This district has oeeu commanded bv Brevet Major 


General Aines since Marco. 17, iwjd, and comprises 
tue State or Mississippi. The Sixteenth Infantry 
regiment is the only military organization on duty 
there. 


The employment or troops beyond the ordinary 


routine of duty has been conflned to expeditions lor 
the purpose of arresting lawless characters guilty of 
murder or other serious offences. Supported by 
public opinion a few men, in defiance of the law, 
commit murders and outrages, and clvu o Ulcers are 
unequal to the task of bringing them to justice. 
Guarded and protected by their neighbors their 
arrest becomes very dinicuit, and the assistance or 
troops is demanded. Tho parties Injured or tlicir 
friends rarely undertake to aid the civil or military 
authorities, and If eo, besuntlngly and secretly. 


The cases are not numerous where violence has 
been offered the regularly constituted authorities, 
and la'those instances tne acts were committed gen- 
erally by ' Individuals who, nevertheless, wore 
secreted and snielded by the people. 


One ol tnemost deliberate and cold-blooded cases 
or tlie kind was the murder In tlio streets ot Jackson 


The annual meeting for the election of managers 


of the Colored Orphan Asylum was held yesterday 
at twelve o'clock at the house of Mrs. Landon, No. 7 
East .Fourteenttt street.

The late 
aid received from the Legislature may o;iiy be 
applied for building purposes or direct or permanent 
improvements upon the house, so that the avail- 
able income lor 
tne expenses of the family 
is not increased.

The re- 
ports oi the u-casurer, superintended! ancl piiysi- 
cian were also read, aud with those which had pre- 
ceded them, unananlmously adopted,

HEADQUARTERS OP THE ABUT. > 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 29.1809, / 


GENERAL—I have now the honor to submit my 


report of tho armr for tho present year. At tiie 
time of the last annual report General U. 8. Grant 
was in command of the army and remained until 
the 4th or March, 1809, when he became President or 
the United Stales, and I succeeded him as General- 
in-Chief. The confirmation of my commission was 
announced on the 6th day of Mavcli and I was or- 
dered to assume command March S, which I did. 


At tnat time Major General J. M. Schofleld was 


Secretary of War and continued in that capacity 
until March 13, when General John A. Rawllns was 
duly commissioned and entered on his duties as Sec- 
retary or War—a post he lillej until his death, Sep- 
tember c, when the President conferred on me tha 
commission, with the understanding tuat It was to 
be held only till lie conid select a successor, and it 
afforded me great pleasure on the 1st instant to giv9 
place to yourself. General W. W. iielknap. ' 


As these changes have, in a measure, affected tha 


course of events, I believe that you will be pleased 
that I take a wider view of tlie bisiory and condition 
of the army and its administration than Is custom- 
ary for the Commander-iii-Cluef. 


IJUv'E OI> TUB AltXT. 


For the purpose or military responsibility and ffov<- 


eminent tho domain of tbe United States is divided 
into twelve departments aud three disirlcts, eacb 
under the command of an experienced general offi- 
cer, who by law is invested with all tlie powers ol 
the commaudinT general of an army in the field, and 
is held responsible for the discipline and mainte- 
nance of the trooss, ihe preservation of good order 
so far as the military authority extends, and for ths 
care of all public property that belongs to the army. 
The limits aud boundaries of these departments aro 
belter described by the map aud tabular statements 
herewith than by any mere wor Js I could give. 


In order to prompt action In case of need and tc 


place similar territory and similar Interests under a 
common commander, theso departments are again 
grouped mtj lour military divisions, which are com- 
manded by the four generals next In rans to the 
Commander-ln-Chler. 


By the organic law of July 2S, 1808, as modified by 


that of March 3, Ii09, the regular army now consists 
of five regiments of artillery, ten of cavalry, twenty- 
five of infantry, a battalion or engineers and the 
cadets of the Military Aeidemv. These are all 
assigned to the several departments by regiments or 
companies, but each division commander can reto, 
iorce any point within his command by transfer- 
ring the troops from one of his departments to 
another. 


As a general rule the artillery companies are dis- 


tributed in tne permanent forts along our seaboard 
irom Bastsort, Maine, to the mouth, of the Kia 
Grande, "and from San DIOKO, California, to AlasKa, 
serving- on root. One company of each regiment IB 
mounted and equipped as light artillery; oae of 
these companies is stationed at Washington and the 
other lour at Fort Klley, Kansas, as a school of in- 
struction. Another company OL each, regiment (Its 
all live) is statione.l ai Old 1'oiut Comfort, asascnool 
ol instruction tor Heavy or sea coast auiliery. 
All the ten regimeuw of cavalry aro serving In 
Texas, the Indian country and Ricinc Territories, 
with the exception of a single company here In 
Waohington, which is the only cavalry east of the 
Mississippi river. 
The tA-euty-live regiments of infantry are distri- 


buted:—One regiment along tUc northern irontiee,. 
one in Virginia, oue m Mississmpi and three in the 
Department of tliu Souts. Tho remaining nineteen 
regiments are lu Texas th'j Indian country and 
V.'Cotarn blaics and I'irritji-Io-. - 
Tlirec companies of ejgmi-er troops are at Wil- 
lett's Foiul, .NO'-v Y'-'rk; n;u-oyr; one a« Jefferson bar- 
racks, jMteriouii, antl iwic at Verba Uuoua Island, Saij.

For a bisiory of the labors aud exposures of our 
troops 1 must refer to tue rapoi'Li of the division 
and department commanders Herewith, and I hope 
the officers aud mou. cotupojiu,r tao army will re- 
ceive Hie assurance of tho country, to which they 
are fairly cutitled. that the:r services are appre-

These are tbe Army Regulations now in use, 
although they also'have beeu moUiHea by numerous 
subsequent oruers aud ciix:u!;u... so tnat at this 
moment no oillcer can, rrom tin; most careful study, 
be certain or his rights and duties, and Is liable at 
any lime 10 suiier in his accouuu or incur personal 
liability for acts done iu parJoiiaole ignorance. 


Section 37 of tbe act approved July 28,1S86, re- 
quired the Secretary of War to have a new code ol 
Army Regulations prepared and submlrted to Con- 
gress at us next sassion, "iba existing regulations 
to remain in loice until Consres.s shall have acted 
on such report." By special orders from* tne Adju- 
tant General's omce, December 18, 1867, a board 
composed of Lieutenant Ueueral Sherman, Major 
Geueral SnerUau and urevet Major-Generai Augur, 
was assembled in \S~asimi2toa 011 ihe 28th of jan-u- 
ary, laos.

Of General Rawlins it can with truth 
be said that the virtues of true manhood character- 
ized his life as soldier, citizen and statesman, while 
on {ha records of the department will ever remam 
tbe evidences of his mga- honor, bis patrioilsm and 
bis sagaclons judgment. 


During the month of October the General of tho 


Army was acting as Secretary of War, and the an- 
nual reports, which were by his direction addressed 
to the Adjutant General of the army, have been, with 
Ills own report, transmitted to me. As the duties of 
the office were assumed but a few days prior to the 
date of tils report few recommendations will be 
made at length, but toe material matters or the re- 
ports presented will be referred to as concisely as 
possible. 


KEPOKT OP TUB GESEBJ.L OP TSE AKJfY. 


This report elves a clear view of the adminlstra. 


tioa or the army and is very full, lioth in the state- 
ment of its present condition and recommendations 
for its future organization. Irs imDortance Is SUCH 
that a synopsis cannot justly be given, and It is sub- 
mitted with the following remarks:— 


Tnere are ITTelve departments and three districts. 


«ach under the command of a General officer, and 
the departraen's are formed into four military divi- 
sions, commanded by the four generals next in ranK 
to the General of the Army. The regular army con- 
sists of five regiments otf artillery, ten of cavalry, : 
twenty-five of inlantry, the battalion of engineers 
and the corps oi cadets, the latter undergoing in 
Slruction at the Military Academy. 
AH tiie regi- 
men;s are on duty, and tbe General refers to the 
manner in which tneir work, has beeu done, 
ander tue exposure to which they were subjected, 
os meriting the commendation of the country. In 
conformity wi:n the act ot July 28,1868, and by tne 
direction of tne Secretary of War, a board of officers 
prepared a new code of the articles of war, winch 
•was, on February 1, 1808, transmitted to Congress. 
A system of regulations was also complied, bctlicoile 
and regaiations receiving tbe approval of the then 
General oi the Army, and on June li isss, Secretary 
Scnofieid a*teti the adoption of the new articles or 
war aad the repeal or so much of the act as directs 
"tke existing regulations to remain in force nntii 
Congress shall nave acied on said report." it is 
very desirable tbat legislation ba bad enacting tha

Alter the consolidation made in accordance with 


tl»e act of March?,, 1859, there remained, on Xoveai- 
Ijer 1, 500 unattached olllsers. All of these have 
been assigned to duty excepting 156, who are "await- 
ing orders." It seems equitable aad just, should a 
reduction be made, that officers awaiting oroers by 
tiieir own request, and prelerrmg that to active duty, 
siionid have less claim for retention than those who 
applied for assignment. Of this class there are 1K9 
officers. Some of them, however, had special rea- 
sons for asking to be placed on the "awaiting orders'' 
list, which the department recognized, and whictt 
Bbonld oe regarded. 


It Is certainly fair that the consenneuces of reduc- 
tion of officers should fall proportionately on 
cavalry, artillery aud infantry, and, should Con- 
gress act m tlie matter it is proper that this con- 
sideration should not be overlooked. Jn ref- 
erence to the question <5f reduction I concur 
Ti'ltu the report m recommending that authority be 
given to retire a greater aumbsr of officers lor canse 
than is now allowed uy law—seven per cent of the 
oillcers of the wnole aimy. 


The present maximum of the army is 52.234 en- 
listed men. Kelymgontwo-thirasforactuaiservice 
the cumber of men is 34,82-2. By the plan or organi- 
sation snomitteu in tue report there would be 42,650 
men. Two-thirds lor actual service would be 2y,750 
men, below which it would nol, be prudent to go, a6 
the necessities of 1 he country ana the great extent 
ol temiorr to be protected wul require every num 
of tbat number. 


Section nix of the act of March 3.1869 provides 
"That imr.1 otherwise directed by law there uhaii he 
no new appointments and no promotions in tne 
Adjutant General's Department, In the Inspector 
General's Department, in tha Quartermaster's De- 
partment, in ths Commissary Department, in the 
Ordnance Department, in the Engineer Department 
and in tlie-Medical Department." 1 recommend that 
the staff corps be retained at tbe standard flxed by 
tiie act of July 28. 1SSO, and that the clause prohibit- 
ing appointments and promotions be repealed, in 
order that vacancies may be tilled as was tne prac- 
tice prior to the passage of the act of March 3, isey. 
Although the army may be smaller than heretofore 
experience has shown mat these officers are as 
necessary for the smaller as the larger force. 


The recommendations of the General of the Army 


RH lo its future organization are presented for your 
cousideru:lon without abridgment. He refers fully 
to the reports of the Beads of bureaus. Tho remarks 
made by myself as to these will be found embodied 
to the abstracts ol the renorts hereinafter ic- 
fcrred to. 


AJ)JTJTA"ST OENEUAL'S DEPARTMENT. 
The Adjutant Geueral submits a table of the 
"Organization of the Kegular Army." an exhibit of 
tlie actual strength of the army and a statement of 
tlie position and distribution of troops. He recom- 
mends a repeal of so much or section six of the act 
or March 3,1869, as prohibits further appointment or 
promotion, leaving the organization of tue Adjutant 
General's Department as it was Used by section ten, 
act of July *S, i860, and also embodies ia his report 
other recommendations. 


INSPECTION DEPARTMENT. 
Tbe results or tlie inspection service during the 
past year nave been to'discover and bring to the 
notice of the proper authorities the qualiucations ol 
officers to nil the positions assigned them; the con- 
oinon of troops In regard to discipline, drill and 
efficiency—whether duty has been neglected; laws, 
regulations or oraers violated; public property mis- 
anplled, lost or wantonly destroyed; wnetner there 
lave been extravagant or unnecessary eipsndlturej 
or public mouey, stores or material, and the personal 
responsibility lor ail irregularities and abuses, with 
suggestions ror remedial action.- 


The report shows tliat through the agency or this 
branch of the service, there has been continued im- 
provement in the discipline ond enlcleucy' of the 
troops, as well as the promotion of a more discnra-

SUBSISTENCE BEPABTITENT. 
Subsistence supplies for the army have been 


maiulv procured m the large maricet cities of tne 
country. 
The average cost of the ration at 
these marseis has been about twentv-inrce cents. 
Efforts to procure salt meats on the Pacific coast ror 
troops stationed there have met with great sawjsss, 
supplies-of excellent quality having been obtained 
at lavorabla prices. Tobacco, at an average monthly 
value of Sla.oao, bus been furnished to troops at cost 
prices, and the I'reednien's Bureau has been sup- 
plied with stores to tne value or nearly $'.'00,00',), 
most of winch has already been paid for, and the 
remainder is in process of refunding at the Treasury. 
The issues lo Indians at various -polnla have 
amounted to more than S15u,000, and at the request 
of tne interior Department stores valued at $37,503 
were issued to destiiu;eOsag&5 aad others to pre- 
vent starvation duiini tde winter.

MILITARY. DIVISION OF THE MISSOURI, 


This division, commanded by Lieutenant General 
Sheridan, embraces the departments or Dacotah, the 
Platte and the Missouri, commanded respectively by 
Major General W. S. Hancock, lirevet Major General 
Augur and lirevet Major General scnoflela. 


Theso three departments cover a territory of great 
extent-, in whicli most of the civilized, semi-civilized 
and wild Indians abide, and include the States of 
Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Sebraska and Min- 
nesota, and the Territories or Colorado, Sew Mexico, 
Wyoming, Utah, Daeotaft, Montana and the Indian. 
The administration of these departments nas been 
ably and economically conducted, but tbe number or 
troops uow on duty in thetu is deemed insutlhiient, 
with the present reduced strength or companies, to 
meet the wants of tiie service. 


Although there have been numerous depredations 
In this division, the condition of Indian aitairs is 
very much better i Ban last year. The policy of re- 
servations adopted by the Indian Department is, in 
tiie judgment or General Sheridan, the only policy 
that will put an end to Indian murders and depre- 
dations, livery efl'ort ia made to avoid ta<j necessity 
of punishing the savages, witn the strong hope that 
thev may settle down on. llieir reservations and 
adopt a more peaceful and civilized lue.

KSO1XEER DEPARTMENT. 
The report of the Chief of Engineers gives a de- 
tailed account of the operanoas or the Engineer De- 
partment, and of the means required to execute me 
duties devolved upon it. The ouicsrs of the CO'ps 
of Engineers, aided by details from otherarmsof 
the service and a number of civil engineers, have 
been engaged upon the permanent national de- 
fenses, survey or the lakes, river aud aarbor im- 
provements, explorations and surveys, command 
ami instruction of engineer troops, and in charge of 
public buildings, grounds and worKs ui the District 
of Columbia, Twenty-two officers of the corps have 
been doing duty in the several military divisions de- 
partments and districts, in tue lighthouse establish- 
ment, and as instructors at the Military Academy. 


Work nas been continued on the permanent de- 
fences to tae extent permitted oy ths saiali balances 
reinammir of old appropriations. These have been 
exhausted ror the most part during the year, and 
the worts have consequently been closed up. 
JSxpenments and trials have been made with Iron 


and other materials witn a view to their application 
in the aeiences, and trial has been made of a de- 
scending gun carriage lor use in barbette batteries. 
iletiiods of modizyiag ana improving our existing 
aeiences aave been determined on, the introduction 
of Important auxiliary elements of defence is pro- 
posed, and Congress will be called npon to make ap- 
propriations, moderate in amonu.! compared to the 
importance of ths object, for the purpose of apply- 
ing these changes, aa soon as practicable, to the de- 
fensive works of sever.il of our large seaport cities. 


The battalion or engineers maintains its efficiency 
in drill and discipline and in tbe duties of its special 
arm.

rapidly as toe means appropriated for their execu-

SIGNAL SERVICE. 
Instruction has continued in the several mili- 
tary departments during toe year, the purpose 
being to so diffuse a knowledge of the service and 
distribute apparatus that every officer may have 
such information or the duty as may suffice, in case 
or emergency, to save life in or prevent disaster to 
his command. The signal service has beeu brought 
into active use In operations against Indians on the 
plams. 


The courses at the military and naval academies 
navejDeen pursued as in the preceding year The 
drill embracing taat of the neld electric telegraph 
and flag stations in tno field, at West Point, before 
the Board or Visitors, received their commendation, 
and all the duties of send nig messages by signals or 
by telegraph were perrormed by tbe cadets. 
Fort Whipple has been maintained as a post or 
practice, instruction ana experiment in the duties 
of tne signal service. The force maint ained consti- 
tutes a nucleus of organization for auv einergeu cv.

'iue general avcraue during ttwwtiole perioa oi 
the existence or tne bureau snows that about oue in 
two hundred, or one-half of one por cent or the 
rreed people have been supported by tho govern- 
ment. 


The freedmen were advised to make written con- 
tracts with their employers and have the same ex- 
plained aud approved by a bureau officer. Iu a fiin- 
gie State more than 50,000 such contracts were 
made. Tho labor of the freeiimen has produced 
nearly all the food consumed In the South, besides 
large amounts of rice, sugar and tobacco for oxjior- 
tatiou and about ;.',oo<i,oo(j oalea of cotton per j ear, 
on which were paid into the united States Treasury 
durmir the years isoii and 1S67 taxes amounting to 
more than $40,opo,ooa. 


Mucii disappointment and lllfeellng was caused by 
the lailure of tne original plan to lease or sell the 
abandoned lands in small tracts to refugees and 
ircednieu. Information baa been published respect- 
ing lanfs under the Homestead act of June 21,1S69, 
aud some aid given to those who desired to enter 
them. Attention is Detaining to turn in that direc- 
tion, and about 4,000 families have' already made 
enti-ioa ana obtained homes of their own. Ja a few 
niBtauces needmcn Save nulled in tbe purchase of 
farms under cultivation. They are verv anxious to 
become land owners, and the possession of lands 
and homes is one or tho chief means of their eleva- 
tion. 


But the most urgent want Is education, and more 
attention has been paio. to this than to any other 
subject. In each State at^Jeast one normal school 
lias been organized. Sever* chartered colleges for 
freed people are in operation, also a university, hi 
the District of Columbia. 
In the 2,128 schools under the care of the bureau 
and officially reported, the number of teachers em- 
ployed is 2,455, aad the number of pupils is 114,522. 
Adding those estimated in private and Sabbath 
schools, the number under instruction of some kind 
during the last year is not less than 250,000. The 
freed people are doing what the? can for their own 
education, having durmir the fast year paid for 
tuition and the construction of buildings about 
$200,000. 


The whole amount or bounties paid since April 17, 


1S67, when the first Treasury certificaie was received, 
Is $5,831,417.

The report of the BfcinJ of Visitors to the Jiill;ary 


Academy lor the present year is one or unnsuitl ini- 
portanco auH interest. The condition or affairs gen- 
erally was round to be all that could be desired or 
expected under the present organization or the 
academy, out tho organization itself, which has re- 
mained unchanged since the dars when the army 
was but 10,000 strong and tlio nation was very far 
below its present size and importance among other 
nations, is declared to bo madcnuato to meet tlie 
future demands of the country. and a reorganization 
accordingly recommeudea:~Tne institution to bo 
greatly enlarged; tue number of cadeis greatly in- 
creased; tlie standard of admission to be raised, and 
the cadets to be divided into two classes—one pur- 
suing an ordinary course or military instruction and 
Its members returned to civil lite upon graduation, 
to spread a knowledge of tne military art through- 
out tb« landj and supply trained officers for the 
emergencies ol war; the other, selected from the 
promising members of tue Termer class, and equal in 
number on!/ to the yearly wants of tne armr, to pur- 
sue their studies aaa practice to the very llmita of 
miinary science. 


These recommendations are reviewed by the in- 
spector of tae Military Academy, who does not ad- 
VIEO any present enlargement of the 
academy 
itself, 
bnt recommends an increase ot 
the 
cadets to 400, a number wtiicn the academy 
can accommodate without enlargement, and whicn 
the army will probably be able to absorb as fast a.a 
tney graduate; it being but two-filths larger than 
tbe now authorized number, while the armr has 
more than doubled in the mean time. Upon tbe 
question or raiainff the standard or admission, ho 
remarks tliat every addition to' the Hit, of prepara- 
tory qualifications necessarily restricts the circle 
from whicn cadets can bo drawn, and ibat the pre- 
sent list embraces fill tha Attainments mat ona be

This division, under the command of Major Gene- 
ral Haileck since the 17th June last, is composed of 
the departments of the Cumberland, of JjOuisiaua, of 
Mississippi and of tae souni, commanded respect- 
ively uy Brevet Major General Coolce, Brevet Aiujor 
Geueral Mower, Brevet Major General Amei aud 
Brevet Major Genera! Terry, and includes the States 
or Keniucfiv. Tennessee, West Virginia, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi. Alabama, Florida, Georgia 
and Kortn aud south Carolina. 


Ths principal occupation or the troops in this 
dlvisioa has been in assisting revenue officers to exe- 
cute the revenue laws; assisting United states mar- 
shals in executing the process or the United States 
courts; in enforcing the laws relative to the civil 
nchts of Ireedmen, and all laws ror the protection of 
lire and property. 


The elections m Kentucky and Tennessee passed 


off without »uy unusual disturbances. 
Tne discipline or the troops in tnls division Is as 
good as could be expected with the changes incident 
to the reorganization aud consolidation or reiri- 
ments. Suuplies, except .clothing, have been satis- 
factory and at reasonable prices. The general ad- 
ministration of the division has been conducted with 
the strictest ccouomy. 


MIUTJLSY nivisioN OP THE ATLANTIC. 
This division formerly consisted oi the depart- 
ments or the East, the LaKes and or Wastunjtoa, 
under command oi Major General Hancoci. SUMS- 
queatly Major General Meade was placed" in com- 
mand, the department of Washineton broken np 
and attached to the Department or tne East, aud tne 
First military district incorported iu the division, 
wnich now embraces tne States of Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana and v-iisconam, tne Kew England Stales, 
Kew 1'orK, Kew Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Delaware, Virginia and tue District or Columoia. 
In the Department or tue East and the Lakes the 
duties have been principally the charge and care or 
tbe sea coast aud late Irontier delences, and the 
prevention of any attempt to violate neutrality 
laws, and in one instance lu sustaining tho United 
States civil authorities m matters pending barore the 
courts. 


In the first military district the troop?, under the 
direction of Uie department commander, have been 
engaged In preserving public order tnd in executing 
me reconstruction l:iws of Congress. 


The discipline and condition of the troops are re- 
ported by tue division coumuuuler to be good.

This division, wuicb. has basn commanded by 


Major General Thomas since the 1st or June last, 
comprises the depaituienta of California, Columbia 
and of Alaska, commanded respectively by lirevet 
Major Geueral Ord, lirevet Major General Crooi aud 
Brevet Major General Davis. 


Tue report or General Tuonias gives details of mili- 
tary operations against hostile Indians In Arizona 
aud measures lor rlis protection or the Chinese pop- 
ulation froui appreiieuclod assaults hi the State of 
Nevada.

F1KST MILITARY DISTRICT. ' 


This district comprises tUe Stale of Virginia, and 
was at the date or tne last annual report com- 
manded by General stoneman, who was bucceeded 
by Brevet Major General Canby. 


On tlie 1st at October the number of troops In this 
district was 185 otilcers and 1,478 enlisted men; tne 
present effective strength or the command is ninety-* 
nine officers and 1,077 enlisted men, of which thirty- 
one officers and 427 enlisted men are on duty at the 
artillery school; thirty-flvS oBlcers and 040 enlisted 
men 
with tbe 
Seventeenth regiment of In- 
fantry, and 
thirty-three

If the 
companies of the Seventeenth Infantry are filled to 
the maximum by recruiting no increase in the Jorce 
In this district will be necessary.

pointed, and in ascertaining whether they were

It was difficult to flnd suitable persons willing to 
accept offices the duties of which yielded no com- 
pensation and interfered with their ordinary busi- 
ness, and embarrassment was occasioned by the 
social and political pressure brought to bear upon 
native Virginians who were suggested or recom- 
mended for an office that involved tie necessity of 
taking the oath prescribed by tne law of July 2. 
1862. 
However, with 
but few exceptions, the 
county organization is so Tar completed as to be in 
working condition.

Indian raids during the year have been unusually 


bold, and. it Is believed, commanded in most in- 
stances by white men. Heavy damages to the citi- 
zens in live stock and property lias resulted, but the 
loss o! life has been small, amounting to about 
twenty-six persons. 


It will be impossible to prevent Indian raids as 
long as there are wild Indians not assigned to any 
defined territory, and protection to the frontier can- 
not be afforded with the force lu the district, owing 
no the numerous demands made upon it ia the exe- 
cution of the reconstruction laws. 


Voluntary county organizations of citizens have 
)n some cases been authorized and proved elfecuve 
In some localities, but in others the arrangetnenuhas 
not me: with cordial response iroia the people. 
It is recommended by General Reynolds thai a line 


of telegraph be built connecting the posts between 
Red river and tne Kio Grande, at some convenient 
point, witn Austin, San Antonio or Waco. Such a 
line will afford prompt communication wlttt frontier 
posts and will effect concert of action. The ex- 
penses will be trillng compared with the advantages 
tbat may reasonably be expecled. 
Depredations in the country between tho Fences 
and Kio Grande, which is spaisely peopled and de- 
voted chieUv to the raising ol cattle, nave beeu numer- 
ous. The offenders, Indians aud Mexicans, generally 
come from the soutii side of Uie Kio Grande, and :he 
stolen catt'e are conveyed there for sale. 
Orders 
have accordingly bean Issued directing that tha 
crossing or cattle shall be limited to specified point?, 
bnt a sufficient time has not elapsed m \viiicn to seat 
the efficiency of this regulation. The evil threatens 
to become one of sucu magnitude as-to demand a 
reference to tne government of Jie^ifo. 


The ordinary, civil machinery of the State has been 
in operation, aided, whenever necessary aad nrac- 
ticao.e, by theimliiarylorceof the United States. 
Improvement is apparent in the disposition of Junes 
to punish for murder and other hlga crime?. 
Mili- 
tary aid nas been furnished ro civil authorities to 
suppress bands or desperadoes who lnfe=t the State. 


Under the provisions of the joint resolution of 
February is, I860, many countv onlces were vacated. 
Efforts to fill the vacaacies tous occasioned have, in 
mauv cases, been unsuccessful. Laxity in execu- 
tion or laws and interference with the collection or 
State taxes have been caused by parsons qualified 
being unwilling to accent the office on account or 
tne short duration of tne term, and the fact tnat 
"appointees" are in most cases unpopular. The 
nnmoor of cas?s -rted by military commission under 
section three oi Uie act of March, 1S07, from October 
1,1868. to September so, 1809. is liity-niue, or wh:ca 
twenty-one were convicted and ibirty-elght acquit- 
ted.

FOURTH SIILITArtY DISTRICT. 
This district has oeeu commanded bv Brevet Major 


General Aines since Marco. 17, iwjd, and comprises 
tue State or Mississippi. The Sixteenth Infantry 
regiment is the only military organization on duty 
there. 


The employment or troops beyond the ordinary 


routine of duty has been conflned to expeditions lor 
the purpose of arresting lawless characters guilty of 
murder or other serious offences. Supported by 
public opinion a few men, in defiance of the law, 
commit murders and outrages, and clvu o Ulcers are 
unequal to the task of bringing them to justice. 
Guarded and protected by their neighbors their 
arrest becomes very dinicuit, and the assistance or 
troops is demanded. Tho parties Injured or tlicir 
friends rarely undertake to aid the civil or military 
authorities, and If eo, besuntlngly and secretly. 


The cases are not numerous where violence has 
been offered the regularly constituted authorities, 
and la'those instances tne acts were committed gen- 
erally by ' Individuals who, nevertheless, wore 
secreted and snielded by the people. 


One ol tnemost deliberate and cold-blooded cases 
or tlie kind was the murder In tlio streets ot Jackson 


The annual meeting for the election of managers 


of the Colored Orphan Asylum was held yesterday 
at twelve o'clock at the house of Mrs. Landon, No. 7 
East .Fourteenttt street.

Ihose 
who enter the Institution as mere infants and are 
trained under the eyes of a judicious nurse ea Eily 
accept Instruction and soon pass creditably into 
the higher classes, while those who enter at ten or 
eleven, ignorant or its simplest rudiments, rarely 
leave the primary department. While the managers 
recognize a field of usefulness beyond their present 
limit, they question, under existing circumstances, 
tho prudence of any more exteutiea effort. The late 
aid received from the Legislature may o;iiy be 
applied for building purposes or direct or permanent 
improvements upon the house, so that the avail- 
able income lor 
tne expenses of the family 
is not increased.

conclusion they would 
solicit 
a 
continuance 
ol 
past 
patronage, 
believing that this charge must commcad itse.r to 
the public, both in. tne helplessness of the class it 
protects and in the judicious economy which per- 
vades every department. 
The teachers' report was next read, from whicli 
it appears tliatssvetuv children have beeu aiim;tteJ 
to tho schools of the" institution during tlie past 
year, including ten irom the nursery—liiirty.nine of 
whom did uot know the alphabet. Xumbir of chil- 
dren taught during the year, 295.

The re- 
ports oi the u-casurer, superintended! ancl piiysi- 
cian were also read, aud with those which had pre- 
ceded them, unananlmously adopted,

HEADQUARTERS OP THE ABUT. > 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 29.1809, / 


GENERAL—I have now the honor to submit my 


report of tho armr for tho present year. At tiie 
time of the last annual report General U. 8. Grant 
was in command of the army and remained until 
the 4th or March, 1809, when he became President or 
the United Stales, and I succeeded him as General- 
in-Chief. The confirmation of my commission was 
announced on the 6th day of Mavcli and I was or- 
dered to assume command March S, which I did. 


At tnat time Major General J. M. Schofleld was 


Secretary of War and continued in that capacity 
until March 13, when General John A. Rawllns was 
duly commissioned and entered on his duties as Sec- 
retary or War—a post he lillej until his death, Sep- 
tember c, when the President conferred on me tha 
commission, with the understanding tuat It was to 
be held only till lie conid select a successor, and it 
afforded me great pleasure on the 1st instant to giv9 
place to yourself. General W. W. iielknap. ' 


As these changes have, in a measure, affected tha 


course of events, I believe that you will be pleased 
that I take a wider view of tlie bisiory and condition 
of the army and its administration than Is custom- 
ary for the Commander-iii-Cluef. 


IJUv'E OI> TUB AltXT. 


For the purpose or military responsibility and ffov<- 


eminent tho domain of tbe United States is divided 
into twelve departments aud three disirlcts, eacb 
under the command of an experienced general offi- 
cer, who by law is invested with all tlie powers ol 
the commaudinT general of an army in the field, and 
is held responsible for the discipline and mainte- 
nance of the trooss, ihe preservation of good order 
so far as the military authority extends, and for ths 
care of all public property that belongs to the army. 
The limits aud boundaries of these departments aro 
belter described by the map aud tabular statements 
herewith than by any mere wor Js I could give. 


In order to prompt action In case of need and tc 


place similar territory and similar Interests under a 
common commander, theso departments are again 
grouped mtj lour military divisions, which are com- 
manded by the four generals next In rans to the 
Commander-ln-Chler. 


By the organic law of July 2S, 1808, as modified by 


that of March 3, Ii09, the regular army now consists 
of five regiments of artillery, ten of cavalry, twenty- 
five of infantry, a battalion or engineers and the 
cadets of the Military Aeidemv. These are all 
assigned to the several departments by regiments or 
companies, but each division commander can reto, 
iorce any point within his command by transfer- 
ring the troops from one of his departments to 
another. 


As a general rule the artillery companies are dis- 


tributed in tne permanent forts along our seaboard 
irom Bastsort, Maine, to the mouth, of the Kia 
Grande, "and from San DIOKO, California, to AlasKa, 
serving- on root. One company of each regiment IB 
mounted and equipped as light artillery; oae of 
these companies is stationed at Washington and the 
other lour at Fort Klley, Kansas, as a school of in- 
struction. Another company OL each, regiment (Its 
all live) is statione.l ai Old 1'oiut Comfort, asascnool 
ol instruction tor Heavy or sea coast auiliery. 
All the ten regimeuw of cavalry aro serving In 
Texas, the Indian country and Ricinc Territories, 
with the exception of a single company here In 
Waohington, which is the only cavalry east of the 
Mississippi river. 
The tA-euty-live regiments of infantry are distri- 


buted:—One regiment along tUc northern irontiee,. 
one in Virginia, oue m Mississmpi and three in the 
Department of tliu Souts. Tho remaining nineteen 
regiments are lu Texas th'j Indian country and 
V.'Cotarn blaics and I'irritji-Io-. - 
Tlirec companies of ejgmi-er troops are at Wil- 
lett's Foiul, .NO'-v Y'-'rk; n;u-oyr; one a« Jefferson bar- 
racks, jMteriouii, antl iwic at Verba Uuoua Island, Saij.

For a bisiory of the labors aud exposures of our 
troops 1 must refer to tue rapoi'Li of the division 
and department commanders Herewith, and I hope 
the officers aud mou. cotupojiu,r tao army will re- 
ceive Hie assurance of tho country, to which they 
are fairly cutitled. that the:r services are appre-

English mutiny act iu existence ai tue time or our 
KevolBLlon, aud bears date Aunl 10,1808. ot&erlaws- 
respecting tha government of the army have been 
passed irom time to time, aaJ volume on volume of 
negulatlous has been issued from too War Depart- 
ment, the last edition of which bears date in itax 
These are tbe Army Regulations now in use, 
although they also'have beeu moUiHea by numerous 
subsequent oruers aud ciix:u!;u... so tnat at this 
moment no oillcer can, rrom tin; most careful study, 
be certain or his rights and duties, and Is liable at 
any lime 10 suiier in his accouuu or incur personal 
liability for acts done iu parJoiiaole ignorance. 


Section 37 of tbe act approved July 28,1S86, re- 
quired the Secretary of War to have a new code ol 
Army Regulations prepared and submlrted to Con- 
gress at us next sassion, "iba existing regulations 
to remain in loice until Consres.s shall have acted 
on such report." By special orders from* tne Adju- 
tant General's omce, December 18, 1867, a board 
composed of Lieutenant Ueueral Sherman, Major 
Geueral SnerUau and urevet Major-Generai Augur, 
was assembled in \S~asimi2toa 011 ihe 28th of jan-u- 
ary, laos.

gressiotial report have already been made. 
The President has. by an executive order, recucetl 
the civilian employes ol the Quartermaster's JUe- 
paruueut iron) 14,872 men to 4,QO<1, and tnese are not 
subject to the personal comiiiiod of the Quarter- 
master General, but are, in fact, teamsters anc 
laborers, hired In the distant Territories under tne 
supervision of the local quartermasters, and under 
the control ol the military department commanders. 
' in liie mantier tae number of ordnance enlisted 
workmen lias been reduced from 1,101 to 745, and to 
department commanders has been given the super- 
vision of ttie recruiting depots in all essential mat- 
ters, except the final assignment of recruits to regi- 
ments, wuicli is controlled here by tha Generai-m 
Coier, who can best judge where the recruits are 
most needed. 
As to the consolidation of tho staff corps and 
departments, aiscussed in this report, f reel disposed 
to concur with General Thomas m his opinion as xiven 
in evidence on page thirteen ofthli "Keport on Army 
Organization," that it would Hardly bo wise to make 
this cuaugeto the extent which the committee sesms 
to favor, ihe Chiel Sisual Officer tnUht be attached 
toths euciueer corps or ta one of ihe staff depart- 
ments, and the forcy post cuapiaias now in ser- 
vice migj.t be assyuea oae to eacli of the rorty regi- 
ments wb.:0h iiow compose the army. I would 
deem it advisable to a.low tae other corps ana 
departments to remain unchanged, except with sued 
limits as to the number aud rant of oillcers as Con- 
gress may adjudge proper. In numbers and ranK they 
do seem disproportioned to the line ot tue army, but, 
this has been tus case lor a number ol years, and 
the experience ol tue war of the rebellion demon- 
strated its wisdom. A stiiir system that nas admit- 
ted aa Increase of the line of the army from ttie 
mere nucleus of 1SSO to a mllliou of men, and the 
reduction back to the present standard without con- 
Insion and wim the most perlect accouutaoility as 
to property i-ud money—ai all times providing for 
the army abuudaun?—is entitled to our resyect. 


1 nave therefore laid before you the annual reports 


of the Heads of all Uie staff corps and departments, 
bat nave noted certain matters In them especially 
ejecting the army itsolr that I now beg leave to 
icr to. 
The Quartermaster General saows that tae dis- 


bursements 01 ms department have lallen $14,500,000 
below t:io.-'e of me pravljus year. This department 
Is more an'ected b, the scattered condition of the 
troops and the peculiar sterile character of the'coun- 
try in winch tacy aie icept than any other. If the 
army could be vuaceuirated anu quartered in tae 
region of supplies the expenses couiu be kept down 
to a comparatively small sum; or if we had, as m 
lormer years, a single line ot irontier a little in ad- 
Tduce 01 the sciticiucnki, the same or similar would 
DS the result: but now, from the nature of tne case, 
our troops are scattered by companies to posts m 
tae most inhospitable parts cf tae Continent, to 
ivliicn every article ot food, lorase. clothing, ammu- 
nition, A-c., must be hauled m waaous hundreds of 
miles at great, cost. For the same reason this de- 
piirttniiut is iieavlly taxed by the cost of fuel anil 
materials for making huts, sometimes at a distance 
of 100 or 200 roues from a place where a growing 
twig as large as a walking Htict can be rouuu. 
\\hue the pay and allowances of a soldier remain 
the same in all parts or the country the cost of his 
maintenance in Texas, Kev .Mexico, Arizona. Ne- 
vada, 'Idaho, Montana autl Alaska ts two aud three 
thaas as great as on tut- Kansas aad Kebraska iron- 
tier, if. morerore, die estimates must be rnaile to 
approximate tho.-e of tne ante-war period, we may 
oe forced to withdraw our troops from all or a large 
lart of tne Territories naiaeu. 
I have personal 
cnowlertse that tne huts m which our troops are 
forced to live are m some places Inferior to what 
horses usually have m this city. JSearly all of these 
josts arc temporary iu tneir nature a^d character; 
out as tlm-j progresses and roads become established, 
we can choose me real strategic points, and at these 
we should have good quarters for troops, and I hope 
,he secretary will a'iK a irbcral appropriation, auu- 
cut to his control, lor the erection of tlie necessary 
uarracKs. 
la icference to the report of the Commissary 
General, General liatou, it is proper that I should 
say that the army lias tjcen well eujipliea with good 


iiiy lood, ami at all the posts are Kept supples of 
cics not embraced m me ritioa, lor sals to tho 
companies ana tut1 oillcora' lamincs at a price buiil- 
oieii^ to reimburse 1 He department. Ttus ouviatua 
the necessity lor sutlers, which, are now prohibited 
by law, except as mere traders, having no lien what- 
cveroutho soldier's pay. 
Th2 officers of the Sub- 
sistence Departmenc are at depots, and cue actual 
hsiics to Ilia troops are made by Hue olllcera, styled 
acting commissaries of subsistence, who- receive an 
extra compensation of twenty dollars a monta, less 
the value ol a ninou. (Sac section two, act of Con- 
gress

as quartermasters ana commissaries of posts re- 
ceive ten dollars a cioiitu where there are two com- 
panies or less, mid twenty dollars a month where the 
gainsonis more than two companies. 


Tho Engineer Department has charge of tne con- 
struction of the permanent forts, the improve meut 
ol rivers, harbors, ana various other duties imposed 
by special laws, KO much as refers to the forts con- 
cerns the army that must live m them aad flgu; 
them, aud therefore fails within my official province. 
All else not directly airectlng the army is none of 
my business. 


General Humphreys elves In great detail the con- 


dition ol the various forts with whose construction, 
ai'cratlon and repair his department has been en- 
gaged. Keany all Uie seacoasi forts were planned 
at a time when the eiglit-mch gun was the Heaviest 
ailoai, and before riueu guns came into use. Now, 
however, that ordnance of the lliteen and twenty- 
inch calibres, tnrowmg a shot over 1,000 pounds m 
weight, with a velocity of 1,500 feet per second, nave 
come into general use, the problem or resistance is 
entirely ciuugeu. It is believed tuat casemate forts, 
no matter how reintoiced with. Iron, are not able to 
resist these shof, and changes must be made to meet 
tma change of facts. The engineer officers have 
carefully studied this subject and have made many 
luoat vjuuabie experiments; and, in connection with 
tho ottlcers of ordnance and artillery, they should 
continue taese experiments. The Board of Engi- 
neers in New Yorlc nas laid down Uve general propo- 
sitions for application to all uicdilications at me sea- 
coast fOits, whics 1 heartily approve, viz.:—

ilesp parapet, and a llbar.il uiiuiaar of bombproof 
ami magazine traverses.

Taking tha new "Port VTintlvrou" in Boston liar- 


boi- as u sample, I am sati^lieii tuat tneia proposi- 
tions fuiai all ihe conditions oi tiie problem. Xo 
foreign army mil be likely to attorn utu Uuiimg oa 
o;ir coast, aud all that a hostile neet can at- 
tempt will be to run by the foils nud lay tho 
CHICS under contribution. On firm land we can han- 
dle guns of heavier calibre and with more accuracy 
of ai7iithau any enemy can hlsailO.it; anu in my 
judgment uo armored ship as yet built caa long exist 
w:tmn the range of our twenty-inch guns, or even 
of the fliteen-mca guns, if skilfully handled. I there- 
fore recoiaiuectl mat tae forts covering tiio cities of 
Portland, Boston, New VorE, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, J>ew Orleans ana San Francisco, should be 
pushed to completion as soon as practicable, all 
other points might be neglected for tne present. 


Heretofore iu tne coustruction of our eea coast

enough lor the storiiza of powder aud pro- 
visions. In time of war soldiers can and will 
endure anything, but In time of peace they should 
not bo doomrd to cne damp, coid, prison.UKe case- 
mate. The quarters for tne garrison of a fort axe as 
much a part of tae fort as the embrasures for tha 
guns, aud snould be built by tue Engineer Depart. 
meut, permanent when the sue will permit, or tem- 
porary, to bo destroyed when tae occasion arises. 
These quarters should ba constructed In advance of 
the completion of the fort when needed, and paiU ' 
for out of tne appropriations for the Engineer de- 
partment, instead of the quartermaster's funds. Tne 
former are usually liberal, whereas the latter are 
always taxed beyond thsir means by the unforeseen, 
demand or the inland forts ana military stations, 
which present stronger claims for immediate assist 
ance. 


TBO report of Oeneral Dyer, Chief of Ordnance, 
contains much that is ol^tlie greatest interest to the 
army. All our troops are now supplied witn breech- 
loudmg small arms of the ba»;c kind, fully equal to 
any lu use by foreign armies. Yet, as inventions 
aud so-called improvements are all the time being 
pressed bv inventors, I have committed to a board 
of experienced and practical officers In St. Louis, 
with General Scllollela at Its head, the task of mat 
mg a practical test of all small arms and ammuni- 
tion that may be submitted prior to March, l asTO 


In Held guns the experience of our lato war da- 
monstrates that we have In the Napoleon twelva- 
pounder smooth-bore, and in the three-inci ord- 
nance rifled gun, all tuat is to be deslrea lu tnis line 
In the matter of heavy scacoast ordnance there Is 
a wider range of opinion that I do not propose to 
discuss in tins paper further than to say that I »ra 
convinced that for our seacoast forts we should nao 
the ten-inch, lUMen-iuQU ana twentj-luca 


bore cast Iron guns for tho great mass of flro, 
mortars of tho game calibre aud using the sain 
Identical shot. The ten-iucli gun has been thorough! 
tested, the Ilfteeu-iiich partially, aud experiments 
are b-injt made wita the twcuty-lnctt gun, of vvhici 
we have only two in use. Each fore slioull bo sui 
plied with a few very accurate Ions: range rilled gun 
of as heavy a calibre as can tte used with reasonabl 
safety. Of these a great variety are being pressei 
on tae attention of tue department, aifd I recoia 
ineud tuat furtiier experiments bo authorized uuti 
tho best model is recured. 
I isoncur with General Dyer perfectly In his recom 


meudaiions that the small and surplus arseuaia a 
Koine, K. Y.;CUauiplaiu. VI.; Mount Vernon. Ala 
Apalachioola, Fla., aud Fayetteville, N. 0., bo sole 
as well as the captured establishments at fchreve 
port, La.; Marshall aud Jefl'ersou,' • Texas, aud in 
ilarioa and Davis counties, Texas. Other small ar 
senals might in due course of time be sold, until w 
have, at central points, but a few great arsenals am 
depots of powder, and these should be of the mos 
perfect kind on the most extensive scale. Our rail 
roads can rapidly transfer from these arsenals tin 
requisite stores at the times and to the places neeaei 
on short notice. 
In conclusion I will invite the attention of the pro- 
per authorities to the earnest recommendation o 
General Thomas, made in his report, and repeatsc 
to me personally, that the seal Islands of AlasKa, St. 
Paul and St. George be sold, alter due advertise 
ment, to the Highest bidder. From the nature of the 
fur seal either of these Islands, neld by a single 
owner, will be a most valuable property; but ii 
thrown open to the world they will soon becom 
valueless, because the seals will not resort to thosi. 
Islands irthey are bunted and Killed without due re 
gard to ttieir Habits.

THAT CAKBUT'fclANT. 


Tlie Bo-indlcss West Claims Him—Ho Comes 


from an Iowa Gypsum Qnarrj-—"aiyst 
rions Ciianges" at Fort Dodge, Iowa. 


FOKT DOUSE, Iowa, Dec. 1,1889, 


The citizens of this place believe that the giant, 


said to be found in Ononaagna county, N. Y., aud 
hundreds of years old, was made from an Immense 
block or gypsum, eleven to twelve feet long, four to 
five feet wide and two to three feet thick, tafcen from 
here a year ago last June or July, for the following 
reasons:—First, the gypsum is of that peculiar klnc 
which is a marked characteristic of oar gypsum', 
as shown in the analysis of' Dr. 
, given 


in the newspapers; second, the unexplained ana 
mysterious character of the doinsrs ana objects of 
tae "party" when here, and who obtained and toot 
away the "great blocE of gypsum;" taird, that after 
gypsum, had laid in the water three months, beln; 
a very great absorbent of water, you or a geologist 
could not tell whether It had been there three years 
or 300 years; fourth, being familiar with cypsum 
manifestations and peculiarities, they Know, from 
their familiarity wita gypsum, that the gypsum, 
quarries, in tiie vicinity wiiere the giant was sup- 
posed to be found, did not furnish the gypsum 
blocfc for making it, because its quality 13 (afferent, 
and those quarries could not furnish a block large 
enongh. 


I will give you an outline sketch of tue "party 


that obtained the "great block of gypsum" and 
shipped it irom here, via Montana, by railroad, to 
Chicago and Sew Tors "city" (?), In July of last 
year. 


Early in the spring or 1803 two men (the larjer 


one passed tv the name of Hull) came to Fort Dodge 
claiming tn be anxious to get into the -gypsum busi- 
ness," and that they desired to obtain a very large 
block of it, take it to Kew Tort, net ap a stock com- 
pany and "make a good thing of it." Shortly after 
their arrival came rather a siylish man and wife, 
who boarded in a private family. The man soon Be- 
came intimate with the men of whom I have been 
speaking. He passed by the name of Glass. He 
came from Syracuse, N. Y., aud Is believed by the 
people or this town to be the artist who made the 
"giant" out 
of 
tne 
big block.

ments 
or strangers, especially peculiar, 
are 


watched oy the oauK officers to guard against 
bank robbers; hence the movements or the party 
were closely scanned. After looking around much 
they Uuully bought one acre of gypsum quarry, pay- 
ng for it $100, nominally to outam specimens to 
show the public what extraordinary line gypsum 
Fort BodEe produced, then get up a stock company 
and "go for them" in Kew York. The block when 
they started Irom here with it for Boone, to take tne 
railroad to Chicago, welshed nearly or quite eight 
ions. It tooic mom about a month to iret it to 
Jiooue, lorty miles from here, on account or iuc roada 
and the heavy weight of the block. From Ihe tuae 
it lelt Montana by railroad until now we have 
been looking in the papers to see what became of 
our "big block 01 gypsum. We think we "smell 
something" iu the "wonderful stone giant." 


Tho city of Fort Dodge is situated ou the east bank 
of the IJea Moines river, Webster county, Iowa, ami 
has about 3,ouo inhabitants. The jJubuque and 
Sioux Uily Kailroaa runs through the city, the Des 
Motiies Valler Railroad la complete to within six- 
teen miles of here, and Is belug pushed on. A rail- 
road from Fort Dodge to the lumber regions of Min- 
nesota )s being actively canvassed. 
About £100,000 
stock was subscribed at one rneotinjf of the citizens, 
called lor the pirl\ose of tailuuif ^jver the question. 
I'hey in Minnesota wunt our coal, wulch is inex- 
haustible, aud of the beat quality of bituminous 
loal. which we can deliver at the 
railroad 
at throe dollars per ton,.ami pay us; it coats them, 
now eighteen dollars per ton; while lumber with 
,hem Is only worth from, twelve to thirteen dollars 
jer thousand, it is worth thirty-live dollars per thou- 
sand here. 
So you see the cars would have full 
'relght both, ways; there would be no "dead cars" 
cither way. 
Our gypsum Is equal ro any in tue 


orld, ana our lime rock makes a firm quality of 
ime, and will last until burning lime will bu done 
on a largo scale in- common with things in general. 
We have eight churcues, three school houses, the 
•HiEh School," five doctors, nine lawyers, ana one 
of the best buildings iu the state. We are willing to 
compare our youna ladles with those ot the Atlantic 
States. We have lots of inn, and good feeling pre- 
•aiis. The people are mostly from the Eastern and 
Middle States, but the West improves them. They 
are not cramped up, breathe free, have large ideas 
.nd large hearts. They propose to furnish -stone 
giants" at SiS.OOO a pair to any extent.

The epeoulatlve feeling at tho beginning of busi- 


ness tais moralng was almost wholly concentrated 
upon the gold marten, wiiere, despite tho opposition 
of the "bears," the price was run up from 182% to 
123«.

Alter listening to the evidence o! Dr. Shepard 
and several others the jury returned the following 
verdict:— -We Jiud that tne deceased cama to Ilia 
death from erysipelas and pneumonia, brought on 
by wounds received oa the nliiht ol tne 22d of 
November, isiw, -at tile hands o£ Albert Lewis."
